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The Newton Natural History Society 
held its last indoor meeting for the sea- 
son last Wednesday evening.

Frisbie exhibited a beautiful specimen of 
erystalized quartz from Crystal Moun- 
tain, Arkansas, and described the man- 
ner of tiie formation of the crystals front 
hot water rising towards the surface 
through fissures in the earth’s crust ex- 
tending down miles below. 

Mr. George L. Chandler, the president, 
exhibited specimens of fossil wood and 
a fossil turtle, which he collected in the 
‘‘Bad Lands” of Nebraska, 45<)0 feet 
above the ocean. 

The fossil turtle is a large, valuable 
specimen, and very perfect. He also 
showed specimens of the chambered 
nautilus, and described the animals that 
lived in and built them. Prof. C. J. May- 
nard further explained animals and sheila 
of this class, aud showed their relation » 
to the squid, octopus and devil fish. The 
discussion was continued by W. C. Bates 
and others. 

Dr. J. F. Frisbie paid a loving tribute 
to the memory of Judge John C. Park, 
who has been a member and regular at- 
tendant at the meetings for many years, 
as follows:

Those 
who have listened to Jndge Park for the 
last half century will readily admit that 
the same encomium would well apply to 
him. As a conversationalist I have sel- 
dom known his equal — never his superi- 
or. He had the wonderful power that 
enabled him to interest young and old 
alike. In fact in this as well as in other 
directions he was a genius. His natural 
and acquired abilities were of the high- 
est order; his extensive readings aud 
broad generalizations won for biin posi- 
tions where his influence could be felt 
widely and for the good of all. His so- 
cial qualities endeared him to every one, 
and to the day of his death he was in- 
terested in every social and political re- 
form and in the affairs of every day life.

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C ITY GOVERNMENT. 

DOTH BRANCHES MEET TO CONSIDER A 

MUNIFICENT OIFT TO THE CITY. 

Both branches of the city government 
met at City Hall, Monday evening. The 
reason for tho spocial meeting was the 
following communication.

Boston, April 20, 1880. 

To the Water Hoard of the dtp of Norton, J fan. 

Gentlemen I would respectfully call 
your attention to the fact that as you 
come out from Boston, first, are the 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir, then the Law- 
rence Farm, then South street, then 
Waban Hill, of which the easterly slopo 
forms Mr. Bacon’s land, (tho old Tucker 
place) corner of Ward and South streets, 
and the Lawrenco’s land to tho north of 
it, of which I enclose a plan. Thon back 
or west, of Mr. Bacou’s land and this 
Lawrence land, comes tho Newton 
Reservoir on Ward street, and tho Sar- 
gent ten-acre lot, of which about six 
acres is as handsome a plateau of land as 
is often found, and as high, practically, 
ns any land in Newton, and commanding 
a superb view; such a piece of land as 
few cities have tho good fortuno to own. 

Now with tho high water service a 
necessity for the city, it would seem a 
great pUy that tho top of this hill with 
its remarkable views should be lost for- 
ever to the public by being built over. I 
therefore say that with your Approval 
and with tho understanding that the 
city government will bo agreeable to the 
plan if successfully carried out, I will 
endeavor within the next 30 days to get 
the owners of land in tho immediate 
vicinity of this hill to buy this Sargent 
land and convey it to the city as a free gift, 
six acres of it to bo kept open forever as 
a public park, the city to erect thereon a 
suitable water tower, for the high ser- 
vice and to continue the road now built 
on tho Lawrence laud around or through 
said park to or near the present drive- 
way around the Newton Reservoir. From 
this point a new street would undoubt- 
edly be built at private or public expense 
across to Montrose street. Then 1 have 
reason to believe that an arrangement 
could bo made with tho City of Boston 
by which the new road could be extended 
across tho Lawrence farm out on to the 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir; the result 
being that one could start from 
Boston, drive out over the new 
Beacon boulevard and around the Chest 
nut Hill reservoir, up through the Law- 
rence Farm, over Waban Hill, through 
the proposed Park, and then down di- 
rectly into the Newtons; affording a 
continuous drive of which every city in 
the world should be proud. With the 
assurance that your city government ap- 
proves it, I think I shall be able to 
carry out this plan.

Alderman narbach presented the fol 
lowing, which was passed by both 
branches: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
city council that the six acres of land on 
Waban Hill shall be accepted by the city 
upon reasonable conditions, and forever 
kept open for public uses. 

This communication caused the ques 
tion of High Service, and tho orders re 
ferring thereto, to be referred back to 
the Water Board, and they were request- 
ed to report as soon as possiblo to the 
city council. 

The Proclamation of Governor Ames 
in regard to the vote on the Prohibitory 
Amendment was read in both branches 
and filed. 

OTHER MATTERS. 

In the board of aldermen, on recom 
niendation of Chief Bixby, an honorable 
discharge was granted to J. Q.A. Hawes, 
from No 2 Hose company. 

A communication was received from 
Messrs. Alexander II. Rice and Wm 
Clalliii. stating that some forty citizens 
hud purchased the fine portrait of the 
late Seth Davis, painted by Nathan On- 
thank, and offering the same as a gift to 
the city, lo lie ulaced in City Hall. 

On motion of Alderman. Tolman an or- 
der was passed that the gift be received, 
and the thanks of the city council be 
conveyed to tlie gentlemen named, and 
that the portrait In* bung in City Hall. 

Another order was passed that a joint 
committee from both branches be ap- 
poiuted to arr mge for the reception and 
the hanging of the portrait. Mayor Bun 
appointed Aldermen Tolman and Childs, 
and Piesiibut Bond added Council 
men Forknull. Luke and Itaulett. 

On motion of Alderman Johnson an 
order was passed closing City Hall on 
April 30th. 

A petition was received from Messrs. 
Atkins A* Tuttle asking that the' side- 
walks adjoining their land on Harvard 
and Cabot streets be graded, construct- 
ed and covered with gravel ; referred to 
highway committee. 

Notice of intentions to build dwelling 
houses were received from II. C. Church 
ill, Auburn street; John Lowell. Ham 
inond street; Chas. Everett, Kimball 
street, and II. L. Ayers. 

An application for license to build 
stable off Lexington street, and an office 
on Monmouth street, was received from 
B, C. Baker. 

Junk licenses were granted to John 
Collins, Frank Timuey and James Arm 
strung. 

Licences to keep intelligence offices 
were granted to Mrs. J . C. Jones, Mrs 
Lydia E. Trephy and Mrs. Martha John 
son. 

Geo. F. Eliot asked to have his side 
walk on Bowers street graded and con- 
creted. 

On motion of Alderman I’etteo the 
usual two weeks’ vacatiou was granted 
to permanent members of the tire de 
partmeut. 

.1. F. Horrigan was granted leave to 
withdraw on his petition for license to 
build shed on Washington street. 

In the common council the business 
from the other branch was disposed of 
in concurrence. 


master Charles A. Hinckley. The exor- 
cises wore initiated hv a rendition by the 
Temple quartot, the selection, “Bo Yo 
Also Ready,” being very finely given. 
Rev. Francis R. Hornbrooke, pastor of 
banning church, then read from tho 
scriptures, and tho quartet sung “Ncaror, 
My God to Thee.” Tho address was de- 
livered by Rev. Mr. Hornbrooke, who 
paid a loving tribute to tho life, labors 
and character of tho deceased. 

The life of Judge Park, said tho speak- 
er, so far as his early career was con- 
cerned, covored a long and eventful pe- 
riod, beginning at a time when this coun- 
try was hut an experiment, and culmina- 
ting when wo are about to celebrate its 
100th anniversary, an occasion that will 
he memorable for conscious accomplish- 
ment, coming at a time when tho nation is 
welded from sea to sea, from the frozen 
north to the tropic south, a Union united 
by common interests and purposes. 
Many changes and events of historical 
interest have occurred during this long 
life which was allotcd to our revered and 
honored friend. And he was no passivo 
spectator, hut an important actor in 
these periods of the country’s danger and 
development. It was his lot to stand 
sido by side with Daniel Webster on tho 
public platform, and with Charles Fran- 
cis Adams in the halls of tho Legislature. 
His associations were the best, his aims 
in life high and honorable, and we may 
feel grateful that during his career he 
saw so much of the culmination of his 
noblest aspirations. Judge Park be- 
came identified with the varied interests 
of the community in which he lived, and 
was always responsive to the appeals of 
those who desired to bring about im- 
provement and progress. It was only as 
yesterday that he was in our midst. Up 
to the close of his long and varied life he 
was active; he did God’s work to the 
end. There were no idle moments, no 
wasted years.no indifference to work. He 
would not offer an excuse for a few years 
of feebleness; he lived a full life, and 
lived it to the end. 

You find men who are not respmsive 
to the appeals of the world all about 
them; others who respond with less sym- 
pathy as the years advance. It was not 
so with him. The world was always a 
new world to him; he never ceased to be 
an impressible being, hence ho never 
ceased to live. The outward mail was 
perishing, but the inward man was re- 
newing every day through these long 
years. I see only hopeful memories in 
such a life. It seems almost prophetic 
that he should have ’.been carried away 
on a day of such high and holy hopes; 
he heard the glad tidings which rang 
from the bells last Easter day, and in the 
evening ho was permitted to enter into 
the presence of the Eternal, Let us hope 
that we may possess something of the 
inspiration of tlie life of our honored 
friend, that when we pass away we may 
feel iu (our hearts that our cherished 
hopes have not been in vain, but that we 
shall surely enter iuto tho joy of the 
heavenly home, into the fulfillment of 
the blessings that God’s promise has as- 
sured. 

After the address, prayer was offered 
by Rev. E. II. Hall of the First church, 
Cambridge, and the quartet sang the 
beautiful hymn, “Gathering Homeward 
One by One.” 

The floral tributes were very beautiful. 
The city of Newton sent a sheaf of 
wheat, tied with ribbon. The Boston 
Light Infantry sent its badge, beautifully 
executed. The groundwork was of ivy, 
and the bad“e was formed of white 
pinks, Mareclial Neil roses and maiden- 
hair ferns, witti the lettering in immor- 
telles. The Irish Charitable Society sent 
a beautiful floral lyre grounded on ivy 
and made of lillies and Mareclial Neil 
roses. In the corners were arranged 
bunches of wheat and Mareclial Neil 
roses tied with white ribbon. The pupils 
and faculty of Lasell Seminary sent a 
floral piece composed of exquisite white 
roses. Other floral tributes from tho 
family and friends were laid upon the 
casket, which was placed at the entrance 
of the broad aisle directly in front of the 
pulpit.

Superintendent Boss 
and his assistant are always to be found 
about tho grounds, and the evidences of 
thoir skilful oversight are found on 
overy hand. The natural beauties of tho 
land havo boen taken advantage of when- 
ever practicable, in the laying out of av- 
enues, tho arrangement of flower beds, 
or tho making of artificial ponds, by 
means of tho brook that runs through 
the cemotery. Another pond is to be 
dug out tho coming summer, and tho 
rich soil there ohtainod is used about tho 
conservatories, nurseries, and flowor- 
bods, and it is found to go a great ways 
towards paying for the work iuvolved. 

A number of new monuments havo 
been put up since last summer, and oth- 
ers arc contemplated the coining season. 

THE NURSERIES 

on tho southerly side of tho cometery are 
filled with choico trees and shrubs, and 
the reputation of tho nurseries are such 
that orders are now beiug received from 
nearly overy State in New England. A 
large number of choice shrubs and trees 
havo been selocted out for transplanting 
in tho cemetery grounds this season, and 
will add to the attractiveness of the 
grounds in the future. A special ad- 
vantage of tho cemetery nursery stock is 
that the plants are acclimatized and will 
do well in any part of toe city, and New- 
ton people will appreciate this fact and 
they can also secure tho choicest varie- 
ties there. 

THE CONSERVATORIES 
and hot beds are also well stocked with 
bedding plants, to be used in the adorn- 
ment of the grounds, and as usual, there 
will be a large surplus left for sale. The 
plants are very thrifty and the green- 
houses show the same intelligent care as 
other portions of the cemetery. 

No city in this vicinity has a more 
beautiful home of the dead, and the 
trustees have wisely obtained land 
enough to allow of the extensions and 
additions that will be required in 
the.future. Visitors are always welcome 
to the cemetery, provided they leave 
their dogs at home, as these animals can 
do more damage in an hour among the 
flowers and shrubs than a man could re- 
pair in a week.

THE NEWTON CEMETERY. 


ONE OF THE MOST ATTRACTIVE SPOTS IN 
NEWTON. 


The approach of spring is more noticea- 
ble at the Newton Cemetery than in any 
other part of Newton, and visitors to 
that attractive spot find that many im- 
provements have been made since last 
summer. As soon as tho visitor passes 
the entrance gate, he is struck witli tlie 
beauty of the green turf, which spreads 
out before him, and the pretty little is- 
lands iu the pouds arc now covered with 
grass, while the sloping bank from the 
entrance to the Chapel is as handsome a 
lawn as can be found in Newton. Tlie 
improvements which have been making 
hero foi the past few years are now com- 
pleted, and the result is worth a visit to 
the cemetery to see. The beautiful 
Bigelow memorial chapel is a favorite 
place for visitors, who wander about tho 
conservatory that opens off from tho 
chapel, with its multitude of flourishing 
plants, many of them rare and costly va- 
ritios, which have been gathered with 
great care. 

Below the chapel are the ponds, sev- 
eral in number, with tiny islands dotting 
their smooth surface, aud beyond these 
is the new avenue, which lias been re- 
cently completed, and gives uuother exit 
from the cemetery. 

THE SOLDIERS' LOT 

has been selected beyond this avenue, iu 
one of the most attractive spots iu the 
cemetery, ami it is now beiug filled ill 
and improved, preparatory to the dedi- 
cation on Memorial Day. A larger num- 
ber of lots have been sold this spriug 
than ever bufore duriug tlie same length 


In order to promote among children a 
taste for tho cultivation of flowers, and 
at the same time to stimulate our citi- 
zens to take pride in a society in their 
midst which lias done much and hopes to 
do more in the future for their benefit, 
the president of the Newton Horticul- 
tural Society offers a series of prizes for 
the best kept gardens by children in this 
city during the ensuing year, upon the 
following terms: 

1. The size of the gaiden offered for a 
prize must not be less than an area of 
50 square feet.

4. Due notice must be given to the 
secretary of the society of intention of 
competing for the prizes, by the first of 
July. 

5. There is no restriction as to the 
kind of flowers to bo produced, but the 
health, vigor aud cleanliness of tlie plants 
as well as the special neatness of tho 
garden plot and the borders, are requi- 
site points of superiority. 

0. The prizes will be awarded by a 
committee chosen at a meeting of the 
society. 

7. Prize for the best kept garden, 84. 
Prize for the second best kept garden, $3. 
Prize for the third best kept garden, 82. 
Prize for the fonrth best kept garden, 81. 

Four prizes, same as above, will bo 
offered for vegetable gardens upon the 
same terms as for flower gardens.

The inhabitants of the City of Nowton, 
ami all other persons liable to pay taxes 
therein, are hereby required to bring In to 
the Assessors of said Newton, on any day 
from 

May First to the fifteenth day of 
June next, 

true lists of nil their Polls ( males, 20 years 
Old and upward), aud schedules and esti- 
mates of tliqlr personal ©states, hot exempt- 
ed from taxation. 

ASSESSMENT OF WOMEN. 

Chap. 100, Acts of 1889. 

The. Assessors or Assistant Assessors 
shall; In the mouth of May or Juno in 
each year, visit each dwelling-house or 
building and make true lists of all women 
twenty years of age and upwards, who 
shall in writing over their own signa- 
tures, request tho Assessors to assess them 
for a “poll tax” ami it shall he the duty of 
the Assessors to inquire at each such dwel- 
ling-house or building for such written re- 
quests for assessment, which must give tlie 
name iu full— age. occupation and residence 
May 1st 1888. All women desiring to be as- 
sessed for a poll tax should have their writ- 
ten request for such assessment In tlie 
form required by the Act of 1880, ready for 
delivery to the Assessors when they shall 
visit the house where they dwell. Eaeli re- 
quest should he upon a separate sheet 
signed by tlie applicant with her name in 
full. No application for tlie assessment of 
a woman for a poll tax will he received by 
mail or in any other than in the manner 
provided by said Chapter 196, except by 
filing in the office of the Assessors tho list 
provided by Section 12, of Chapter 298, of 
Acts of 1884, ns amended by Chapter 200 
of Acts of 1888. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether 
for minors or otherwise, are particularly 
requested to furnish tlie Assessors with 
statements in relation to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or havo 
changedliands from other causes, tlie Ex- 
ecutors, Administrators, Trustees, or oth- 
er persons Interested, are required and 
warned to give notice of such change ; and 
in default of such notice will be held to 
nay the tax assessed, although such estate 
has been wholly distributed and paid over. 
Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable or 
Scientific Purposes. 

In accordance witli the requirements of 
Chapter 217, Acts of 1882,— All persons 
and corporations are hereby required to 
bring in to the Assessors of Newton on 
any day from May first to the fifteenth day 
of June next, true lists of all real and per- 
sonal estate held by such persons and cor- 
porations respectively' for literary, benevo- 
lent, charitable or scientific purposes on the 
first day of May, 1HH9, together with state- 
ments of the amount of all receipts and 
expenditures by such person or corporation 
for said purpose during tlie year next pre- 
ceding said first day of May; such lists and 
statements to lie in such detail as may be 
required by tlie tax commissioner.

SHIPPING 

Shipping and business income are not 
taxable to a firm, but each resident part- 
ner must include these items in his indi- 
vidual return. Owners and agents of ships 
and vessels engaged In tlie foreign carrying 
trade, are referred to Sections 8 and 9, of 
Chapter 11 of tlie Public Statutes, for the 
form of return required to obtain exemp- 
tion from taxation upon tlie valuation of 
sueli property. Said returns to he made to 
tlie Assessors on or before June first. 

Any person bringing in a list of all his 
taxable property will he assessed upon the 
valuation thereof, and any person neglect-

Who Pays the Tax. 


THE PROTECTIONIST REPLY. 


During tho decade just past tho United 
States government has collected annually 
at its Custom House about two hundred 
millions of dollars, (§200, 000, 000) — that is 
tho visible part of tho Tariff Tax. Who 
pays it? 

“A Republican.”— Nobody pays it be- 
cause there is no tax. It is a mere as- 
sertion unsupported by faets. 

Sonator Edmunds. — At the least a very 
heavy proportion of tho amount is borno 
by tho foreign producer or manufacturer. 
Some years ago we received annually fif- 
teen millions of dollars from tho duties 
on coffee and tea. Congress removed 
the duty, and yet Amorican consumers 
continued to pay tho same price, show- 
ing that the foreign merchants kept the 
millions, the people gained nothing, and 
tho government lost its revonuo. The 
same is true of fish, and indeed of every 
commodity whether produced hero or 
abroad. One hundred millions of our 
customs revenue, perhaps more, is paid 
by foreigners! ! 

Tho American l’rotoctivo Tariff 
League.— In the case of articles not pro- 
duced iu our own country, (tinplates, 
sugar, and previous to 1872, coffee ami 
tea), we ourselves pay the tax. Rut in 
the case of woolens, cottons, hardware, 
lumber, metals, and other products of 
our own industry, the duties are largely 
paid by foreigners. Wo ought therefore 
to abandon the duties on all articles not 
produced by ourselves. 

Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island, Joint 
Author of tho Senate Rill. — I am quite 
willing to say that tho average effect of a 
protective tariff is to increase tho price 
of protected goods to the American pur- 
chaser. If it were not so, a protective 
tariff would not lie protective. 

Importer of Woolens, Member of a 
large Roston Firm, A Republican and a 
Protectionist. — We always add the duty 
to the cost of our goods. Of course wo 
make a profit on the duly. Woolens of 
good quality are much cheaper in Eng- 
land thuii here. 

Wo have tried to present fairly tho 
somewhat discordant views of protec- 
tionists oil the question of ‘‘Who Pays 
the Tax,” and shall be glad to give any 
doubler full refuieuoe to our authorities. 
The Reformer’s reply to the question wo 
must postpouo until next week.

A Little Talk over the Horse Show. 

A. had just stopped Into his carriage 
and pulled the door with a sudden 
violonco — not with anger, but with a 
determination that it should hot fly open 
again— whon, looking up, ho saw his 
friend R. approaching. Having ample 
room for a passenger, he pounded tho 
door open and called his friend to him. 
“B, won’t you ride?” said he. R. pro 
tondod not to caro to lido, as most every- 
body does when first asked, but after 
continued entreaties he finally consented, 
ontored the carriage, and tho two rode 
away. 

R. ‘‘Boon to the Ilorso Show?” 

A. “Yes, was there to-day; in fact, 
have just returned. Havo you beon?” 

B. “No.” 

A. “Well, sir, it was really a fine 
thing. One could spend a day and even- 
ing there and not see it all.” 

B. “Spond a day and evening! Does 
it require all day to look over a few 
horses? I should think one might got 
all the good points in an hour.ccrtainly.” 
R was. thinking of tho Dog, and other 
kindred shows, whon he made this re- 
mark. 

A. “Well, no, not exactly. I suppose 
the exteut and equipage of this show 
makes it an extremely difficult one to 
manage. A spectator must sit twelve 
hours boforo all its possibilities can be 
realized. Who ever hoard of au enter- 
tainment lasting so long?” 

R. “I should imagine a show on such 
a scale vory monotonous. Did you not 
find it so?” 

R. “Monotonous? Oh, no. That was 
very skilfully prevented. There was 
nothing really to hold your attention if 
you didn’t want to look on. The ring 
was never crowded. You were not 
cloyed and surfeited at once with daz- 
zling feats and endless processions of 
animals and carriages with a gorgeous 
retinuo. Tho courses wore retarded to a 
degree which made any excitement im- 
possible; and one could refresh one’s 
mind with little reveries and naps be- 
tween tho performances, and the waking 
in such a vast hall, before the eves of 
many people, produced a pleasing sur- 
prise which always inspired a repetition. 

“The horses m ule no noise travelling 
over the soft tan-bark, tho audience was 
veiy quiet and respectful, the mighty 
organ was silent, there wore no quarrel- 
sparrows among tho rafters, the day it- 
self was sombre and I gave myself up 
wholly to onjoyment. 

“A tranquil moment stole upon me 
occasionally whon I reilccted how isola- 
ted one coukl be amidst a throng of 
living humanity. My reveries penetrated 
a realm somehow removed from this 
world; and looking into tho past, I was 
touched by the remembrance of a face 
which I had once looked upon with the 
sweetest satisfaction. But theso mo 
incuts woro very fleeting, and 1 admit 
their occurrence was attended with a 
feeling of incongruity at the appearance 
of horses, riders aud stable men. No 
doubt, you have enjoyed similar experi- 
ences; but you know such experiences 
are rare. 

“When I entered the hall, I had just your 
ideas. I expected to get through the per- 
formance in an hour and join a lunch parly 
by 11 o’clock; hut. when I observed with 
what majestic order the program was to 
be given, I quickly dismissed the idea 
of oating any lunch at all, and telegraphed 
my friends to that effect. 

“In the iirst hall, 1 saw nothing but 
carriages— carriages built with all the 
improvements aud disadvantages that 
modern inventive talent can supply. It 
seemed to me there was nothing left for 
an inventor to do. I don’t know what 
our people are coming to. Really, our 
eccentricities in this direction are be- 
coming alarming. Wo arc already super- 
seding the English. 

“I looked through this exhibition of 
carriages, but my mind was iu a state of 
confusion all the time. I remember 
there were scores of two -wheeled vehicles 
and Homo threo, four and five-wheeled 
vehicles; some wore all style and no 
comfort, othors all comfort and no style; 
there wero carriages built to soar among 
tho clouds, others raado to catch ail the 
mud; some hail ladders attached to them, 
and others with seats arranged for people 
to sit side-wise and backwards and some 
upside down — there was overy imaginable 
variety. 

“Theso carriages wore all strung along 
as if joined in a procession. Thero wore 
various colors ami styles of finish, many 
of them being vory expensive. And in- 
terspersed along tho line, to break the 
monotony and stiffness of $uch a col- 
lection of inanimate objects, were a few 
woodou horses, with false hair and bright 
glass eyes. Theso would have appealed 
well iu a deer park. If there were any 
wax coachmen, I havo forgotten them. 

R. “That’s not strange. Live ones, 
you know, are seldom noticed, they are 
so slow and sleepy. Rut go on. How 
did you enjoy the performances?” 

A. “Well! 1 Anally worked my way 
into the next hall where 1 saw a groat 
deal of open space iu which there were 
two or three men and a horse. 

“I concluded tho performance had al- 
ready begun; but 1 was not sure, so 1 
stood with tho crowd which had col- 
lected around tho fence enclosing the 
ring, and looked on. 1 stood hero over 
an hour (though it seemed longer) and 
iu that time the horse made a circuit of 
the ring and drew a prize. 1 saw how 
things woro going ami decided to buy a 
seat in the balcony whore those who had 
come to spond the day ovoutually wont. 

"The tickot-nmn had frightened away 
several ladies with his unbecomingly ab- 
rupt remarks, and as I approached with 
tho question: ’Have you any good seats 
in tho balcony, ’lie looked at mo a minute, 
aud thou with tho suddenness of an 
ulectric automaton said, ‘Yes, I have.’ I 
veiy quietly laid a silver dollar on tho 
window sill aud asked in what part of 
the hall 1 would fttal my seat. As the 
man answered me, another man shouted 
the number and position of a ticket be- 
longing to some one else, and between 
the two men I received rather a confused 
idea and wus obliged to repeat tho ques- 
tion, upon which the ticket-man, with an 
accumulated force sufficient to remove 
the wall if mechanically applied, ham- 
mered the silver dollar upon the desk and 
shouted: ‘Did^^ not just now tell you 
that your seat was iu tho fourth row on 
tho right hand side?’ ” 

“1 walked away wondering at this man. 
He might have been au excellent, magnan- 
imous man, though much misunderstood 
and persecuted.” 

R. “You don’t moan to say they al- 
lowed such a ruffian to sell tickets?’’ 

A. “Oh, yes, Hu belonged to the 


show.” 

“I spent a greater part of the day up- 
stairs. The performances moved on with 
considerable dignity. The judging of the 
fancy riding occupied moat of tho time. 
Rut for the weighty judgements, which 
wero delivered with much ceremony, this 
pArtof the exercises would have required 
much less time. 

“Tho riding horses did not appear to 
mo remarkable for their beauty. .Some- 
how they Incked symmetrical propor- 
tions. They were nimble and skittish, 
and threw their riders occasionally with 
much skill, and never without a loud ap- 
plause from tho children. I think the 
children would havo kept the poor 
creatures at it all day if tho managers 
had not interposed. 

R. “You (lidn’t hoc the trick horses?” 

A. “Oh yes, 1 saw tho trick horses. 
They performed with much oftse and de- 
liberation. Many tricks were even deli- 
cately done. I enjoyed them all very 
much, only I thought tho preparations 
were often disproportioned to the length 
and importance of the tricks. 

“All through the day a boy circulated 
through the rows of empty seats in front 
of me orying, ‘Catalogues of each and 
every horse. Programs: they aro five 
cents.’ Seeing the lad was making noth- 
ing at this businoss, and was losing his 
voice, 1 reached out and tapped him with 
my cane as he passed, and asked him if 
he would show me ‘each and every horse’ 
in tho exhibition. I agreed to pay him 
liberally for his time, and at laHt he ac- 
cepted my offer, and wo wont at once into 
the basement where tho animals were 
kept. I had not gone far when I heard 
a slight disturbance behind me, and 
looking around 1 found my hoy was ab- 
sent. Where ho had gone I could not 
say, but I knew it was not far. Happen- 
ing to glance upward I beheld the boy 
dangling from the electric lighting appa- 
ratus. The truth is, he had walked too 
close to one of the Shetlands. 

“I carried tho matter at once to the 
superintendent, and he, disbelieving my 
story, appointed a committee of three 
men to go below and report to him the 
exact situation and—” 

Hero A and R found themselves at 
the door of A’s house, and the story was 
by necessity interrupted. R was sent 
homo in tho carriage aud has not yet 
heard any more from his friend A.

The question of Judge Park's successor 
is exciting a good ileal of interest among 
Newton people, and sevoral petitions are 
in circulation. Four gentlemen have 
been prominently mentioned, Mr. Ed- 
ward W. Cate, who lias been clerk of the 
police court for several years, and who 
seems to be in the direct line of promo- 
tion, if the appointment is made on civil 
service reform principles, Alderman 
John C. Kennedy, Associate Justice 
Mather, and Councilman Kaulctt, both 
of the latter from Auburudale. 

Numerously signed petitions are in cir- 
culation by the friends of the gentlemen 
mentioned, and they aro being numer- 
ously signed, and Governor Ames has 
been seen by a large number of promi- 
nent citizens. 

Governor Ames’s appointments in the 
past have been so uuiformiy excellent 
that he cau bo safely trusted to do the 
right thing in this case, especially as he 
seems iu a way to be thoroughly posted 
in regard to the facts. None of our 
governors have made a more excellent 
class of appointments, and it is for this 
reason that lie has been so cordially sup- 
ported by the citizens of Newton, at the I 
several elections. 

The lawyers who practice before the 
court seem to favor Mr. Cate, and we i 
think there is no doubt that he is the i 
most thoroughly equipped lawyer, and | 
the one of the candidates who is the best 
litted by experience for the duties. This 
is no rcllection agaiust any of the other 
candidates, as they have not been in a 
position to gain the experience Mr. Cate 
has had. Mr. Cate is also a native of 
Newton, a graduate of its schools, the 
President of the Newton Water board, 
the secretary of the Newton Club, a 
prominent member of other Newton 
clubs, and has resided here ever siuce he 
graduated from Harvard. His friends 
think so well of him that he has been 
often mentioned by them iu connection 
with important city offices, a number of 
which he has held with credit to himself 
and to the satisfaction of his constitu- 
euts. Governor Ames would certainly 
make no mistake if he should give the 
appointment to Mr. Cate, and it would be 
generally satisfactory to the people of 
Newton. Even the friends of the other 
candidates, while they would prefer the 
success of tlieir own man, have no serious 
objection to raise against Mr. Cate. For 
this reason we think Mr. Cate is an ex- 
ceptionally strong candidate, and there is 
no doubt hut that he would discharge ti e 
duties of the office with fidelity and intel- 
ligence. 

THE STREET RAILWAY. 

Next Monday evening the street rail- 
way question will have a hearing before 
the board of aldermen, together with the 
protest of the Telephone company 
agaiust overhead wires. 

The question ought to ho a very sim- 
ple one, as far as these two companies 
aro concerned. Ou the one hand is the 
Telephone company, which does not 
bring a dollar’s worth of taxable proper- 
ty to Newton, and which takes many 
dollars out iu the form of telephone ren- 
tals from the various city offices. It pays 
nothing for disfiguring the streets with ! 
its poles and wires, which are more dan- 
gerous in the ease of lire thau the over- 
head railway wire would he. The tele- , 
ph«»ne is a convenience, certainly, but 
oven if telephones were abolished iu this 
city, it would have no effect on the pop- 
ulation. 

On the other hand is thcNewton Street 
Railway company, which already owns 
the railroad from West Newton to Wal- 
tham, and has received permission from 
both Waltham and Watertown to use the 
overhead wire iu their streets. It needs 
the permission of Newton to establish its 
circuit, and it is ready to give bonds to 
have the road in operation within a rea- 
sonable time. Such a road would in- 
crease the city’s list of taxable property, 
and there is every reason to believe that 
it would give a boom to building all 
along its line, such as Newton bus uever 
knovvn before, it would accommodate 
all clusscs and be a great benefit to the 
poorer classes, while the telephone bene- 
fits merely business firms aud a few 
wealthy people. It does not seem that 
any board of aldermen ought to hesitate 
loug over the matter, or find much diffi- 
culty iu deciding, even if a multitude of 
experts are brought forward to befog 
the question. 

As for the new Newton Electric Street 
Railway, which pioposes to use the stor- 
age battery system, that need not inter- 


solving to accept the gift, all the high 
service otders were referred back to the 
Water Board, with a request to make an- 
other report as soon as possible. 

It was proposed by the board to put 
tho tower on Institution Hill, where land 
would have had to bo purchased, and a 
good sum must have been paid, as the 
property owners there did not look upon 
tho project with favor. This was one of 
tho roasous why the Water Board did 
not go into details, as no reliable esti- 
mate could he given of the cost of tho 
land. It would have been a great thing 
for Institution Hill to have had a park 
and water tower there, as tho adjoining 
land owners would have been benefited 
by an immediate rise in the value of 
their property, but they seem to have 
missed their opportunity. Land owners 
ou Waban Hill evidently look ou tho mat- 
ter in a different light, judging from Mr. 
Meredith’s generous offer, and to realize 
that a public park iu that locality will be 
of immediate and lasting benefit. The 
proposed extension of streots would 
make tho drive a favorite one, and it 
would probably be a popular resort on 
pleasant days. 

The question arises, however, as to 
what kind of a park shall he laid out; sit- 
uated as Newton is, there is no need of 
an elaborately laid out garden, with signs 
of “Keep off the grass” posted all about, 
for every street in the vicinity is some- 
tliitig of the nature of a public park, with 
shade trees ami flowers.and other results 
of landscape gardening, but there is a 
pressing need of a play ground, and it 
would not seem to be a bad idea to de- 
vote the six acres to a play-ground for 
the boys of Newton. Shade trees and 
shrubs would only obstruct tho magnifi- 
cent view which is the great attraction of 
the place, while a play ground would 
leave the view unobstructed. It is rather 
remote from from any centre of popula- 
tion. at present, and getting to it is rath- 
er difficult, but tho West Enel Railway 
company or the Newton Storage Battery 
Street Car company could run a line of 
cars to the place from Newton, and they 
would be very liberally patronized dur- 
ing the season for out door sports. Tl.e 
players would be sure of good air, and if 
the games proved uninteresting, specta- 
tors could turn rouud aud look at the 
scenery. 

The report of the Water Board in re- 
gard to the matter will be an interesting 
one, no doubt, and will probably include 
a full estimate of the expenses Involved, 
as tlio change in the location of the wa- 
ter tower will make a material alteration 
iu their plans. 


The House passed to its 8rd meeting 
Thursday, the bill relating to tlio drain- 
age of the Charles river and Mystic river 
valley by such a large vote that the 
measure will doubtless bocomo a law.

He then spoke of Har- 
vard College as the oldest institution of the 
kind in the country, and of the remarkable 
chang • in its standard, a graduate of a hun- 
dred years ago could hardly pass the en- 
tering examinations now. There are, he 
stated, six hundred colleges so called in the 
United States now, and public schools 
everywhere. He thought something should 
be done in the South to make education 
more general. In Kentucky alone there 
are fifty-live thousand voters, who cannot 
read and write. People here think the 
negroes are ignorant, but Mr. Barnes 
seemed to think there was a large majority 
in some parts, of the whites, totally un- 
educated. Rev. Mr. Clark then spoke of 
the great religious revivals of the past hun- 
dred years, of the great leaders of religious 
thought in our country. Prof. Thomas 
made the closing prayer, followed by the 
singing of “America” by the congregation.

So nei- 
ther the Newton Street Hallway Company nor our 
citizens lose or risk anything', and we' believe 
that our board of aldermen, having the best in- 
terests or the city a* their solo trust and 
consideration will grant the petitiou which will 
cotue before them on the 27:h.

John L. Stoddard, the popular lecturer, 
is one of the lessees of this hotel, which 
lias'beeu entirely refurnished and en- 
larged, and is uudei the uiauageuteut of 
Mr. O. G. Sanborn. 


Remains of the Northmen. 

Prof. E. \. llorsford of Cambridge 
has devoted a great deal of study to au 
• examination of the locality supposed to 
be occupied in the teutli century by the 
Northmen. 

One of his most recent discover es is 
au amphitheatre neat the Mount Auburn 
statiou, which he believes was construct- 
ed for the wrestling and other gymnastic 
matches of these ancient residents of 
Massach usetts. 

It will repay any one interested in this 
subject to visit this singular construction. 
It is ou the side of Bird Pond, a short 
distance from the residence ot Mrs. Bird, 
to the right of the Union Chapel. 

There are seven terraces sloping down 
to a space at the bottom about too feet 
in diameter. The top circle of tin* seven 
concentric circles is about 200 feet iu 
diameter. 

Any one who could visit the locality 
can get off the car at the Mount Auburn 
bridge, and w ilk there in a few min- 
utes. Prof, llorsford says that there are 
some very interesting spots between 
Newton and Newtonville which bear 
marks of the old Norsemen’s occupation 
of this district, and that the w hole city 
of Newton is full of antiquarian interest 
w hich has never yet been properly de- 
veloped.

THE TF.I.Fl’HONK COMPANY’S IlKMON- 
STHANCE AGAINST TIIK STREET 
RAM. WAY. 

The Hoard of Aldermen mot Monday 
evening, the chief business being the 
hearing on the telephone Co’s remon- 
strance against the use of the single 
trolley system by the Nowton Street Rail- 
way company. Tlioro was a large atten- 
dance of telephono experts, electric ex- 
perts, street railway men, and two of tho 
Newton telephone subscribers also ap- 
peared. 

Tho hearing began with the presenta- 
tion of a petition from Aldorman Childs, 
for a location for the Storage Battery 
Street Railway, on tho samo streets on 
which a location has been granted to 
the Newton street railway. On his mo- 
tion the petition was received and a hear- 
ing granted for May 27th, at 7.30 o’clock. 

Alderman Childs also presented a re- 
monstrance against overhead wires for 
street railways from Col. E. 11. Haskell, 
Levi C. Wade and some .70 others. 

Mr. S. L. Powers appoared for the New 
England Telephone company and said 
that the interests of tho company and of 
the subscribers was identical. The com- 
pany desired to furnish as good service 
as possible. The company had no ob- 
jection to an electric street railway, but 
to the .single trolley system. The double 
trolley system coniines tbe power to two 
lines, while the single has one lino and 
uses a ground circuit radiating 1000 to 
2000 feet outside of tho rail. This single 
system affects t lie use of the telephono 
and its use is a trespass upon individual 
rights. There are over 200 users of tele- 
phones in Newton. We say tho tele- 
phono subscriber has a right to ground 
his wire the samo as to sot out a tree on 
his own premises. The courts in the 
West have held that the single trolley 
system is a trespass. The changes 
suggested to the telephone com- 
pany of a double wire would cost $1,000,- 
000. TheNcwton police signal system pro- 
posed would be affected by an overhead 
electric railway system. The telephone 
company has certain vested rights, in 
which it desires to bo protected. lie 
would call witnesses to show the distur- 
bance caused by the singlo trolley system 
in use of telephones. The New England 
Telephone Company has 20,000 lines, used 
by 200,000 people, and sending 75,000,000 
messages yearly. If we could conceive 
that theBostou board of aldermen, like the 
king, can do no wrong, that would settle 
it, as they have granted the use of the 
single trolley system. yet it remains to be 
seen whether the Newton Board is under 
the same subtle magnetic influence of the 
West End road. 

He called upon Mr. John D. Langford 
of Wabah Park, who has a telephone in 
Newton and Boston and who said that 
the service was so bad as to be useless 
now. In reply to Mr. Hyde, he said that 
he did not know that a remedy had been 
found in Richmond, Va. He admitted 
that the line to Boston was ruined now 
whatever action the Newton hoard took. 

Mr. E. W. Red path was next called, 
and said that the service was practically 
useless now. He signed the remonstrance 
because be was in favor of a storage bat- 
tery system. He thought t lie city bud 
been too liberal in granting franchises in 
the pas', that the telephone coin pan v 
which obstructed the streets with its 
wires ought to pay something for the 
privilege, and should at least furnish tel- 
ephones free to all the city offices in re- 
turn for the valuable privileges they en- 
joyed. The street car systems, if grant- 
ed a location, ought to pay a yearly ren- 
tal to the city. 

No other telephone subscribers seemed 
to be present and Mr. Hyde said that to 
save time he would admit that the single 
trolley system tends to disturb the tele- 
phone service. The telephone company 
discharge electricity into the ground, 
they thought they owned the earth, and 
that no one else had any right to use the 
earth, as they had a monopoly of it. Mr. 
Powers talked about trespass. His com 
pany does the same thing, so does the 
telegraph company; hut there is a very 
simple and inexpensive remedy which 
the telephone company can adopt. Mr. 
McClure applied it in Richmond, and 
they cm do ic elsewhere. The telephone 
company are already putting in metallic 
switch boards and have applied for a ten 
million increase of capital stock. The 
day has gone by when the telephone 
company can have tho whole earth, and 
of course they will take care of their 
own customers, and there will be no ces- 
sation of business. 

I. II. Faruum, electrician of tho New 
England Telephone Company, testified 
that the telephone service is seriously af- 
fected by the single trolley system, and 
will be mined if that system is extended. 
He explained the single and double trol- 
ley systems. The McClure system is only 
a partial remedy. A lengthy wrangle 
followed over tho annual report of tbe 
Bell Telephone company from which Mr. 
Hyde read, showing tnat tho use of me- 
tallic circuits was increasing and were to 
become general. 

Mr. Bowers objected, as the Bell was 
aiot the Now England company. 

Mr. Hyde retorted that it was tho pa- 
rent company, owned a controlling share 
of the stock and dictated the policy. 

Air. Hyde asked if lie knew any rail- 
road that used the storage battery sys- 
tem. Mr. Faruum said storage battery 
cars were run on a road in Now 
York; Mr Hyde said yes, but they are 
not mu by the railroad company. Mr. 
Hyde then asked about the trip o r the 
li»stou board of aldermen with the tele- 
phone men to New York and elsewhere, 
and Mr. Faruum admitted going with 
them, and claimed that one car in New 
York ran all night, hut tho others were 
failures; but the road had ordered 30 cars 
like the one that had succeeded in run- 
ning. Mr. Hyde then asked about Cinci- 
uatiaiulSt. L »uis, and why, after tho 
Telephone < ouipany and storage battery, 
people bad taken the Boston aldermen 
all around the country, they had come 
home and voted for the single tollery 
system without a dissenting voice. 

J. N. Keller of Newton, general mana- 
ger of the New England Telephone coin- j 
pany. said for $00 additional rental tiie ' 
oomp&ny w .is putting in metalllo oiroaiU, 
more especially for use in long distance 
telephoning, it would more than don- 
b le the expense and take years of time to 
p ut in the metallic circuit for all sub- 
s or l hers. 

Assistant General Manager Duxbury of 
the New England Telephone Company 
closed the testimony for remonstrants. 

Mr. J. B G lodrloli presented a remon- 
strance from John S. Fallow, John C. 
Bitter, II jury E Cobb, and others in 
Wards O io and Seven, ^against any over- 
boil 1 wire system, and said ho hoped tho 
bond would give most careful consider- 
ation before gran tug any such permis- 
sion. 

Mr. H. N. Hyde then made the argu- 
ment for the petitioners. He said that 


the West End company had nothing lo j 
do with this petition. lie represented 
his personal interest, and the company 
concerned in tbe Newton, Waltham and 
Watertown circuit. It was proposed to 
run cars every 15 minutes over this oil- 1 
cult at a low rate of fare. The only ob- 
jection lias come from the telephone 
company and those interested in storage j 
batteries. The capacity to carry is four , 
times what it was by horses. The West 
End company is the largest subscriber to 
the telephone company. Tho double 
trolley system is impracticable under the 
circumstances, and the Newton board 
must giant tbe company the right to uso 
tho single trolley system or givo them 
leave to withdraw. Waltliam and Wa- 
tertown had granted tho right to uso the 
single trolley and the two systems could 
not bo used together. The objections 
como from two parties, not citizens, but 
those interested in other enterprises. 
In Boston there was at first a great re- 
miyistranco against tho overhead wire 
system, but when the recent order was 
passed extending the system in Boston, 
not a singlo remonstrant appeared. Tbe 
telephone company remonstrates, and 
so does the storage battery people, who 
have something to sell with no purchas- 
ers. He gave the history of tho West 
End’s experience wtth storage battery 
cars and their utter failure, and said 
that the storage battery had now been 
trying to get into working order for eight 
years, but bad been such a failure that 
1 no road was using it. No one could pre- 
dict what would lie the future of elec- 
tricity, but if storage battery cars ever 
were found to bo practicable, they could 
be adopted at little expense. The tele- 
phone company would take care of their 
customers, ami they now gave better ser- 
vice between New York and Boston than 
between different streets in Newton. 
The matter had all been gone over in 
Boston, Brookline, Cambridge, Water- 
town and Waltham, and all bad granted 
the uso of the single trolley system. 
The West End company had spent $10,- 

000 experimenting with storago battery 
cars, and they were willing other people 
should pay for further experiments. 

II. II. Cutler, electrician of tho New- 
ton and Watertown Gas company, was 
next examined. He said that OOO-lOOOths 
of the electricity from the single trolley 
system went into tho rails; the rest went 
iuto tho ground. The fire alarm ami po- 
lice signal systems need not be affected, 
as they could be run on other streets. 
He had been in Richmond recently and 
the telephones were working all right. 
In Cincinnati tho double trolley system 
was in use on a straight line, where it 
worked fairly, although there was trouble 
from the cars getting off tho track, and 
it required 20 men to get them on again. 
Mr. Faruum claimed that with a double 
trolley the ears could get on again with- 
out the aid of men. Mr. Cutler said this 
might be possible, but he had seen num- 
erous cases of derailment, and in all cases 
a large force of men were needed. 

Mr. George W. Mansfield was the next 
witness, and his testimony was to the 
same general effect. The hearing at 11 
o’clock was closed. 

THE LATE JUDGE PARK. 

Alderman Kennedy read the following: 

The joint special committee appointed 
by the city council to draft resolutions in 
sympathy with the bereaved relatives of 
the late Hon. John C. Park, respectfully 
submit the following preamble and 
resolutions: 

The recent deatli of our esteemed fel- 
low citizen, Hon. John Cochran Bark, fol- 
lowing closely the numerous events of 
* the samo mournful character, quickens 
within us the consciousness that life is 
but a span, and all, sooner or later, must 
pass beyond the shore of time. 

Therefore Resolved, That while we can 
not again in this life look on the placid 
brow of our lamented friend, nor listen 
to his animating words of wisdom, we 
certainly can profit by imitating his 
virtues, aud in the attainment of his ex- 
cellence of character. 

Resolved, That by bis death his asso- 
ciates, whether young, middle aged, cr 
advanced in life, lose a safe and wise 
counsellor, tiiend and genial companion. 

Resolved, That those who hope to win 
the love of tueir fellowmen, and secure 
a high type of Christian character, find 
in the life of the deceased an example 
worthy of emulation. 

Resolved, That the city council of 
Newton, by these expressions of condol- 
ence, tender heartfelt sympathy to the 
sorrowing widow and sons, in this their 
severe affliction, and order that a copy 
of these resolutions be forwarded to 
them.

OTHER MATTERS. 

The water board was authorized to ex- 
tend the water main without a guarantee 
from Mr. M. G. Crane’s land on Walnut 
street to Lombard street, without the 
usu il guarantee, and $1,000 was appro- 
priated for the work. 

One hundred and ninety-six dollars 
was appropriated for 150 feet 0-in main 
on Cabot street. 

A communication was received from 
the school board, notifying the eity coun- 
! cil of the vacancy occasioned by the 
' death of Dr. B. K. Bierce. 

Another communication from the 
school board recommended that the 
Clallin school building be moved to the 
rear of the lot and a new 0 room brick 
building be erected; referred to tbe com- 
mittee on public property. 

The action of the school board in re- 
gard to tiie vacation school was read, and 
$1,500 asked foi to pay the expenses of 
such school. 

Alderman Chadwick read the peti- 
t ions from the Newtonville Wo- 
man, s Guild. West Newton Woman’s 
Educational club, and Newton Social 
Science club in favor of such a school. 
They were signed by prominent ladies 
from all parts of Newton. The whole 
matter was referred to the flounce com- 
mittee. 

Alderman Peitou read the report of 
two small buildings reported to be un- 
safe by Chief Henry L. Bixby, one on 
corner of Bine and River streets, Ward 
4, and tiie other on the Flagg estate, 
Washiiigstoii street, Ward 3. Mr. Bixby 
was culled on anil stated that 
both buildings were unoccupied but 
children used them to play in and they 
were liable to fall at any time. 

At 7.30 a hearing was announced on 
tiie laying out of Middlesex Road to the 
Brookline line, and as no one appeared, 
Hie hearing was closed. An order for 
the laying out and acceptance of tiie 
street was passed. 

Residents of Summer street and Hill- 
side avenue asked to have their side- 
walks graded and concreted. 

An order was passed appropriating 
|350 for the drainage of Washington 
street, Newton Lower Falls. 

The sum of $000 was appropriated for 
j tiie drainage of Llucoln and Harvard 
: streets, ward two. 

Tho police committee reported in favor 
of establishing the office of probation 

1 officer, and an order was passed to that 
| effect and that his salary shall be $50 a 

year. 


Orders were passed appropriating $715 
for tho laying of 275 feet of 0 inch main 
on Warren street, ward rIx, and $204 for 
275 teot of 0 inch main on Dalby street, 
ward one. 

Other orders were passed appropria- 
ting $1,124 for 050 feet of 8 inch main on 
Hammond street, ward six, and 000 feet 
of 8 inch main on Wi tutor street, ward 
four. 

An order appropriating $70 for tho 
payment of Dr. F. L. Thayer, for medi- 
cal attendance on James Sanders, in- 
jured in tho performance of duty was 
presented. On motion of Aldorman Tol- 
man, tho order was referred to the 11- 
nanco committee. 

Hugh Hantmill gave notice of intention 
to build a bouse .70x32 on Hawthorne 
street, ward two, and Mrs. Alice Curtis 
an addition 10x10 on Iiouso on Walnut 
street. 

Junk licenses were granted to Clias. E. 
Forris, James Murphy, Daniel Fitzgerald. 
Michael Foley and .fames Delaney, and 
on account of tho latter’s being an old 
soldier and poor, tho usual feo was re- 
mitted. 

Licenses to keep intelligence offices 
were granted to Miss M. C. Bickford, 
Newton, Mrs. B. O’Halloran and Mrs. 
Snow. 

An order was presented by Alderman 
Chadwick for tiie appropriation of $200 
for a ritlo range, for the bandit of tho 
Clallin Guards. An appropriation was 
made last year but the money was not 
used. 

Aldorman Kennedy presented a peti- 
tion for the laying out of l Inline well 
avenue, from Grasmere street to Mr. 
Harwood’s stable, the land to be given 
free to the city, and tho petition was re- 
ferred to the highway committee.

The inhabitants of tho City of Nowton, 
nnd all other persons liable to pay tnxes 
therein, are hereby required to bring in to 
the Assessors of said Newton, on any day 
front 

Mny First to the fifteenth dny of 
June noxt, 

true lists of nil their Polls ( males, 20 years 
old and upward ), nnd schedules and esti- 
mates of their personal estates, not exempt- 
ed from taxation. 

ASSESSMENT OF WOMEN. 

Chap. 190, Acts of 1889. 

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors 
shall, in the month of .May or .Inn© in 
each year, visit eaclt dwelling-house or 
building and make true lists of all women 
twenty years of age and upwards, who 
shall in writing over their own signa- 
tures, request tho Assessors to assess them 
for a “poll tax” and it shall be the duty of 
the Assessors to inquire at each stieli dwel- 
ling-house or building for such written re- 
quests for assessment, which must give the 
name in full- age. occupation and residence 
May 1st 1888. All women desiring to be as- 
sessed for a poll tax should hove their writ- 
ten request for such assessment In the 
form required by the Act of 1889, ready for 
delivery to the Assessors when they shall 
visit the house where they dwell. Each re- 
quest should be upon a separate sheet | 
signed by the applicant with Iter name in , 
full. No application for the assessment of 
a woman f*>r a poll tax will be received by 
mail or in any other than in the manner 
provided by said Chapter 190, except by 
filing in tiie office of the Assessors the list 
provided by Section 12, of Chapter 298, of ! 
Acts of 1884, ns amended by Chapter 200 
of Acts of 1888. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether 
for minors or otherwise, are particularly 
requested to furnish the Assessors with 
statements in relation to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or have 
changedhands from other causes, the Ex- 
ecutors, Administrators, Trustees, or oth- 
er persons interested, are required and 
warned to give notice of such change ; and 
in default of such notice will be held to 
nay the tax assessed, although such estate 
has been wholly distributed and paid over. 
Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable or 
Scientific Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of 
Chapter 217, Acts of 1882,— All persons 
and corporations aro hereby required to 
bring in to the Assessors of Newton on 
any day from May first to tiie fifteenth day 
of June next, true lists of all real and per- 
sonal estate held by such persons nnd cor- 
porations respectively for literary, benevo- 
lent, charitable or scientific purposes on the 
first day of May, 1889, together with state- 
ments of the amount ol' all receipts and 
expenditures by such person or corporation 
for said purpose during the year next pre- 
ceding said first day or May; such lists arid 
statements to be in such detail as may lie 
required by the tax commissioner. 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

Ciiap. 175, Acts of 1882, Sec. i. 

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of Real Es- 
tate may bring in to the Assessors of the 
town or city where such Real Estate lies, 
at the time specified for bringing in the 
list as provided in Section thirty-eight of 
Chapter eleven of the Public Statutes, a 
statement, under|oatb, of the amount due on 
each separate lot or parcel of such Real 
Estate, and the name and residence of ev- 
ery holder of an interest therein as a mort- 
gagee or mortgagor. When such property 
is situated in two or more places, or when 
a recorded mortgage Includes for one sum 
two or more estates or parts of an estate, 
an estimate of the amount of the mortga- 
gee’s interest in each estate or part of an 
estate shall be given in such statement. 
Tiie Assessors shall, from such statements 
or otherwise, ascertain tiie proportionate 
parts of such estates that are the interests 
of mortgagees nnd mortgagors, respective- 
ly, and shall. assess the same. Whenever, 
in any ease of mortgaged ltenl Estate, a 
statement is not brought in as herein pro- 
vided, no tux for the then current year on 
such Heal Estate shall be invalidated for 
tiie reason that a mortgagee’s interest 
therein has not been assessed to him.

WHO PAYS THE TAX? 


THE TARIFF REFORMER'S HEPLY. 

I. 

Two hundred millions colloctctl annti- 
ally nt the Custom Houses! Who pays 
it? 

Lot us first consider articles tlio sup- 
ply of which must come from abroad; 
and no hotter examples offer themselves 
titan sugar and tea. Both are articles of 
general consumption and both have boett 
comparatively free from speculative in- 
fluences. 

The merchant who brought tea to 
New York City in 1870 hnd to pay the 
government 2fj cents a pound before lie 
could remove it from the wharf, but in 
1871 the duty exacted was reduced to 15 
cents. Did the foroign merchant save 10 
cents a pound, or did the importers save 
it, or the consumers? From carofu’ 
comparison of tlio prices of twenty stand 
ard varieties of tea in 1870 and 1871 in 
the Now York wholesale market we find 
an average fall of seven conts! 

Again, in 1872 Congress removed the 
remaining duty of 15 cents and made toe 
free. Did the consumer reap the bene- 
fit? The report of the Chamber of Com 
morce of the Stato of Now York for 1872 
1873 says in plain English that the con- 
sumers demanded a reduction in prict 
amounting to the duty, and that the re- 
tailors and wholesalers were compelled 
to grant it. Senator Edmund’s list ot 
the prices of eighteen varieties of tea foi 
six months before and for six montln 
aftei the passage of the law making ten 
free shows an average fall in prici 
of 8 1-2 cents. The importers held on t< 
all they could, but by 1875 the peopl* 
had got the whole 15 conts off the for 
mer price and it has nevor gone back. 

But look at England — there tea stil 
pays a duty of twelve cents a pound 
.She is nearer the market than we ant. 
she purchases a much larger quantity 
moreover she carries her own tea in liei 
own ships. If the tea drinkers of Eng 
land do not pay that duty of 12 conts i 
pound they ought to get their tea cheap 
er than we fdo. Do they? Not at all 
According to the report of the Secreta- 
ry of State in 1885, retail prices of com 
mon teas in England ranged from 32 t< 
80 cents, in the United States from 25 t< 
70 cents. Is tho Tariff on tea a tax to 
the people of England? Was it a tax on 
us previous to 1872? Wo should like Mr. 
Allen to tell us frankly whether this h 
one of the cases where ‘‘results reached 
by exact reasoning must be rejected?” 

Sugar ought to bo as cheap here as it 
England; the supply is at our doors 
Do‘-s the Protectionist say that Englam 
latterly is buying more beet sugar fron 
France and Germany and less cane sugai 
from Cuba? We reply that every poum 
England buys on tho Continent nuts' 
tend to leave a fuller supply in Cuba, am 
so to make a lower price for America) 
merchants. But when the American im 
porter takes his sugar from the wharf ai 
Boston or Philadelphia or New York 
he must pay to tho United States gov 
ernmont eighty cents for every dollar’) 
worth. Would Senator Edmunds liavi 
us believe that the importer pays tha> 
eighty ceuts or any considerable portioi 
of it? Or does he simply add the duty 
to the cost of the sugar, and whun In 
sells does he not charge the buyer tin 
whole cost? And doesn’t the wholesah 
dealer “pass it along”to the retailer, who 
in turn charges it to the consumers? 
And so it comes about, though oui 
English cousin pa#s more for his tea In 
does not pay noarly so much for tin 
sugar with which he sweetens it. Sugar* 
here cost from 14 per cent to 100 pei 
cent higher than in England— in 1885. 
Is the Tariff on sugar a tax? Who pays 
it? 


A Dangerous Admission. 

In an article on “Foroign Competition 
in Iron and Steel,” the Boston Advertiser 
of May 1 says: 

It is noteworthy nnd remarkable that 
while our own iron and steel industries 
are suffering from serious reactionary in 
fluenccs, those of Europe are in a most 
prospeious condition. Thu general im 
petti* that was given to the European in- 
dustries in 1887 received no appreciable 
check in 1888, and without a single 'ex- 
ception every foroign iron-making count- 
ry of any account increased its produc- 
tion of iron ami steel last year and also 
sold its products at increased prices. 

In explaining this peculiar fact it says: 

Tho ordinary conditions of prosperity 
for the industries of the two rival con- 
tinents are not by any meaus the same, 
for by reason of their cheapness of pro- 
duction and superior commercial facili- 
ties, European countries liavo access to 
foreign markets from which this couutiy 
is debarred. 

It seems to mo that in tho above para- 
graphs, the Advertiser gives the extreme 
protectionists away. In this country one 
of tho most heavily protected industries 
is unprosperous while it is prosperous 
elsewhere; aud one of tho chief reasons 
is that tho cost of protection is increased 
here so as to cut us off from foreign 
markets. 

What increases the cost of production 
bore aud decreases our commercial facili- 
ties? It is the high tariff. Alpha.

A “Journal” Correspondent, who signs 
himsulf “II.,” will find by reference to 
the “Graphic” of April 2(1, information 
in regard to prices. Perhaps we would 
better repeat: Rice, butter, cheese, beef, 
pork, fish and potatoes uro articles on 
which u protective tariff has beeu laid, 
ami of which the prices have not fallen 
after a reasonable period of protection. 
This is simply a fact; we do not at pres- 
ent draw any inference from it, but have 
simply put it hero as a reply to a direct 
request for information. \Vo shall al* 
ways gladly help our proteetiouist friends 
whenever their own resources fail them. 

Liberty and Protection. 

Under this comprehensive caption we 
noticed in tho “Journal” of lust week a 
dissertation, or series of dissertations, on 
the Declaration of Independence, Alexan- 
der Hamilton, Suuclio l’uuza, six-pound 


fish, mathematics, 'and tho tariff. Wo 
trust that the various organisations in 
Newton for tho study of history, litera- 
ture, mathematics and natural science 
will “read and ro-road.” The “Reformer” 
has only two short words to say. First, 
does not the little paragraph on "exact 
reasoning’’ imply that theoretically and 
logically the Protectionist has tho weak- 
er case? .Secondly, wo fear that our 
modost little statement, “A Tariff Is n 
Tax,” is much misunderstood. It is not 
meant that all taxes aro wrong, and that 
the tariff Is wrong because it is a tax 
We keep the proposition at tlio bead of 
our column us an emphatic protest 
against, the ignorant or dishonestattempt 
made last Fall lo persuade tho farmers 
and tlio wage earners that the tariff is no 
tax; that foreigners pay our customs 
revenue; and that high wages and low 
prices aro tho direct results of the pro- 
tective system. We are glad to notice 
that there is a disposition on Mr. Allen’B 
part to grant that a tariff is a tax. 


The Massachusetts League. 

Tho league had its annual nieoting on 
Tuesday evening, April 30, at the Hotel 
Thorndike. Tho names of Isaac T. Burr 
and Wm. It. Dupco, residents of Newton, 
appear on the list of vice presidents. 
The report of tlio secretary, Emerson W. 
Judd, was full of oncouragcment. Then 
are nearly seven hundred members, and 
among thorn all thoro is manifest a spirit 
of earnestness that augurs well for the 
pooplo’s cause. Hon. John M. Forbes, 
an owner nnd builder of ships before the 
war. road an essay on tbo decline of oui 
foreign commerce and a prediction of its 
revival wlion Congress will restore its 
rights.

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THE STREET RAILWAY HEARING. 


The street railway hearing, Monday 
evening, drew out a number of telephone 
experts. Storage Battery people, Newton 
Street Railway men and less than half a 
dozen citizens. From this it is inferred 
that the 200 or more telephone subscrib- 
ers in Xewtou are not greatly interested 
in tbo remonstrance against an overhead 
wire system of propelling street caVs. 
The hearing developed nothing new and 
was merely a repetition of those held in 
other places, and which have proved no 
obstacle to the granting of a permit for 
the use of the system in Boston, Brook- 
line, Cambridge, Waltham and Water- 
town. 

If this were the only question to he con- 
sidered, the permit would probably he 
granted at once. But another obstacle 
has arisen in the shape of the Newton 
electric street railway, which is connect- 
ed with the storage battery system, which 
they believe has at last been perfected, 
so that it will be feasible to run ears by 
that system. To accommodate them the 
whole matter has been postponed for 
three weeks, when the new company 
will have a hearing. 

The situation is evidently becoming 
somewhat complicated. The Newton 
Street Railway company was granted a 
location some time ago, for a street rail- 
way, to be operated by electricity. They 
still have a right to the location, and now 
ask to he allowed to use the overhead 
system, the only one in successful use at 
the time the 'location was granted. 

Now here comes in a new company, 
just organized, and asks for a locatiou in 
the same streets, in which the first road 
liavo had one granted to them. It is 
manifestly impossible to have two lines 
of tiacks, owned by different companies, 
in the same streets, and yet the delay 
looks as though the aldermen intended 
to consider the possibility of this. They 
can not deprive the first company of the 
location granted to them, and some good 
judges say that the granting of the loca- 
tion gives the company a right to go 
jihead with the work of building its 
tracks, without waiting for further ac- 
tion by the hoard of aldermen. 

The compauy first in the field stands 
ready to begin work at once, and \vi 
give bonds to have the Newton part of 
their circuit line in operation within a 
specified time. They have also a system 
which is now working successfully in cit- 
ies and towns in the vicinity. If the New- 
ton hoard had not delayed action so many 
times we should have had the circuit 
liue between Newton, Waltham and Wa- 
tertown in operation this summer. 

If a location should he granted to the 
storage battery people, wini$ would be- 
come of the location already granted to 
the other company, or would both com- 
panies have a right to lay tracks? The 
overhead wire company are ready to give 
bonds to have their cars lunniug regular- 
ly within a specified time. Are the stor- 
age battery people willing to do the 
same to prove their l'aith in their sys- 
tem? 

The great majority of the people of 
Newton do not care what system is used, 
provided that we have some system of 
street cars at an early date, and that the 
matter is handled in a business-like man- 
ner, without useless delays and unneces- 
sary "fiddle fuddle,” to use a very ex- 
pressive term.

BUTLER AND PORTER. 

The public at large are likely to have a 
rieli treat for some time to come, through 
the hitter controversy between General 
Butler and Admiral Porter. I agree with 
General Sherman that such things are in 
bad taste, and the hatchet should be buried. 

Both men did as well as they knew dur- 
ing the civil war. But from the start there 
was a feeling of jealousy between the two. 

In the New Orleans campaign, Butler evi- 
dently wanted the whole glory of capturing

•and Porter, with his characteristic vanity, 
wanted the same honor. Unfortunately for 
both, both were engaged in the famous Ft. 

Fisher scrape, and the bitterness became 
intensified. 

I think, however, Butler lias got the bet- 
ter of Porter. Just one year after the New 
Orleans affair 1 was stationed at Young’s 
Lower Landing, Louisiana.

His constant exercis- 
ing of his fleet between the landingaud the 
mouth of the "old river,” some distance 
above, was a source of amusement to the 
officers and men on the peninsula and pro- 
voked many not very complimentary re- 
marks. Previous to this, and after the bat- 
tle* of Champion Hill, CliickasnwBluffs and 
Holly Springs, he had incensed the land 
forces by going ashore and claiming the 
captured guns as trophies for the navy, 
when the navy had nothing to do with the 
capture. From a personal standpoint I 
hope Butler will bottle him up.

TI1K N K W WOMAN*!* WAltD OF T1IK NKW 
TON COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 

Tho (ieorpia A. Leeson memorial ward 
of tho Newton Cottage Hospital was 
dedicated last Saturday afternoon with 
interesting ceremonies. There was quit* 
a large and representative gathering 
present from various parts of the city. 
Mr. J. R. Leoson, vice president of the 
corporation, presided, and after alluding 
to tho largo number present, which he 
said was an indication of the interest 
takoti by the citizens of tho city general- 
ly in the hospital and its work, he pleas- 
antly introduced Dr. E. A. Whiston. 
secretary of the board of trustees, win* 
made a statement concerning the memo- 
rial and tho hospital. 

Three years ago, ho said, the main 
building was dedicated, and since it had 
been established 281 patients had been 
treated. Of that number, 207 had been 
discharged well or relieved, 15 had been 
discharged as incurable, 21 had died, and 
15 still remained in the hospital. When 
tho hospital was llrst built, it was in- 
tended to build a woman’s ward, but the 
trustees were careful not to run in debt. 
A liberal-hearted citizen, Mr. J. R. Lee- 
son, a gentleman who had already con- 
tributed a sum toward the children's 
ward, communicated with the trustees, 
and stated that ho desired to build the 
womau's ward in memory of his depart- 
ed wife, Georgia A. Leeson. offering to 
give $5000 for the proposed building, and 
$1000 for the necessary furnishings, pro- 
vided his wife’s name could be associated 
with the ward in some suitable way. 
The gift was gratefully accepted, and a 
committeo appointed to convey the 
thanks of the trustees to Mr. Leeson. 
The hospital has received generous aid 
from citizens, from the Ladies’ Aid 
Society, the Xewtonville Womau’s Guild 
and other benevolent societies and indi- 
viduals. Manv things are needed still to 
make the hospital complete. We have a 
large tract of land (nine acres), and it is 
hoped that this beautiful hill where the 
present hospital buildings are now locat- 
ed will eventually be covered with the 
necessary buildings to render it a com- 
plete institution of its character. 

After l)r Whiston’s remarks, prayer 
was offered by Rev. Dr. George W.Shinn. 
and the following very interesting and 
instructive paper on ‘'Hospitals and 
Woman’s Work” was delivered by Mrs. 
C. Willard Carter: 

HOSPITALS AND WOMEN’S WORK. 

The hospital is the outgrowth of 
Christianity; both in its name and the 
character of its work suggestive of its 
great source. Hospes— a guest; Hotel 
Dieu— God’s guest house. 

Cambyses and Solon cared for their 
wounded soldiers and the parents and 
children of such as fell in battle for their 
country: — Rome provided at public ex- 
pense by its Leges frumentarii (or grain 
laws) for its indigent citizens; Argos, 
Corinth, Athens, built halls for travellers 
to lodge, and through Greece and Italy 
the Jus hospilii (or rights of guests) and 
Xenia of the Greeks (of snonyiuous deri- 


One eminent physician says of her. 
‘‘Wherever English is spoken, her book. 
‘Notes on Nursing’ and the Reforms ad- 
vocated by her, have mado her name 
like n household word: and the plan of 
the barmck hospital, and many otliei 

reforms have been its least result : the 
training schools for nurses and the ‘pa- 
vilion plan’ (so called) are systems which 
owe their best methods and results to 
her wise and prudent teachings and her 
zealous labors.” 

‘•I.o ! in that house of misery 
A lady with a lamp. I see 
Pass t hrough the glimmering gloom 
Ami Hit from room to room. 

And slow as in a dream of hliss 
The speechless sufferer turns to kiss 
Her shadow as it falls 
Upon the darkening walls. 

On England's annals through the long 
Hereafter of her speech anil song 
That light its rays shall east 
From portals of the past 
A lady with a lamp shall statu! 

In the great history of the land 
A noble tvpcof good 
Heroic Womanhood !” 

Farther and farther with each succeed- 
ing year tho rays from that little lamp 
have shone:— who can tell to what dis- 
tant. lands they yet may give light? 

Ono of the saintly lives is that of Doro- 
thy Wyndlow Patttson, better known to 
the world by the name of bister Dora. 
Margaret Lonsdale who has written a 
charming sketch of her life uuotes from 
Spenser those words most aptly : 

“A sweet attractive kind of grace 
A full assurance given by lookes ; 

Continual comfort in a face 
The lineaments of Gospel bookes.” 

Sister Dora was tho child of the rector 
of a small country parish in England. 
She was born in the year 1882. A very 
great desire to join Florence Nightin- 
gale’s corps of nurses in the Crimea 
possessed her, but her father was 
rigidly opposed to Iter so doing that she 
felt obliged to yield a reluctant acqui- 
escence to his wishes, though her dis 
appointment was extreme. In 1801, she 
connected herself with the Society of the 
Good Samaritan, being for three follow- 
ing years schoolmistress at Little Wool- 
ston. The Cottage Hospital at Walsall 
was put under her charge in 1807, and so 
wide was the influence and so pure the 
example of her labors that one cannot 
fail to thank God and take courage in 
reading what her biographers relate. 
Where is there a sweeter tribute in poets’ 
verse than the words of the poor little 
dying child, “When yon come to Heaven 
Sister, I'll meet you at the gates with a 
bunch of flowers?” 

Oho who knew her says: “Should we 
bo tempted some day to despond of 
humanity, we will think of her: should 
we be shaken in some dark hour con- 
cerning the possibilities of Christianity, 
her image will reassure us * * * we can 
point to her as to one who possessed at 
all times, a fulness of joyous life beyond 
all we have ever known.” 

Mary Lovell Pickard (afterward Mrs 
Ware) was American by birth, English 
by descent. We ate familiar with the 
story of her heroic care of the sick in the 
fever stricken town of Osmotlierly, so 
beautifully related by Miss Yonge in her 
“Treasury of Golden Deeds” and by Miss 
Martineau in “The sickuess and health 
of the people of Uleaburn.” 

Side by side with these lines of work 
come the labors of Mary Wortley Monta- 
gue, beauty, heiress, and satirist, braving 


ntanv pure and unselfish lives that we 
shall never know as they are until tin 
last day when the jewels are “m»do*up.” 

We are frequently reminded— perhaps 
wo too often allow our feelings to be om- 
bittored by the thought that this is but n 
work a day world in which wo abide, 
that no one is missed and good deeds too 
soon forgotten. Yet it is good when the 
brave are rente in bored and grateful 
hearts do honor to those they love in fit- 
ting memorials to 

Keep [their] memory green.” 

Beautiful it is to entor“God’s.\cro” where 
the dead aro at rest from their labors 
and mark the tributes that love and grat 
Itude have chosen, “to deck the turf that 
wraps their clay.” Yet far better is it 
when by the grace of God, it enters into 
the grief stricken heart to make tho me- 
morial a blessing, and create a resting- 
place by the wayside for weary travel- 
lers. All the splendors of 
“Storied urn or animated bust” 
cannot speak to tho heart as shall the 
walls of such a homo as this when, in 
years to come, many shall have brought 
thoir offerings and hero engraven their 
memorial inscriptions. Many a weary 
sufferer sojourning here, shall bless the 
sainted laefy in whose nanto and in mem- 
ory of whose gentle life we open, today, 
these sheltering halls, and children shall 
bn told of the near little girl at rest with 
her in Paradise, whose memorial has 
helped to give them a place of refresh- 
ment and healing. 

More eloquent words than any I could 
command have been spoken of ono who is 
never named here but in loving memory 
of his kindly acts; in all the relations of 
life an upright man, always most tender- 
ly recalled in connection with this insti- 
tution. Whatever names are hereafter as 
sociatcd with it, it is always a memorial 
of Royal M. Pulsifcr, and one still walks 
among us, whoso benefactions have 
helped to establish the Beautiful Gate at 
which tho sick may receive blessing. 
Elizabeth Trull Eldridge; may she “late 
to Heaven return”! 

May the time come that may see these 
broadened halls never lacking space to 


the first time throughout Its history, en- 
abled tbe hospital to accomplish the 
purpose of its foundation, — \iz., tosavo 
life and not destroy. 

The essay closed with nn emphatic rec- 
ognition of the two prominent blessings 
secured by Mr. Luoroii's bounty; the 
blessing which must continually be 
brought Into the life of tho benevolent 
giver being hardly less real and obvious 
than that which must accrue to the sick 
and unfortunate poor for whoso help tin 
foundation was established. A signitl 
cant lesson also is taught by charity so 
wisely directed; and it was behoved that 
others who bad enjoyed an equal pros- 
perity and upon whom is laid a liko res- 
ponsibility, must heed tho cxnmplo and 
emulate tho tmttiiflcence displayed in 
Mr. Lcoson's noble gift. 

Among those present at tho exorcises 
were many ladies and gentlemen intorest- 
od in charitnhle and benevolent work, 
rite clergy and both schools of medicine 
were well represented. Mr. William B. 
Rice of Quincy, who has deeded a tract 
of land to that city upon which a cottage 
hospital, similar to tho Nowton institu- 
tion, will bo built, was among those 
present. 

The new ward is termed the wost wing 
of the hospital, and it cost, with the 
furnishings, over $0000. It contains 10 
beds and three private rooms, and the 
women’s ward is an airy apartment, well 
lighted and ventilated. Over the mantel 
in a handsome frame is a crayon portrait 
of Mrs. Leeson and her child. A broad 
veranda may be ontcrod from this room, 
affording a pleasant place for convalesc- 
ing patients. The building itself is in 
three parts, the central portion contain- 
ing tho parlor, offlee, dining room, chil- 
dren’s ward and nurse's room, and the 
east and west wings, used respectively as 
the men’s and women’s wards. The ex- 
pense per annum of running the hospital 
is about $0000, and about 100 patients 
have been treated each year since its 
establishment.

shelter. These buildings were made 
sacred by dedication to Jupiter Hospitalis 
or his Greek counterpart, Zeus Xenious, 
Jupiter, the Hospitable. The Caravan- 
sary of the Orient was, in a measure, a 
place of refuge as well as a traveller's 
resting place, yet before the Christian 
era little corresponding to our idea of 
the hospital was known iu any nation oi 
the world. 

Save by the Theocracy of the Jews, 
Matt was looked upon as a creature of 
the state, rather than regarded as a 
brother. The elemeut oi Mercy entered 
little into laws, government or public 
institutions. 

The Temples of ..Esculapius were 
built near water courses and thither re- 
sorted the sick, the priest prescribing 
diet, fasting, baths, etc. Those who 
were cured sacrificed to the god, aud 
bung tablets upon tbe walls of his tem- 
ple, relating the story of their sickness- 
es and naming the remedies which had 
proved efficacious. Such was the custom 
until the fourth century. 

About the year 370, Basil, Bishop of 
Caeserea established, just outside that 
city’s limits, a retreat for the cure or alle- 
viation of all species of human misery; it 
was alluded to iu the writings of Gregory 
of Nazianzus as “A City in miniature.” 

Good examples failed not of following 
the 

“—work of Love 
[was] mighty at the last," 
until sweet aud holy Charity made 
the world a different place. 

From these early days Women’s Work 
has been associated with Philanthropy. 
As early as the year 380, Fabiiola, a 
wealthy Roman widow, established 


own child as the subject of experiment 
in iuoculation for the prevention of the 
dreadful scourge, small pox; the great 
charities and beneficent gilits of the La- 
dy Burdett-Coutts; and the generous and 
practical work of Miss Octavia Hill 
among the wretched poor in the city of 
Loudon. We have surely no example of 
a more faithful steward of God’s boun- 
ties than site has proven herself. Said a 
wise man, “Set thyself to do good and 
thou slin.lt have sweet moments and bit- 
ter hours; nevertheless thou must do 
good to thy neighbor, or thou art not 
worthy God’s gifts.” 

Her modest writings tell the story suc- 
cinctly, and prove that she has wrought 
out a problem far reaching in its results 
and its applications. One writer in com- 
menting upon her pamphlet. “The man- 
agement of a London Court,” remarks: 
“Another laborer, in this field of new 
and enlightened philanthropy, is worthy 
to stand by the side of the lamenfed Ed- 
ward Denison. If he has shown what 
man can do in such a cause, Octavia Hill 
has vindicated the power of the woman.” 

But a few years ago and in time of the 
Rebellion, our fathers were called into 
the service of their country; a few years 
to cotne, and the last “camp fire” will 
have been held, for the ranks are thin- 
ning fast and one by one are departing 
into the land where the grand review 
will be held. With the record of their 
dearly purchased victories, and their 
weary years of service, is that Roll of 
Honor, our patriotic women, who count- 
ed no privation too great and no toil too 
irksome, in that service.

Women, 
born to a heritage of wealth and honor, 
reared in luxury, surrounded by all that 
makes life a joy, have given all, to the 
life, even; and tbe poor and sad-hearted 
have forgotten their own sorrow iu min- 
istering to the needs of others;— both 
alike have brought precious ointment 
and poured it forth at the Master's feet.

Meantime Dr. Field, upon request, has 
furnished us with the following brief 
digest of Ids paper. 

•The Hospital, or anything answering 
to it, seems to have been wholly unknown 
among the Egyptians, and probably also 
the Assyrians and Babylonians ;in respect 
of the people first mentioned, and in con- 
sideration of tlieir extraordinary advance 
both in the science and the art of medi- 
cine, along certain lines, such negative 
assertion must be regarded as remarkable. 
Among the Israelites also, perhaps 
throughout the entire period of theircon- 
tiuuauce as a distinct and independent 
nation, there does not appear to have exist- 
ed any institution devoted to the public 
benevolent care of the sick. But with 
the Buddhists, full 200 yrs. before our era, 
hospitals were established by the state 
and, to an extent, by the same power, 
provisioned, and their administration 
directed. In one particular, the latter 
people anticipated bv quite 2000 years the 
inostadvauced beneficence of Christianity, 
for in their asylums, not alone the sick- 
nesses of man but of animals received 
medical care. 

The prototype of tho modern hospital 
was more nearly realized among the 
ancient Greeks than elsewhere— aud 
also by the Romans who, later, adopted 
the Greek idea. Galen speaks of an 
Ausculapiau temple (hospital), which was 
standing at Pergamos as long ago as 450 
B. C., aud this statement Plato supports 
by many citations. Other authority de- 
clares such institution to have been in 
operation at Titanus, in the Peloponesus, 
1134 B. C., i. e., quite 3000 years ago. 
The points of resemblance between the 
Acsculnpian temple, and the institution 
which we recognize as hospital are 
many and striking. 1st, The situation 
for the Greek hospital was sought out 
with especial reference to salubrity of 
air and favorable sanitary conditions. . 
2nd, Both mineral aud thermal springs' 
were selected as the sites for the institu- 
tions devoted to the care of tho sick. 
3rd, The hospital temple had its associ- 
ated outbuildings devoted to the care of 
more chronic cases, aud also fitted up 
for the application of baths, the use of 
gymnastic exercises, etc. 4th, It also 
had its clinical service; its clinical 
records were preserved upon tables of 
metal; such facilities, afforded by the 
temple at Cos, were a prominent elo- 
inent iu the education of Hippocrates 
who, even to this day, is regarded “the 
Father of Medicine.” 

But such, and other points of resem- 
blance as might be multiplied, are after- 
all, chiefly of an extrinsic and external 
character. Tho author showed by various 
quotations, chiefly from tho works of 
Plato, I at the spirit of this early ago 
was hostile to the evolution and support 
of any meli institution as that which 
would to-day bo recognized as a hospital. 
The Greek philosopher argues, in many 
places, that it was a crime against the 
gods for the physician to attempt to pro- 
long a life once regarded as unprofitable 
to the state, and refutes the common be- 
lief that Aesculapius was struck by light- 
ning for such professional interference in 
behalf of a rich man, sick of a grave dis- 
ease, simply because, in Plato’s view, it 
was impossible that tbe “divine physi- 
cian” should be guilty of such impiety. 

It was only after the coming of Christ 
and the dissemination of the principles 
of His religion that the true 
hospital became possible. The 
development of tho institution 
was rapidly sketched from tho time of 
St. Jerome (circa, 300 A. D., in whose 
writings the wont hospital in Us present 
sense Jlrst appears ) up to tho present 
day. Suchlpiogrosbivojgrowth has been 
blow and difficult; it was only 100J yeats 
ago that tho sanitary condition of tho 
Paris hospitals was so bad that one third 
of all the deaths in that city were located 
iu hospital enclosure aim imputed to 
hospital influences. Indeed it was but . 
20 yeats ago that Sir James Simpson in- 
augurated the great reform, which whs a

The pupils from 
Nonantum and Thompsonville are fur- 
thest removed from the school in Auburn- 
dale and would be practically shut out 
from its advantages. The Auburndale 
location, it is thought, poorly provides 
for the class iu the community who need 
such a school the most. If two vacation 
schools could be established, the expense 
at Nonantum would be light, as the Ath- 
emeum building could be secured throu’ 
the kindness of its owner, Mr. II. D. 
Wellington. 

Mrs. U. D. Wellington, also a member 
of the Social Science Club, endorsed the 
remarks of President Sawyer and stated 
that her husband was ready to grant the 
free use of the Athemeum building at 
Nonantum for the purposes of a vacation 
school.

THE COMMON COUNCIL AND THE VACATION 
RCIIOOIn 


The Common Council mot Monday 
evening with President Bond in the 
ohair. Other member* present, wero 
Mossrs. Luke, Wiswall, Fonno, ltandlett, 
Roffe, Hale. Richardson, Forknall and 
Hall. Business from tho upper branch 
was disposed of in concurrence. 

No one appearod at the hearings on 
the acceptance of Middlesex road and 
Ballard street, and orders for tho accept- 
ance of both streets were passed. 

Councilman Hale read a petition for 
gravel sidewalks on Boacon streot,Waban, 
from Mrs. Gould’s to Samuel llano’s 
property; roferrod. 

Councilman Richardson presented a 
petition from Richard M. Wilson for con- 
crete sidewalks on Summer street, op- 
posite Rice streot. 

Councilman Roffe presented a petition 
from S. M. Jackson and others for six 
street lamps on Cypress street, which is 
five-eighths of a mile long and has no 
lamps upon it. 

In regard to tho communication from 
tho school board in regard to an appro- 
priation of $15,000 for a vacation school 
in Auburndale, Councilman Forknall 
read a petition from the Social Science 
Club, in favor of having the school in 
Nonautum instead of Auburndale. Their 
petition to the school board assumed 
that of course such a school would be 
located in Nonantura, where the greatest 
benefit would follow the kind of in- 
struction given; if the school was an 
experiment, it should be located where 
the experiment would be most useful, 
and where it was most needed. They 
asked that a committee be appointed to 
confer with tho school board, about re- 
ducing tho age of pupils bolow 12 and 14 
years, as is proposed, as the children of 
the poor over that .age have to work, and 
such children are fitted to receive in- 
struction at an earlier age than others. 
The Club had made a canvas of Nonan- 
tum and had found that there were 253 
pupils who would be glad to attend such 
a school, and many parents had promised 
to have their children atteud when out 
of work. Mr. Henry W. Wellington had 
a suitable building there, the Nonantum 
Atheneum, which he would give free of 
expense for such a school. 

Councilman Forknall moved that the 
petition be referred to the finance com- 
mittee, as the Social Science Club aro to 
have a hearing before the school board 
on Wednesday evening. The Club also 
sent in a tabulated list of the children 
between the ages of 7 and 18 who would 
attend a such a school in Nonantum .and 
attention was called to the excellent 
work done by the club last summer by 
their school in Thoropsonville, when 
they made a success of the experiment. 

Councilman Wiswall presented a com- 
munication from the Board of Health, 
asking the city to put up a building for 
contagious diseases ou the Cottage Hos- 
pital grounds, ^as the trustees would 
give the use oTrhe fund; referred to 
finance committee. 

Councilman Wiswall presented orders 
authorizing the Water Board to lay 005 
feet of 0 inch pipe on Railroad avenue, 
Ward 3, at an expense of $074, and also 
authorizing the board to make contracts 
for $12,000 worth of main and water 
pipes. Both orders were passed. 

Councilman Luke presented an order 
appropriating $150 for the expenses of 
the city government on Memorial Day 
passed. 

An invitation from Charles Ward Post, 
to take part in the Memorial Day exer- 
cises was accepted. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Councilman Hale presented the follow- 
ing resolutions on the death of Rev. Dr. 
Pierce, which wero adopted by a rising 
vote. 

Resolved, That in the death of Rev. 
Bradford K. Pierce, D. I)., the city has 
sustained the loss of an able and faithful 
public servant and the community an 
eminent citizen.

Resolved, That the life now closed for- 
ever from earthly associations possessed 
those traits of character and was adorned 
by those mental attainments which are 
an example and inspiration to all who 
may seek success in a private or a public 
career.

JIOW WALTHAM PEOPLE REGARD OUR 
HOARD OF ALDERMEN.

The Newton Graphic criticises our 
editorial in regard to the desirability of 
action by the Newton aldermen in the 
matter of thu electric toad. It thinks we 
made a mistake in saying one of that 
board was ‘‘said to be interested in a 
storage battery scheme.”

ren in attention to the business in hand 
and a participation in all it* details, we 
wilt pay for an oyster supper for him, 
providing tho meeting we attended is a 
sample of tho way in which our Newton 
neighbors transact their business. 

Now as to haste. Early in February 
the Thomson- Houston Co. purchased tho 
Waltham and Newton street railway 
property. It was well known to tho peo- 
ple of Newton as well as to citizens of 
Waltham that tho company proposed to 
use electricity as a motivo force. On 
Feb 18th the petition for location and 
for the right to use electricity was pre- 
sented to our aldermen. A hearing was 
appointed for April 1st. About tho 20th 
of February a portion of our city gov- 
ernment and a majority of tho Newton 
aldermen went to Lynn to inspect the 
electric road there, so to be qualified to 
form a judgment. Tho matter was 
brought before the aldermen of our sis- 
ter city at very nearly tho same time it 
was presented in Waltham and Water- 
town. April 1st and 3rd our aldermen 
had two hearings and in about a week 
from that time, after a careful discussion, 
the order gratitiqg tho prayer of the pe- 
titioners was passed. Watertown fol- 
lowed immediately after, by passing an 
order almost identical with that of Wal- 
tham. There had been an opportunity 
to consider the matter two months be- 
fore final action was taken. Newton ap- 
pears to require two months more. 
Now the editor of tho Graphic knows 
as woll as we that such delay is not de- 
liberation; it is childishness. If tho 
Newton aldormon are of average capacity 
and we seo no reason to doubt their abil- 
ity, the matter should have been settled 
a month ago, and a company which will 
render good service to the people and 
greatly improve the valuation of tho real 
estate of two cities and a town, have been 
allowed to forward its work.

MORITZ BLANC’S QllRF.R LIFE. 

unions CONCERNING HIS CAllKER IN 
THIS CITY. 


Moritz J. Blanc, who shot and killed 
his little daughter and the then commit- 
ted suicide in Cincinnati as reported in 
the Boston papers.Monday.came to’ New- 
ton Upper Falls in July, 188(1, to tako 
charge of tho United States Fireworks 
Company’s works. He had 40 to 50 men 
under his direction, and remained about 
a year and a half. Ho brought With him 
his wifo, coming from Boston, and his 
little child, a romarkahly pretty little 
girl of four years. The throe bonrdod 
at two different places at the Upper 
Falls, noai tho works, and then at Now- 
ton Highlands, where afterwards they 
kept house. His wife died August 2, and 
many rumors have since been afloat con- 
cerning hor death, it being insinuated 
that she did not die from natural causes. 
The husband was apparently grief strick- 
en at his groat loss. 

To his associates he extolled the virtues 
of Mrs. Blanc; none could have been 
nobler and truer than she. and when 
death came, quite suddenly, after, ns tho 
paper stated, she had been considered on 
tho road to recovery. IIo became atton- 
tivo to a lady in Boston soon after his 
wife’s death. She had been the wifo of 
a rich husband and was supposed to 
have large property horself. She was 
led to believe that tho professor was also 
wealthy. He made frequent trips to Bos- 
ton, drosseebin tho most luxurious habits, 
taking with him the most lovely bouquets 
which the Newton florist could furnish. 
Professor Blanc won the widow, and they 
were married (tho October following, less 
than three mouths after the funeral,) un- 
der false pretences, so she claimed, and a 
few days lator they separated forever. 
He went to the wide West; she went for 
Lawyer A. A. Ranney, and commenced 
suit for a divorce, alleging that ho took 
advantage of her illness to bring iu a 
man who proved to be a clergyman and 
having the ceremony of marriage per- 
foiraed iu a most unseemly haste, she 
scarcely knowing what she was doiuir. 

He wont West in January, 1888, and 
early in the fall of that year was married 
in good shape to an Ohio lady. A Cin- 
ninnati paper of that time gave a glow- 
ing description of the wedding ceremony. 

He had a good salnry as the head of the 
fireworks factory, but he represented the 
salary to bo three times w’hat it really 
was. He dressed in the best style, drove 
teams, which perhaps Speare, the livery 
stablo keeper at the Highlands, would 
like the pay for; contracted other bills at 
the Highlands which it is said were not 
fully liquidated, and made himself con- 
spicuous in many fine ways. He repre- 
sented to the Boston lady that ho was a 
man of great wealth.atid brought her out 
to Newton Upper Falls and showed her 
with pride the works he superintended, 
which he said he owned. 

nis little daughter did not go West 
with him at first. After her mother’s 
death she was put with Mrs. Moore at 
Newton Highlands, a good lady, who 
made a pleasant home for the child, al- 
though it is questioned whether she was 
paid for the care according to the agree- 
ment made. Last fall the professor scut 
for his daughter, and she went to his 
home in Ohio, to meet her early doath at 
the hands of an infuriated father. Her 
sad fate is deeply lamented in Newton.

Tito inhabitants of tho City of Newton, 
and all other persons liable to pay taxes 
therein, are hereby required to bring In to 
tho Assessors of said Newton, on any dny

old and upward ), and schedules and esti- 
mates of their personal estates, not exempt- 
ed from tnxntlon. 

ASSESSMENT OF WOMEN. 

Chap. 190, Acts of 1889. 

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors 
shall, In the month of May or June in 
each year, visit each dwelling-house or 
building and make true lists of all women 
twenty years of age and upwards, who 
shall in writing over their own signa- 
tures, request the Assessors to assess them 
for a “poll tax” and It shall be the duty of 
tho Assessors to inquire at each such dwel- 
ling-house or building for such written re- 
quests for assessment, which must give the 
name In full— age, occupation and residence 
May 1st 1888. All women desiring to be as- 
sessed for a poll tax should have their writ- 
ten request for such assessment in the 
form required by the Act of 1889, ready for 
delivery to the Assessors when they shall 
visit the house where they dwell. Each re- 
quest should be upon a separate sheet 
signed by the applicant with her name in 
full. No application for tho assessment of 
a woman for a poll tax will he received by 
mail or in any other than in the manner 
rovhled by said Chapter 196, except by 
’* — in the office of the Assessors the list

filing 

provided hy Section 12, of Chapter 298, of 
Acts of 1884, as amended by Chapter 200 
of Acts of 1888. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether 
for minors or otherwise, are particularly 
requested to furnish the Assessors witn 
statements in rclntion to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or have 
changedhands from other causes, the Ex- 
ecutors, Administrators, ’Trustees, or oth- 
er persons interested, are required and 
warned to give notice of such change ; and 
in default of such notice will be held to 
nay the tax assessed, although such estate 
has been wholly distributed and paid over. 
Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable or 
Scientific Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of 
Chapter 217, Acts of 1882,— All persons 
and corporations are hereby required to 
bring in to the Assessors of Newton ou 
any day from May first to the fifteenth day 
of June next, true lists of all real and per- 
sonal estate held by such persons and cor- 
porations respectively for literary, benevo- 
lent, charitable or scientific purposes on the 
first day of May, 1889, together with state- 
ments of the amount of all receipts and 
expenditures by such person or corporation 
for said purpose during the year next pre- 
ceding said first day of May; such lists and 
statements to be in such detail as may be 
required by tho tax commissioner. 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

Ciiap. 175, Acts of 1882, Sec. 1. 

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of Real Es- 
tate may bring in to the Assessors of the 
town or city where such Real Estate lies, 
at tho time specified for bringing in the 
list as provided in Section thirty-eight of 
Chapter eleven of the Public Statutes, a 
statement, undercoat)!, of the amountdueon 
each separate lot or parcel of such Real 
Estate, and the name and residence of ev- 
ery holder of an interest therein as amort- 

f ;agee or mortgagor. When such property 
s situated in two or more places, or when 
a recorded mortgage includes for one sum 
two or more estates or parts of an estate, 
au estimate of the amount of the mortga- 
gee’s interest in each estate or part of an 
estate shall be given in such statement. 
The Assessors shall, from such statements 
or otherwise, ascertain the proportionate 
parts of such estates that are the interests 
of mortgagees and mortgagors, respective- 
ly, and shall; assess the same. Whenever, 
in any case of mortgaged Real Estate, a 
statement is not brought in as herein pro- 
vided, no tax for the then current year on 
such Real Estate shall be invalidated for 
the reason that a mortgagee’s interest 
therein has not been assessed to him. 
SHIPPING 

Shipping and business income are not 
taxable to a firm, but each resident part- 
ner must include these items in his indi- 
vidual return.

Said returns to he made to 
the Assessors on or before June first. 

Any person bringing in a list of all his 
taxable property will he assessed upon the 
valuation thereof, and uny person neglect- 
ing to furnish the Assessors with such list 
within tho time above specified, will bo 
doomed at a legal meeting of the Hoard 
of Assessors agreeably to the laws of this 
Commonwealth.

TIIE TARIFF REFORMER’S REPLY. 


A SONG OF BAYS.

Two hundred millions collected annu- 
ally at the Custom Houses 1 Who pays 
it? 

Last week wo gnvo some space to tea 
ami sugar. It was shown that the duty 
of 26 cents on tea was reduc ed on Jan. 1, 
1871 to 16 cents, and that this 15 cents 
was aiso removed on July 1, 1872, mak- 
ing tea free. Comparison of a large 
.•umber of prices before and after each 
Reduction proved that the consumers of 
tea gained nearly if not cpiite the full re- 
duction each time. It was also shown 
that the English people, though they 
could naturally get their tea at less cost 
than we, do as a fact pay considerably 
higher. It is fair to attribute the in- 
creased price to England's import duty. 
And, on the other hand, we who ought to 
obtain sugar at loss cost than the Eng- 
lish are paying a great deal more for it 
than thoy do. We paid more even when 
there was no trust — the trust has simply 
made a bad matter worse. 

Let us consider copper a few minutes. 
We produce little sugar and less tea, but 
our supply of copper is so abundant that 
our exports exceed our imports by $8,- 
090,000. Add to this fact that our total 
production, is one third of the world’s 
supply; that our Lake copper is the fin- 
est in the world; that tlio profits on 
Michigan mines lijtve been anywhere 
from 25 per cent, up to — (?); we see at 
once that the United States gets very lit- 
tle money from this duty; less than half 
a millon in 1887. But tho duty was put 
on to enable our producers to increase 
the price, and they did increase it. Be- 
sides tho half million we pay to the gov- 
ernment, wo unquestionably pay at least 
one million more to the mine owners. 
We pay this in tho enhanced price of tho 
myriad useful articles of which copper 
is a component. The manufacturer gets 
out of tho purchaser of his goods tho 
toll he had to pay to the mine owner, but 
when he tries to send his wares to for- 
eign markets he finds them filled with ri- 
val wares made of cheap copper. 

“O,” says the Protectionist, “just 
tliiuk how much cheaper copper is now 
than in 1809, when the High Tariff was 
put on it; this fall in price is due to the 
increased American output.’’ And every 
word of that is true. Copper is cheap- 
er on account of the increased produc- 
tion, and tho High Tariff was put on in 
1809. But what you meant to say was 
that the High Tariff caused the increased 
production, which is not true. Would the 
mines of Lake Superior have remained 
unworked except for tho tariff ? You do 
not believe yourself, and so you dare not 
ask another to believe, that American 
enterprise would have left the richest 
copper mine in the world undeveloped! 
Would tho prairies of Kansas never have 
beeu upturned by tho plough excopt for 
that lie on the nation’s statutobook: — 
' “Indian corn or maize, ten cents per 
bushel?’’ What right have these mil- 
lionaires whining in the lobb'es of Con- 
gress for permission to charge the peo- 
ple a million and more beyond tho just 
price of their wares? They talk about 
reducing the wages of laborers but we 
hear very little about reducing the enor- 
mous dividends. Do not tell us these 
mines cannot bo profitably worked with- 
out this governmental aid! IIow many 
fortunes nave been made in Calumet and 
Hecla? And why do they sell Lake 
Copper in London to the English

doing so today, and have long done so.

TIIE REASONS FOR DELAY. 


The Waltham Free Press returns again 
to a consideration of the Newton alder- 
men and the street railway question, and 
refuses to accept our praise of the board 
for its great deliberation. It calls it 
childishness, which looks as though the 
Freo Press had adopted the bad habit of 
punning. It offers the Graphic an oys- 
ter supper, if we do not confess, after a 
visit, that the Waltham board is a more 
businesslike body than the one in New- 
ton. It is rather late in tho season for 
oysters, but we are willing to admit that 
in the early part of the evening the Wal- 
tham editor visited us; the atteutiou of 
the members did seem to wauder once or 
twice, and tho fact that the clerk was 
not in his chair all the time, did seem to 
striko our Watch Factory contemporary 
unfavorably* However, with the Mayor 
and the reporters looking after things 
closely, the public interests could not 
sutler, and besides that is one of tbe ad- 
vantages of the two-board system, neith- 
er branch has to pay such strict attention 
as in Waltham, when one board takes 
final action on all matters. 

The Free Press thinks the whole mat- 
ter should have been settled a month 
ago, as it has been before the Newton 
city government since early in February. 
It is mistaken in this, however, as the 
street railway question has been before 
the Newton board for tho last two years, 
in one form or another. He says also 
that it was the Thompson- Houston com- 
pany which purchased the Waltham and 
West Newton road, when it was the 
Newton Street Railway company, which 
was also granted a location on certain 
Newton streets, some two years ago. 
The company’ failed to agree to certain 
conditions required by the board. It 
also failed to get permission to cross the 
railroad tracks, anil accordingly the mat- 
ter rested until the present year, when 
their purchase of the West Newton and 
Walthuin road gave them a chance to 
start a circuit line through Waltham, 
Watertown and Newton. 

The matter would probably have been 
settled long ago had not the Newton 
Electric Street Railway company ap- 
peared on the scene, and joiued forces 
with the telephone company to fight the 
older company. The now company pro- 
posed to use the storage battery system 
of propelling streetcars, aud are so con- 
fident that storage batteries will be a 
success, that they are willing to pay for 
the opportunity to try them in Newton. 
They are to have a hearing on the 27th, 
and a very entertaining meeting is ex- 
pected, as talented counsel aud experts 
will appear on both sides. 

The Newton board could hardly refuse 
to give a hearing to the new company, 
aud hence they hail to postpone action 
to allow the storage battery company 
time to organize, elect directors, aud se- 
cure a corporate existence. When the 
first application from the storage battery 
people was received, the company unfor- 
tunately did not exist, aud so the board 
could not legally grant a hearing; cour- 
tesy alone demanded th it they should 
wait until the company should he organ- 
ized, incorporated, and had chosen di- 
rectors and officers. It takes time for 
these things, and this is the reason of 
the delay of which the Waltham papers 
are complaining. Rome was not built in 
a day aud the Waltham people should 
not be ho impatient. They will get the 
street railroad iu the course of a few 
years unless something unforeseen 
should happen to prevent, and if it is 
not Dili It iu time for the present genera- 
tion it will be all the better for the next. 
It is hardly fair to take from the men of 
the future every chance of making im- 
provements and money. 


at ThompHonvillo, and tho ladies who nro 
members of tho club have been able to 
give much more attention to tho matter 
than the members of tho school board, 
who are most of them very busy men, 
and. consequently, wore forced to look 
at 'the mattor more from a theoretical 
than from a practical standpoint. It is 
probable that they will be glad to wel- 
come suggestions from those who havo 
had experience with vacation schools, 
and that the suggestions will he heeded. 
Where so large an appropriation is to be 
made, it is important that the money 
should be expended wisely. A vacation 
school in such a wealthy viilago as 
Anburndale can safely be left to private 
enterprise, and that plan has been fol- 
lowed with great success in other cities, 
where tho schools havo proved a paying 
investment. 

The defeat of the Elevated railroad 
bill in the Senate was emphatic enough 
to leave no doubt of the convictions of 
the senators. Tho hill had some very 
bad provisions, and had it passed would 
have inflicted great damage to property 
on streets through which the road was 
built, without providing for damages. 
As far as Newton is concerned, an ele- 
vated railroad on any of our streets 
would be objectiouable in every way. 
The bill was drawn up too much in favor 
of the elevated railroad companies and 
too little in favor of tho public. The 
West End Company is providing Boston 
with rapid trausit as fast as possible; it 
is showing a very commendable amount 
of public spirit, and has made a great 
improvement in the street car service of 
Boston and vicinity. In fact, Newton 
people would be glad to have tho West 
Euil Company extend their lines to this 
city, both for the sake of the convenience 
of having street car service, as well as 
for the increase in the valuo of property 
aud in population, which always follow 
the company's street car lines. The 
Elevated Road bill would have been an 
act of great injustice to the West End 
Company. 


The 
hill certainly ought to havo a fair trial 
before any of its provisions nro changed, 
to suit the party lendors or tho legislative 
tinkers. 

The special legislative committco of 
investigation have agreed on a report, 
completely exonerating Commissioner 
Uoodell.

an economical cooker. 

A NEW PROCESS To REVOLUTIONIZE TIIE 
KITCHEN. 


Tiie Gamcwell police signal system, 
which is now iu use iu some two hundred 
and more cities in the United States and 
Canada, has certainly stood the test of 
use, aud its coutiuued adoption by cities 
that are looking for the best and most 
re-liable system, is au indication that it is 
just what Newton needs. It is a homo 
iustitutiou also; its factory at Newton 
Highlands has brought to Newton a very 
superior class of skilled workmen, and a 
large part of the stock is held by Newton 
men. For these reasons, the city council 
is inclined to look with great favor on 
tiie Gamewell system, and it will proba- 
bly be adopted here. The other system 
that has beeu examined is only in use in 
Boston and SnitT&rvillo, the latter city 
being the home of the system, and many 
feel that it is much better to try a sys- 
tem that has been in use a long time in a 
great number qf. cities, than to take up 
with something whose merits have not 
been so thoroughly demonstrated. Prob- 
ably some action will bo taken by the 


The kitchen seems to havo been neg- 
lected by inventors, although in no other 
place would improvements bo more wel- 
cqmo to every household. There is so 
much waste in cooking, and the moans 
used are so wasteful of heat and food, 
that any man who could invent a more 
economical method would be bailed as a 
public benefactor, Something of tho 
kind has been done by Mr. It. M.Wanzor, 
who lias invented a simple contrivance 
by which a dinner for a largo family can 
bo cooked for about one cent’s worth of 
fuel; no odors are given out, and the ap. 
paratus needs no attention from the time 
the food is put in until the diuner is 
ready to bo served. Thursday evoning a 
party of about twenty Newton people, 
among whom were Mr. and Mrs. C. E. 
Whitmore, Mr. and Mrs. J. II. Sawyer 
Miss A. M. Newhall, Mrs. Geo. H. Man- 
dell, Mr. and Mrs. James Macomber,Mrs. 
W. C. Crosby, Mr. and Mrs. E. D. Bald- 
win, Mr. and Mrs. J. L. Bailoy, Mrs. II. 
C. Ilardon, and Mr. Harry Whitmore, on- 
joyed a dinner at the Tremont House, 
Boston, cooked entirely by this process, 
and pronounced it an unqualified suc- 
cess. There is no waste, in tho cooking, 
and the roast beef, tho salmon, tho chick- 
ens, potatoes, onions, bread and pudding, 
although cooked in the same place, had 
their special flavors perfectly preserved, 
and no taste of the onious, for instance, 
could be detected in tho salmon or the 
pudding. Tho dinner was put on all at 
once, two and a half hours before tho 
dinner, and w as all taken out at tue same 
time, everything being perfectly cooked. 

The apparatus is a simple contrivance. 
An importaut feature is the lamp which 
pvovides the heat. Iu the standard is a 
clock-work which operates a small fan. 
forcing the air arouud tho oil reservoir 
and into the burner. The combustion is 
so perfect that all the products are on 
tirely consumed, and a paper held over 
the flame collects no soot. No chimney 
is used, aud the lamp can he rolled 
around the room without danget* of ex- 
plosion. The cooker is supported a few 
inches above tiie lamp on a tripod. The 
cooker consists of two tin drums, one 
within the other, and the necessary dish- 
es to hold the food to ho cooked. Either 
steam or dry heat may bo used. The 
dinner was not touched from the time it 
was put in until served. Tho cost for 
oil consumed was less than one cent. 

The possibilities of such a contrivance 
are sufficient to work a much needed 
revolution in the kitchen, and a manu- 
factory has been started in England, by a 


city council in tho course of the year, al 
though it would be an admirable thing | large joint-stock company, and it is found 
to have such a system on the Fourth of I Lie impossible to keep up with the 
July, the day when it would bo most 


needed. 


A hill has been reported to tho legis- 
lature, authorizing towns to employ 
counsel to represent them before legisla- 
tive committees ou matters specially af- 
fecting them. This bill will be of spe- 
cial interest to Watertown, for instance, 
as it will make legal the hiring of coun- 
sel to oppose division. Senator Kings- 
ley has proposed au amendment forbid- 
ding towns to jse any money appropri- 
ated for the hiring of counsel, for the 
purpose of promoting or aiding tho divi- 
sion of any town. If this amendment 
should prevail, there would seem to be 
very little use iu passing the bill. It 
does seein unjust to tax all t he people of 
a town to raise money to defeat some- 
thing which a large number of them are 
striving to obtain. The Watertown divi- 
sionists have long felt this, and they will 
be interested both in the bill itself aud 
iu Senator Kingsley’s amendment. 


Mr. Wanzer is negotiating with 
Boston capitalists for the formation of 
joint stock company to manufacture the 
cookers iu this countrv, and all who have 
examined it are enthusiastic over 
success. The price at which the cookers 
me sold brings them within the reach of 
every family, as they will cost no more 
than* an oil stove. By the same means 
irons can be heated, any kind of baking 
can l>e done, and now all that is needed 
to banish the range from the kitchen is 
to invent some means of heating tho hot 
water boiler. Mr. Wanzer claims that a 
piece of meat, which shrinks about 2(J 
per cent by the ordinary process of cook- 
ing, will not shrink at all by this process, 
and that the snmo is true of all other 
food.

and character of that divine Teacher, who 
said, “Suffer little children to cotne unto 
me and forldd them not, for of such is tin; 
kingdom of heaven.” A foundation of 
knowledge, respect and reverence will have 
been lahltfint will uphold them when they 
assume the duties and responsibilities ami 
are subjected to the temptations of the 
world as they stand upon its threshold as 
young men aiid women.

ELECTION OF TRV9TEK9 AND OTHER MAT- 
TERS. 


Tlio exercises in connection with the 
graduation of the studentR of tho New- 
ton Theologicallnstltution brought many 
people to Newton Centre, Tuesday. Tho 
usual class examinations occurred in the 
forenoon, and in the afternoon an ad- 
dress to the alumni was delivered by 
Prof. S. Burnham of Hamilton Theo- 
logical Seminary, who spoke in the Bap- 
tist church, taking for his topic: “An old 
Bible but a New Theology.” 

At the annual meeting of the trustees 
these officers were elected: Eustaco C. 
Fitz, president; Benjamiu A. Greene, 
secretary; Freeman A. Smith, treasurer; 
Amos W. Downing of Haverhill, John II. 
Sanborn of Newton Centre, Benjamin E. 
Cole of Boston, James McWhinnie of 
Cambridge, Orrin P. Gifford of Boston, 
Lemuel C. Barnes of Newton Centre, di- 
rectors; Robert C. Mills, James McWhin- 
nie, John B. Brackett, Benjamin A. 
Greene, R. O. Fuller, G. S. Dexter, A. W. 
Benton, J. H. Sanborn, Alvah Uovey, ex- 
ecutive committee; E. C. Fitz, W. A. 
Bowdlear, J. C. Stevens, G. D. Edmunds, 
finance committee. The tlnances were 
reported to be in excellent condition, and 
the church recently completed was free 
from debt. A paper, prepared by Presi- 
dent Hovev at tho request of the 
trustees, was read, in which he stated 
that there were needed five new profes- 
sorships, new buildings for the better ac- 
commodation of classes, and especially a 
new library building. The following 
committee was appointed to consider the 
recommendations: President, Alvah Hov- 
ey, E. C. Fitz, L. C. Barnes, G. S. Har- 
wood and Mr. Munroe. 

PRESENTATION OF THE PORTRAIT. 

The alumni dinner was held in Asso- 
ciates’ Hall. When the tables were 
cleared away the body listened to the 
secretary’s report, which showed eight- 
een deaths during the year. The stand- 
ing committee was elected as follows: 
president, S. L. Caldwell, D. D. ; vice- 
president, Kendall Brooks, D. D. ; secre- 
tary, Professor C. R. Brown; orator, 
II. E. Waylaud, D. D. ; substitute, Basil 
Manley, D. D. 

The necrology list, submitted by Prof. 
C. R. Brown, was read, as follows: II. II. 
Hazleton, class of ’49, died many years 
since, information just received; S. W. 
Avery, ’47, died at Lisbon Falls, Me., Dec. 
17, 1875, aged 61; R. C. Palmer, ’47, died 
at Perry, N. Y., several years ago, aged 04;

’50, died at Maplewood, Mass., June 11, 
1888, aged 68; Harvey Ball, '29, died at 
Albion, N. Y., June 18, 1888, aged 88; 
C. L. Eaton, ’91, died at Newton Centre, 
Oct. 12, 1888, aged 30; J. B. Cook, ’33, 
died at Brooklyn, N. Y., Oct. 8, ISSS.aged 
84; A. B. Thombs, ’87, died at Marlboro, 
Mass., Dec. 4, 1888, aged 31; C. A. Thom- 
as, D D, ’35, died at Brandon, Yt, March 
6, 1889, aged 89; C W Currier, ’78, died at 
Winfield; Kan. April 18, 1879, aged 46. 
The late Harvey Ball was for uinc years 
the oldest living graduate. The oldest 
alumnus now’ living is Joseph Freeman, 
D D, of East Charlotte, Vt, class of ’30. 

The pleasaut feature of the occasion 
was the presentation of a large oil por- 
trait, in a massive gilt frame, of Presi- 
dent Hovey to the institution by the 
alumni. The presiding officer was Pro- 
fessor J. L. Lincoln. LL. D., of Brown 
University, and in his opening remarks 
he said that whatever changes might 
come they were all certain to find the 
old institution in its accustomed place. 

“This day,” said he, “will always bear 
the unique distinction of being the day 
of the Hovey celebration. We have come 
to join together in this presentation act 
of a new portrait and listen to the con- 
gratulatory addresses which will be 
made by some of our brethren.” He 
said he wished to bear his testimony of 
honor and love to the president of this 
institution, and then introduced the Rev. 
Dr W 8 McKenzie of Boston, who made 
the presentation speech. lie said: 

My duty on this occasion may be and 
must be quickly discharged. This oc- 
casion recalls many things on which I 
should like to dwell, hut 1 will not. 
There are two reasons for this. The 
first is in the fact that the man whom 
we would select for special and deserved 
recognition is yet alive. (Applause.; He 
is here in the midst of his admiring dis- 
oiples* He is here with his natural 
forces unabated and w ith Lis hearing un- 
impaired. We are not here to lament 
the dead, hut to laud the living, and <>od 
grant that we may have long to wait be- 
fore we shall have occasion to use the 
phrase which has come dow n to us from 
the past: “De moituis nil nisi bouum.” 
It is now forty years since Dr Hovey 
first entered upon the work of this in- 
stitution. During these four decades 
many noble men have come, have served 
and gone. All tho while Dr Hovey has 
steadfastly remained at his post, toiling 
on. Toiling on to-day, with no apparent 
abatement of former enthusiasm. Indeed, 
his wisdom and courage seem to expand 
with every passing year. During all this 
time lie has steadfastly and unwaveringly 
pursued his labors here. During this 
time there have been 745 students in 
traiuing for the Christian ministry, and 
of these 550 are living to-day. 

A few months ago the members of the 
alumni felt that the time had arrived 
when some testimonial should be de- 
vised in which to express their esteem 
and admiration for Dr. Hovey. It was 
decided that this should be something 
more than a temporary souveuir, but 
something that should be a perpetual 
memorial ought to be brought into this 
testimonial; something which could be 
located in the institution iu which so 
much of his active life has been spent, 
w here his work and name will be cher- 
ished with pride and admiration long 
after he and his pupils have passed away. 
That testimonial is now before you. 

Dr. McKenzie then unveiled the por- 
trait amid great applause the members 
crowding about to view. Continuing, lie 
said : 

You may rest assured, Dr. Hovey, that 
“wo have not come to bury Ciesar, but 
to praise him.” We all sincerely desire 
that mauv more years may be added to 
your noble and beautiful life, and that 
you may long bo continued in the work 
iu which you are engaged and to w hich 
we have come to believe you were fore- 
ordained from eternity and w here you 
have made your calling and election 
sure. lApplause.] 

The artist, Mr. Otto Grueman, was 
then presented to tho audience. Two of 
Dr. Hovey’s classmates, the Rev. Mr. 
Ford and Dr. Eaton of Nashua, N. H., 


then seized the opportunity to congrntu-. 
Into their old friend and made pleasant 
short addresses. Letters wero read from 
alnumni as follows, expressing the high- 
est esteem for Dr. Hovey: Dra. Basil 
Manley and J. 11. Broadbusof Louisville, 
Ky.;Dr. 11. G. Weston, Chester, Penn.; 
Dr. E. Dodge, Hamilton. N. Y.: Dr. J. 
R. Boise, Morgan l’aik, HI.; Dr. E. A. 
Park. Andover, and Dr. J. W. Northrop 
of Morgan Park, III. 

Dr. Hovey on being called upon was 
greeted with tremendous npplnuse, and 
the audience rose cn masse to greet him. 
He was visibly affected by his welcome. 
Ho said : 

I am sure, my friends and pupils and j 
fathers, that you have said a great many ' 
things to-night that were very kind and 
partly true. I cannot help feeling my- : 
self, as I hear theso kind and precious ! 
words, that you have only seen a small j 
part of the man, and that if you had 
seen all you could not have said all you 
have. There have been so many failures 
in my work, you would liave tempored 
your language, I am sure. But I want 
to say hero before my Master and my 
pupils, I have tried every year and every 
month of tho year, to do something that 
would be useful— something that would 
be a genuine and true help to those who 
have been under my charge. I count it 
tlie great blessing of my life that God 
has so graciously blessed mo in my work 
hero Now, of the future that remains 
for me. I can say but little. Of the In- 
stitution I can say a great deal. All my 
hopes are bound up in it. It is my hope 
that men of strength, men of hearts, men 
of grand trust in the Lord Jesus Christ 
may come every year, and , working to- 
gether, grow better and better than ever 
before. I desire, hope and pray for it. 

1 expect it. Now for tho futuro we can 
all have confidence in one another; we 
must labor for the same truth as wo see 
it and extend it as far as possible. My 
prayer is that you may all grow in grace 
and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Dr. E. G. Robinson of Brown Uuivor- 
sity was then introduced. He said: 

A thoughtful man is irresistibly con- 
vinced that a portrait of himself is in 
more senses than one a counterfeit pre- 
sentment. It must necessarily be the 
man as he lias passed through the artist’s 
mind. But ns generations look at this 
portrait it will be a source of strength 
to them. I want to congratulate 
my brother here on one piece of good 
fortune, and that is he has never known 
what it is to be taken up by the roots 
and transplanted. He came to his pres- 
ent position by degrees, and with the 
satisfaction of knowing that he was 
crowding out nobody else. The place 
was fitted for him and he was fitted for 
the place. I want to say that I have 
confidence in the teachings of our broth- 
er. I believe our brother studies 
the truth aud preaches it as he be- 
lieves it. He is a man who has honest 
convictions anu dares to express them, 
and they are coupled with a profound 
and unalterable loyalty to Jesus Christ. 
His has been a great example to young 
men. Wherever he found them defective 
he tried to make them right. 

Dr. Pepper of Colby University was 
next introduced. He said: 

Dr. Ilovey has been my friend and asso- 
ciate for more than twenty years. I am 
glad to say that his teaching and person- 
al iufiuence and the influence of his spir- 
itual manhood have entered into my 
thought and my life so deeply that I do 
not know what in me is myself and what 
is Dr. Hovey. I think, however, that I 
i am safe to say that tho best thing in my- 
self is not myself, but Dr. Hoyey. My 
theology, my philanthropy, my whole 
life is largely his. So for me at this time 
to continue would be like Dr. Ilovey 
eulogizing himself. I Applause.] 

Dr. Strong of Rochester, N. Y., was 
the next speaker. He said: 

My interest in the Rochester Theologi- 
cal Seminary makes a common cause 
with you all iu laying a chaplet of honor 
and affection on this gray head I see be- 
fore me. I understood the first speaker 
to say it might be a good thing if we 
could attend our own funerals aud thus 
hear some of the pleasing things that 
would be said of us. 1 think it would be 
well if some of the tilings reserved for 
that occasion were spoken in a person’s 
lifetime. Dr. Hovey has led us iu the 
way of sound learning. Forty years 
have made a great difference in teaching 
and scholarship in our denomination, and 
we owe a great deal to his example and 
studious research. He has been an ex- 
ample of judicial fairness through all 
these years. His reverence and thorough 
knowledge of the Scripture has been of 
great value to us. There has been more 
than one time in rr.y history of investiga- 
tion that I have reached difficulties that 
I thought must be settled at once, and I 
havo asked for his suggestions, and they 
have been given with a readiness and 
kindness which havo won my heart. The 
reward of tho Christian teacher does not 
come as soon as that of tho Christian 
minister. But it comes just as surely. 
Dr. Ilovey begins to see the fruitage of 
his teaching at the end of these many 
years. 


might be sacrilled. The same iden holds 
true in science which is really putting 
into form facts that lmvo been, carefully 
demonstrated. Tho business man, the 
professional man, or tho scientific man 
who see in religion that which does not 
conform to fact cannot look upon it ex- 
cept with a feeling of contempt. The 
Apostle John says that fact is tho first 
and vital principle in religion. He 
speaks of a religion that can ho scon and 
handled, proclaiming truths out of God’s 
words. There is one fact in religion that 
must bo recognized; tho religious nature 
of man, not man in the abstract, but men. 

We speak of our physical nature and 
tho intellectual nature demonstrated by 
certain phenomena. Wo possess also a 
sensitive nature. There are things with- 
in us wo know of our own consciousness. 
It is clear to every one here that as far 
back as your memory can go carno the 
idea of God and the supreme beiug, and 
with it the idea of moral law, an obliga- 
tion that goes with you in business and 
in social relations, ft is witli you always, 
although it may sometimes bo trampled 
upon. You possess also, the sense of 
worship. Theso are phenomena within 
you that cannot be got rid of. That 
which is distinctive of us is dis- 
tinctive of others: all men have these 
promptings and recognition of these na- 
tures. Tho men who profane God have a 
religious nature. The scientists who try 
to prove the fallacy of tho foundation of 
religion are compelled, through their re- 
ligious nature, to try and prove their as- 
sertions while their conscience twitches. 

Despite all antagonism to the Bible, it 
is here among you; it is in your homes; 
it lias gone forth like the sunlight, and it 
is here to stay. Wo go back to the be- 
ginning and wo soe tho germ of the com- 
pleted book at the outside. It is a germ 
which continues through it to tho end, 
until it is developed into one organic 
whole. It is tho textbook of the Chris- 
tian religion, an historical record of ex- 
perience, dealing with great movements, 
minute things and even microscopical in 
the case of individuals. There is a ciiti 
cism which tries to remove the historical 
basis of the Old Testament. The Jews 
at the time of Christ believed that it was 
history, and if that history be not solid 
and real, then all devotion in tlio Old 
Testament is not true. I care only for a 
common sense view, and by that let the 
book stand or fall. The Bible from be- 
ginning to end recognizes the honor God 
places upon facts; it will stand and not 
fall. 

We know that men are not sinless, and 
we are conscious of our moral obliga- 
tions. We do not believe in the integri- 
ty of everybody, for there is a recogni- 
tion of depravity among us. It is a rec- 
ognized fact that at the root of every 
life there is corruption, and that is sin. 
Depravity covers tho earth; it is univer- 
sal, but with it comes tho power of lift- 
ing ourselves up from degradation. It 
must, however, be a matter of conscious- 
ness within yourself. In conclusion, it 
may be said that no explanation of the 
life or works of Christ can be given that 
does not recognize in him a heavenly 
power. Jesus Christ stands lifted up 
above all men in the preserved records, 
aud you can see him and feel tho magnif- 
icence of his life if you penetrate tho 
clouds that seek to obscure your vision. 
There is an eternal world beyond, and 
those who go forth from this seminary, 
go as the Apostles went, to bring men 
face to face .vith^eir religious nature, 
teaching them a faithful regard for the 
facts in religion, that which can be seen 
and heard, that which will stand and 
bloom forever.”

Tho Baptist Church at Newton Centre, 
contained a largo gathering Sunday 
morning, including the students of the 
Newton Theological Institution, who 
came to listen to the bacalaureate sermon 
which was delivered by Rev. G. D. B. 
Popper, president of Colby University. 
After prayer and singing by tho choir, 
Dr. Pepper read itis text from the first 
epistle of John, third verse: “That 
which we lmvo seen aud heard declare wo 
unto you, that ye also may havo fellow- 
ship with us; and truly our fellowship is 
with the Father, and with his Son, Jesus 
Christ.” 

“The character of the Apostle John 
was pre-eminently spiritual,” said tho 
speaker. ‘His life had the least of earth 
about it; his whole beiug was iu the 
heavens. It is significant, therefore, that 
he insists upon what is concerned iu re- 
ligion and belief as a matter of observa- 
tion, that which is heard with the ear 
and seen with the eye. There are^hose 
w ho profess tho religion of Christ who 
find no place for facts. They are men of 
faith, and the faith with them is some- 
thing which rises like a mist, having 
nothing that is solid or tangible, ultho’ 
possessing, perhaps, a certain beauty. 
There are those who are not Christians 
who refuse to recognize anything that is 
solid iu faith and religion. They believe 
that all religion is destitute of substance 
and cannot stand the close ob.’ag vatioii 
of facts. Such men will, therefore, havo 
no respect for a religion that cauot be 
heard aud handled, in business 
there ure certain defined rules to be ob- 
served on the line of facts. Tho physi- 
cian wlio administers treatment is gov- 
erned by the facts iu the case. He cannot 
trust to theories, for the patient’s life

lery. The desk is finished in solid cherry 
and polished mahogany. The organ is a 
three manual, and has thirty-seven 
speaking stops. The motive power for 
the bellows is furnished by a large water- 
motor. means for blowing by hand being 
ready for use iu case of accident to tho 
motor. The key action and the manual 
couplers are pneumatic, thus relieving 
to a large extent the heavy pressure 
upon the keys. 

Among the mechanical novelties of the 
instrument, the crescendo pedal stands 
chief. The method of operating this is 
a new invention which is used for the 
first time in this ergan. By the use of 
this pedal, the stops are drawn on. auto- 
matically, from the softest stop to the 
full organ, the reverse action being ac- 
complished at will. For this organ the 
crescendo is operated by a balance pedal, 
this having superseded the old cleat and 
pump arrangements. 

For the beauty of the voicing, if for 
nothing else. tb»s organ would he nota- 
ble. While adhering to neither the 
English, French or German schools of 
voicing, the builder lias adopted the best 
points of each, the sharp, incisive quali- 
ty of the string-toned stops affording 
admirable contrast to the smoothness of 
the flutes and stopped pipes. A most 
charming effect is produced by the sub 
stitution, in the choir organ, of a 10-foot 
Dulciano for the usual Lieblich Gedackt, 
the Dulciana being of a much softer tone 
and of quieter effect. 

The manual couplers are controlled by 
thumb-knobs placed between the great 
and swell key-boards.

TITE OVRRllKAD El.RCtMO 8Y9TRM GRANT* 
KI> TO THE NEWTON STREET RAILWAY 
COMPANY. 

Tho board of aldermen met Monday 
evening, Mayor Burr in tho chair. All 
the members woro present. Tho minutes 
of the last half dozen meetings were read 
and approved. Business from tho Com- 
mon Council was disposed of in con- 
currence. 

A communication from tho school 
board announced tho election of Chas. 
A. Drew to till the vacancy caused by 
tho death of Rev. Dr. Pierce. 

PUBLIC RATH HOUSE. 

Mayor Burr sent in the following mes- 
sage to the board: 

In view of the approach of summci 
and the unusual warmth of the season, it 
secins to be a fitting time to remind you 
that Newton provides its citizens with no 
facilities for public bathing. Tho neces- 
sity of establishing at least one public 
hath houso near the centre cf population, 
seems too apparent to bo dwelt upon, the 
growth of tho city in recent years having 
resulted in depriving men and boys of 
the privilege they formerly enjoyed of 
bathing in nearly every pond and at 
many places on the banks of the river. 
It is unnecessary to add that both public 
health and public order suffer under the 
existing conditions. I recommend that 
immediate action be taken by you with 
purpose of supplying tho need before the 
end of the bathing season. 

H. M. Burr, Mayor. 

On motion of Aldermen Kennedy the 
message was referred to tho committee 
on public property with instructions to 
report as soon as possible. 

A communication from Chief Bixby 
stated that tho two old buildings com- 
plained of at the last moeting as unsafe, 
had been removed, one by the owner and 
the other by the fire department, conse- 
quently the hearing appointed on the 
subject was not held. 

The Fanning Printing company asked 
for license for a building 24 by 35, with 
small ell, on Spring street, Ward 5, and 
it was granted under suspension of the 
rules. They also asked permission to 
put in a four horse power boiler and en- 
gine, to be used for a printing office, and 
a hearing was appointed for Monday eve- 
ning, June 3rd. 

Alderman Pettee presented an order 
appropriating $05 for such maps of the 
precincts of the city as is required by the 
public statutes, the money to be expend- 
ed by the committee on elections. 

Alderman Harbach presented a petition 
from Chas. H. Stone and others for the 
repairing of some 700 feet of sidewalk on 
Bellevue street, whice is in a very bad 
condition and liable to cause accidents, 
which would render the city liable for 
damages. Referred to the highway com- 
mittee. 

C. M. Whittlesey and Anu M. Langdon 
asked to have their sidewalks on Cherry 
street graded and concreted. 

Chas. E. EUdy and others asked to 
have their sidewalks on Richardson 
street graded and concreted. 

M. A. Chandler, Jeremiah Meany and 
L. A. Ross gave notice of iutention to 
build dwelling houses ou Beacon street, 
Ward 6. 

W. A. Ware and M. J. Waldron were 
granted junk licences. 

Thomas Hart was granted a license to 
move small building from Melrose street 
to Freeman street, Ward 4. 

J. V. Bamsdell was granted license to 
build a conservatory, 10 by 24, on Carl- 
ton street, Ward 1. 

H. E. Hibbard, trustoe, petitioned for 
sidewalks with concrete on Park street. 
Ward 7. 

Mayor Burr appointed ex- Alderman E. 
II. Mason, Alderman Childs and Coun- 
cilman Bunlett a commission to revise 
the city ordinances. 

Alderman Harbach presented an order 
which was passed, that the $350 received 
from abuttors on Middlesex road be ap- 
propriated for drains and culverts ou 
same street. 

Ex-Alderman Mason appeared at the 
lieagng on granting license to W. W. 
Sherman to build stable in rear of brick 
block at NeWton Centre, occupied by W. 
O. Knapp and others, and asked that the 
stable bo made fire proof and the drain- 
age be made satisfactory. The people 
there did not object to the stable, if it 
did not open ou the narrow street lead- 
ing to the depot, as a building there 
would be an improvement, and he be- 
lieved in allowing a man to do what he 
wishe 1 with his laud, under reasonable 
restrictions. 

Mr. Sherman said the stable would 
open on the driveway between the block 
and the stable, and lie was willing to do 
anything reasonable iu the way of pro- 
viding for drainage. He intended to 
have a tin roof, but he did not think a 
brick building was necessary. 

Fred Huestis, who is also interested in 
the stable, said they were willing to do 
auythiug reasonable, and to couform to 
the regulations of the board. Alderman 
Mason thought the matter could be left 
to the Inspector of buildings. The hear- 
ing was then closed and the matter taken 
under consideration by the license com- 
mittee. 

THE STREET RAILWAY ORDER. 

Alderman Johnson aroused great inter- 
est by reading tho following order, grant- 
ing to the Newton Street Railway com- 
pany the right to use the single trolley 
system, over Washington street from 
Newton to West Newton, and over tho 
route of the Waltham and West Newton 
street Railway to the Waltham line. 

Ordered: Ou the petition of the New- 
tou Street Railway Company, (a corpora- 
tion organized under the laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts) dated 
February 18th, 1883. that said petition bo 
granted iu the manner aud upon the 
terms and conditions hereinafter set 
fortli : 

Section 1. Thu said Newton Street 
Railway Company is hereby authorized 
aud permitted to use as a motive power 
for its cars, the overhead system of pro- 
pelling by electricity. Aud said Company 
is authorized and permitted to erect and 
maintain iron poles of a kind aud pattern 
and iu a manner satisfactory to the 
Board of Alderman, upon Washington 
street, from Centre street at the end of 
the tracks of the West End Railway 
Company to the junction of said Wash- 
ington street with Elm street at West 
Newton, the location <4 said poles to bi- 
as shown ou the plan of said railway an- 


nexed to said petition, and to place and I 
maintain thereon the necessary cross 
arms, wires and fixtures for the operation 
of its cars by the overhead single trolley 
wire system of operating electric motors, 
but no wire shall be suspended nearer 
the ground than twenty feet: provided, 
however, that the permission to use such 
electric system as above specified is 
granted upon tho following express con- 
ditions in addit ion to the conditions upon 
which such permission is usually granted 
to wit: 

1st, That the electric system of motors 
shall bo completed and in use throughout 
the whole of said Washington street 
within six months from the date of this 
order. 

2nd. That if the Board of Aldermen 
shall at any time order any of said poles 
or fixtures* to be removed, said Company 
shall remove the same within reasonable 
time and restore tho streets to a proper 
condition, satisfactory to tho Board of 
Aldermen. 

3rd. That said Company shall at any 
time when required by the Board of 
Aldermen, substitute for tho single trol- 
ley wire electric motor system abovo 
specified, such other electric motor systom 
as may bo approved by said Board of 
Aldermen. 

4th. That said Company shall light all 
its cars with electric lights. 

5th. That said Company shall save 
said city harmless from all damages, 
costs and expense to which it may be 
legally subjected in consequence of the 
acts or neglect of said Company, its 
agents or employees, or in any way aris- 
ing out of tho rights and privileges 
gi anted. 

6th. That said Company shall so con- 
struct, maintain and use its said over- 
head single trolley electric system of 
motive power as not to impair tho effi- 
ciency of certain electric signals and 
telephone wires used by the City of 
Newton for its fire department and police 
service. 

7th. That it is hereby understood and 
agreed that if in tho event of a fire it is 
deemed necessary for the officors and 
men of the fire department of the said 
City of Newton, in order the better to 
extinguish or prevent the spread of such 
fire, to cut the wire or wires of said 
Company, they shall be allowed to do so 
without any liability on their part, or on 
the part of said City to the said Newton 
Street Railway Company, and wire or 
wires so cut shall be repaired aud re- 
stored by said Street Railway Company 
at its own expense, and without expense 
or cost to the said city. 

Section II. Said Newton Street Rail- 
way Company is hereby authorized and 
permitted to operate its cars on the rail- 
way formerly owned bv tho Waltham 
and Newton Street Railway Company, in 
the same manner and upon the same 
terms aud conditions as provided iu 
Section I. Iron poles to be located as 
shown on the aforesaid plan. 

Section III. No act shall be done by said 
Company in or upon the streets of said 
City toward the carrying out of the pro- 
visions of this order until tho Company 
shall have executed and delivered to the 
said City of Newton a corporate bond in 
the penal sum of $10,000, satisfactory to 
the Board of Aldermen, and in form ap- 
proved by the City Solicitor, conditioned 
upon the faithful performance by said 
Company of ail the duties and its com- 
bliauce with all the conditions imposed 
upon it by this order. 

Section IV. The authorities aud per- 
missions above set forth are granted up- 
on the condition that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be deemed a limitation or 
waiver of any rights now possessed by or 
that may hereafter be conferred upon the 
Board of Aldermen of Newton, to make 
rules and regulations pertaining to the 
operation and maintenance of street rail- 
ways or tho running of cars thereon, 
within the limits of the city: also on tho 
condition that the track on said Wash- 
ington street be constructed, equipped 
and in operation within six months from 
the acceptance of this order by the said 
Company; otherwise this order shall be 
null and void: and upou further condi- 
tion that the Directors of the Newton 
Street Railway Company shall accept 
this order and agree iu behalf of said 
Company to comply with all the con- 
ditions herein contained, and shall file 
such acceptance in writing with the 
clerk of the City of Newton within thirty 
days from the final passage thereof: 
otherwise it shall be null and void. 

Alderman Childs said that he was 
surprised that the order was brought iu 
at this time. The board had voted to 
give a hearing to gentlemen interested in 
the storage battery company, whose 
names stood as high in the city as those 
of the gentlemen connected with this 
company. The order, he thought, was 
ill-timed, and was an insult to the gen- 
tlemen to whom a hearing had been 
granted. It was only courtesy not to 
pass the order until after the hearing, 
lie certainly should object for several 
reasons. First, lie thought the bond of 
$11), (XX) was not largo enough. It was a 
paltry sum compared with the damage 
the system might do, snd ought to be 
$25,000. Ho wished to make a personal 
statement, also. That great organ, the 
Waltham Free Press, had been told, pro- 
bably by the Thomsou-IIouston com- 
pany, that he was interested in the 
Storage Battery company. This was 
false, us lie neither held any stock iu it 
nor wanted any. JIo should never invest 
money in such a company, although he 
I believed that the Storage Battery systom 
was a success, lie thought it was only 
! courtesy to give the company a hearing. 

I Alderman Johnson said ho was sorry 
i that the alderman from ward one 
thought he wished to be discourteous to 
1 the Storage Battery people, but their 
petition did not apply to the case at all. 
Tho location asked for had been granted 
to another company two years ago. If 
the board desired they could grant a 
heating but be did not see how thoy 
could give away what had already been 
given. Ho also thought it was an exam- 
ole of monumental cheek for the Now 
England Telephone company to detain 
the board all one evening to listen to 
their remonstrance, when they had 
themselves no legal location iu Newton. 
But the board had listened to them out 
of courtesy. Tne Storage Battery com- 
pany asked for a location, merely, but 
the other company already had the right 
to put their tracks down in the streets, 
if they desired. As for the storage 
battery system, it bad now been on trial 
for 8 years, as Mr. Hyde said, and bail 
not been adopted by a single railroad in 
the country. 

Alderman Childs said that the storage 
buttery people had stated in their peti- 
tion that they desired to use tho storage 
battery system. They bad not yet had a 
hearing. As for Mr. Hyde’s statements, 

1 there was a good deal of difference be- 
tween. a statement aud a fact. A promi- 
nent lawyer, who did not live in Nuwtou, 
had told him that it was a matter of 
grave doubt whether the Newton street 
Railway company had any location iu 
Newton, lie did not think they had. 
Ho did not propose to fight the Newton 
street Railway company, but lie asked 
for a post | » moment out of courtesy. The 
Thomsou-IIouston company are having a 
hearing to-night iu Salem and it is of 
vital importance to them to have this 


order pass the Newton hoard to-night 

Alderman Johnson asked, when we got 
through with tho hearing what does it 
amount to if we can’t grant a location? 

Alderman Childs said tho body that, 
had the power to grant had tho power to 
take away. Wm. E. Russell had said 
that the hoard had tho power to revoke 
such a grant, and the hoard did compol 
the old Union Street Railway Company 
to take their tracks from Elmwood and 
Tromont streets. The Newton street 
Railway did not do anything until they 
were forced into it by tho appearance of 
tho new company. 

Alderman Chadwick said that the 
Newton Street Railway had applied for 
a location boforo tho other company was 
oven heard of, and it, had been prevented 
from laying its tracks because it was for- 
bidden to cross tho railroad. The high- 
wav committee had been jvaiting to 
make repairs on Washington” stroet be- 
cause the laying of tho railroad tracks 
would tear up tho stroet, but there were 
constant complaints of the condition of 
the street, a»d if anything is to be done 
this yeai, actj on should not ho longer de- 
layed. Tho petition should either be 
granted or r e fused Tho alderman from 
Ward 1 talked about courtesy, hut the 
first petition m ado for storago batteries 
was |>y a Private citizen, and it was made 
merely to head off tho Newton Street 
Railway company. There was no cour- 
tesy in that. lie saw no roason why the 
°rder should not ho passed at once. 

Alderman Johnson said their petition 
was only for a location, and not for a 
storage battery system. 

Alderman Childs said that the 
nrst petition received was from 
Col. Hewins, and at that timo a 
company W as being formed, and he 
asked t j 10 b oart i to wait for it. Wash- 
lORtOn street was in no worse condition 
tnan j t been and it would not suffer 
ii wo wa jt another week. Ho moved to 
,a y that matter on tho table; Alderman 
Petteo seconded tho matter and it was 
defeated 4 to 3. • 


Alderman Pettee said ho was not awaro 
tho matter was coming up, and ho was 
willing to postpone it for a week, but he 
thought it could bo discussed to night as 
well as any time. Tho petition before us 
asks for permission to use the single 
trolley system, and tho company’s loca- 
tion does not expire until October. The 
company wanted tho right through New- 
ton to complete a small part of the cir- 
cuit. It was hardly business liko to ask 
them to change their system, when they 
reach the Newton lino, for tho two miies 
in its limit, and unless some serious rea- 
sons were brought against it, ho should 
vote for the order. Tho system was used 
iu Boston and seemed to be the only re- 
liable electric system. So far there bad 
only been remonstrances from the Tele- 
phone company, and from certain prom- 
inent citizens who objected to having the 
streets disfigured. Tho Telephone Co^ 
bad their poles in the streets, for their 
private business, and tho city had no 
more to do with it than with any other 
private enterprise. He thought the Tele- 
phone Company took a good deal upon 
themselves when they come here and in- 
struct us as to our duty. Tho legislature 
is the place for them. He thought it 
strange the Storage Battery people should 
ask for a franchise which had already 
been granted to another company, but be 
was willing to leave it till the next meet- 
ing, and moved to table. Alderman 
Childs seconded, but the motion was de- 
feated 4 to 3. 


Alderman Pettoe thought the bond 
should cover any possible damage to our 
police and fire signal service. 

Alderman Childs said it would inter- 
fere with the telephones, ami $10,000 
would not cover 1-5 of the damage it 
might do. 

Alderman Johnson said the City Solici- 
tor had considered the matter aud had 
said that the bond would fully cover any 
damage. In the city of Boston, only 
$50, (XX) was demanded to cover the whole 
city, and he thought $10,000 would cover 
Newton. Ho could see no possible reason 
for waiting. Tho location was already 
granted to this company. 

Alderman Chadwick said that the al- 
dermen could order the company to use 
the Storago Battery system at any time 
when it was proved to be a success. He 
did not see why the Storage Battery 
company had not invited the board to go 
to New York and see that one car, which 
they claimed to be a success! 

Alderman Toltnan said he had voted to 
lay on the table as a matter of courtesy, 
but he should not vote against it. His 
reasons were that the people wanted the 
railway. The chief objectors were the 
Telephone company, who regarded the 
question of tho ownership of the earth 
as settled in their favor. But the Tele- 
phone company had sooner or later to 
adopt the metallic circuit, as that gave 
the most satisfactory service. Boston 
had granted tho right to use the single 
trolley system in all its streets, so had 
Watertown and Waltham. Newton 
would obstruct tho completion of the 
general plan bjr refusing what had been 
granted by their neighboring municipali- 
ties. Tho citizens wanted the railway, 
it would be of great advantage to pro- 
perty owners, and have a great effect on 
the growth of Newton. Fifty cities wore 
using the single trolley system, and it 
was the only commercial success in elec- 
tric propulsion. The double trolleys 
were only successful on certain condi- 
tions. The Storage Battery was tho 
coining systom, no doubt, but it is not 
hero yet. It is only in successful use on 
one car on the 1th Ave Railroad, New 
York, and that car is run as an experi- 
ment by the Julian Storago Battery com- 
pany. We have been told that it is such 
a success that the road has ordered 30 
more cars for immediate use. While in 
Now York I saw tho car. and rode on it. 
I asked tho superintendent of the road 
and he said that the road regarded it ns 
1 an experiment. They allowed the ear to 
run over their lines, but they had bought 
no cars, uor thought of such a thing. 
The Juliau company were to put on 10 
more cars soon, and run them till Jan. 1st, 
to further test tho experiment. Here is 
one system which is a success, and 
another which has not yet proved a suc- 
cess iu any instance, lie certainly should 
vote in favor of tho single trolley system. 

Alderman Pettee said that certain 
prominent citizens had remonstrated 
against unsightly poles aud wires, but as 
Newton progresses wo must have some- 
thing unsightly, and as Washington 
street was not a particularly beautiful 
place for a drive, he did uot think more 
wires would hurt it materially. The 
route was only two miles long, and with 
120 miles of streets iu tho city, people 
could still find a place to drive. 

Alderman Toliuaii amended l»y making 
the time fur completion (1 months instead 
of 12, aud requiring iron polos ou the 
lmo to Waltham, and tho amendments 
I passed. 

| A vote was then taken on the order 
I aud it was adopted, Alderman child's 
I alone voting uo. 

Some discussion followed about hav- 
ing the road mu next to tho railroad 
fence, when there are no houses on that 
side of the street, but President Parker 
J said the road would do whatever the 
board thought host. 


OTHER MATTERS. 

(’. II. Talntor petitioned for leave to 
put up awnings in front of bis nows 
store in Nowtonvillo, and the matter was 
referred to Aldermen Chadwick and 
Harbach. 

Alderman Chadwick presented an or- 
der appropriating $l,50o for cellar, foun- 
dations and wator closets In roar of the 
Clatlin school building, and tho ordor 
was roferroil to tho flnanco committee. 

Forty-five thousand nine hundred dol- 
lars was appropriated to cover tho ex- 
pense of tho city during Juno. 

A PLAY GROUND. 

Alderman Kennedy presented an ordor 
that the commltteo on parks consider 
tho expediency of securing publio play 
grounds in certain of tho wards and 
report tho probablo expense. lie thought 
tho city was backward in providing 
places for tho children to play and in 
wards ono and seven thoy had no 
place hut the streets. ItwaB the same 
in Nonantum, and he thought suitable 
places ought to ho provided. Now was 
the time to do it, boforo tho land was all 
takon for building purposes. The order 
passed, after which tho hoard adjourned 
to 7.15 next Monday evening.

Assessors’ Notice 


The inhabitants of the City of Newton, 
and all other persons liable to pay taxes 
therein, are hereby required to bring In to 
tlie Assessors of said Newton, on any day 
from 

May First to tho fifteenth day of 
June next, 

true lists of all thoir Polls (males, 20 years 
old ami upward ), and schedules and esti- 
mates of their personal estates, not exempt- 
ed from taxation. 

ASSESSMENT OP WOMEN. 

Chap. 196, Acts of 1889. 

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors 
shall, in the month of May or .lunc In 
each year, visit each dwelling-house or 
building and make true lists of all women 
twenty years of age and upwards, who 
shall in writing over their own signa- 
tures, request the Assessors to assess them 
for a “poll tax” and it shall lie the duty of 
the Assessors to inquire at each such dwel- 
ling-house or building for such written re- 
quests for assessment, which must give the 
name in full— age, occupation and residence 
May 1st 1888. All women desiring to be as- 
sessed for a poll tax should have their writ- 
ten request for such assessment In tho 
form required by the Act of 1889, ready for 
delivery to the Assessors when they shall 
visit the house where thoy dwell. Each re- 
quest should be upon a separate sheet 
signed by the applicant with nor name in 
full. No application for the assessment of 
a woman for a poll tax will he received by 
mail or in any other than in the manner 
provided by said Chapter 196, except by 
filing in the office of the Assessors tho list 
provided by Section 12, of Chapter 298, of 
Acts of 1884, as amended by Chapter 200 
of Acts of 1888. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether 
for minors or otherwise, are particularly 
requested to furnish the Assessors with 
statements in relation to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during tlie past year, or have 
changedhands from other causes, the Ex- 
ecutors, Administrators, Trustees, or oth- 
er persons interested, are required and 
warned to give notice of such change : and 
in default of such notice will be held to 
nay tlie tax assessed, although such estate 
has been wholly distributed and paid over. 
Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable or 
Scientific Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of 
Chapter 217, Acts of 1882,— Ail persons 
and corporations aro hereby required to 
bring in to the Assessors of Newton on 
any day from May first to tlie fifteenth day 
of June next, true lists of all real and per- 
sonal estate held by such persons and cor- 
porations respectively for literary, benevo- 
lent, charitable or scientific purposes on tlie 
first day of May, 1889, together with state- 
ments of the amount of all receipts and 
expenditures by such person or corporation 
for said purpose during tlie year next pre- 
ceding said first day of May ; such lists and 
statements to be in such detail as may bo 
required by the tax commissioner. 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

Chap. 175, Acts of 1882, Sec. 1. 

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of Real Es- 
tate may bring in to the Assessors of tlie 
town or city where, such Real Estate lies, 
at the time specified for bringing in tho 
list as provided in Section thirty-eight of 
Chapter eleven of the Public Statutes, a 
statement, underneath, of the amount due on 
eaeli separate lot or parcel of such Real 
Estate, and the name and residence of ev- 
ery holder of an interest therein as a mort- 
gagee or mortgagor. When such property 
Is situated in two or more places, or when 
a recorded mortgage includes for one sum 
two or more estates or parts of an estate, 
an estimate of tlie amount of the mortga- 
gee's interest in each estate or part of an 
estate shall be given in such statement. 
Tlie Assessors shall, from such statements 
or otherwise, ascertain tlie proportionate 
parts of such estates 'that are tlie interests 
of mortgagees and mortgagors, respective- 
ly, and shall,’ assess the same. Whenever, 
in any case of mortgaged Real Estate, a 
statement is not brought in as herein pro- 
vided. no tax for tlie then current year on 
such Real Estate shall be invalidated for 
tlie reason that a mortgagee’s interest 
therein lias not been assessed to him. 
SHIPPING 

Shipping and business income aro not 
taxable to a firm, but eaeli resident part- 
ner must include these items in his indi- 
vidual return. Owners and agents of ships 
and vessels engaged in the foreign carrying 
trade, are referred to Sections 8 and 9, of 
Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes, for tho 
form of return required to obtain exemp- 
tion from taxation upon tlie valuation of 
such property. Said returns to lie made to 
the Assessors on or before June first. 

Any person bringing iu a list of all his 
taxable property will be assessed upon the 
valuation thereof, and any person neglect- 
ing to furnish tlie Assessors with such list 
within tlie time above specified, will bo 
doomed at a legal meeting of tlie Board 
of Assessors agreeably to tlie laws of this 
Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that state- 
ments of personal property must ho in 
writing and subscribed under oath before 
one of the Assessors, on or before tlie 
fifteenth day of June, and that tlie Personal 
Property of all taxable persons must bo 
estimated by tlie Board, notwithstanding 
nny| verbal statement or informal written 
communication to any ono or more of tho 
Assessors.— Pub.’ Stat. Chap. 11, See. 39 and 
41. When a person lias failed to bring in 
a lister schedule of all hit* taxable property, 
in conformity to this notice, no abatement 
of a tax assessed on Personal Estate to such 
person can be granted, “unless such tax 
exceeds by more than fifty per cent, tho 
j amount which would have been assessed to 
that person on Personal Estate if he had 
seasonably brought iu said list; aud if said 
tax exceeds by more than fifty per cent, 
tlie suid amount, tlie abatement shall be 
only of the excess above the said fifty per 
cent.”— Pub. Statutes. Chap. 11, See. 73.

Why does not 
this correspondent say that nearly all of 
these articles the Republicans wero all too 
glad to remove from the list of revenue 
producers. A reduction on the whet- 
stones gave tho tariff on wool a longer 
life, and in putting cotton on the free list 
they put off the day when cottons must 
stand alone. If tea were free, T rails 
wero safely taxed; and if coffee no long 
er yielded revenue, crockery must. 

Again, is it honest to boast of numer- 
ous reductions on unnamed and insignifi- 
cant articles, and at the saroo time omit 
to state such facts as theses— in 1882, 
{was the war over then?) — duties were 
ns high as in 1804 upon the following: 
books, cbinaware, cotton goods, many 
classes of hemp and flax goods, window 
glass, iron rails, steel ware, paper and 
silks! The “reduction” -of 1870, Air. 
Allen forgot to state, increased the 
duties on copper, flax, marble, steel 
.rails, and wool and woolens above the 
war rates of 18(J4. 

Tho Act of 1872 is mentioned, but that 
of 1875 is not. Tho most important part 
of tho former Act was a ten per cent re- 
duction on cottons, woolens, glassware, 
and the myriad forms of iron and steel. 
The Act of 1875— did tl»e Protectionists 
over hear of it— repealed that provision, 
and restored the old rates. 

The Act of 1883 may well be named the 
Hypocritical Tariff — it pretended to do 
much and did little. Tire table given in 
the Journal means nothing until one has 
some knowledge of what articles they 
were that received real deductions, what 
articles received lower .rates simply as a 
matter of form, and wliat articles re- 
ceived an increased rate. For example, 
in our tariff there are many kinds of 
woolens; how wore they .treated in 1883? 
On most classes the duties were lowered 
but in nearly every case these woolens 
can not be imported under the new’ rate 
any more than under the old; the duties 
is still prohibitory. But there were two 
kinds of w’oolens, dress goods and cas- 
simeres, which were largely imported. 

The duties on these were raised, and 
tho consumers paid the higher price. 
Cottons were similarly treated. Perhaps 
half the cottons imported. since 1883 have 
paid higher rates than would have been 
demanded under the old law. The duty 
-on iron ore was increased,. aud even if a 
red action was made in copper the 
amount left was still higher than in 1804. 

Quicksilver was free in J882, but the 
owners of the richest mines in the world 
needed protection agaiust paupers, aud 
“1883” put 10 per cent on quicksilver. 
Wool was slightly reduced, but all the 
high tariff leaders are ashamed of it, and 
one can scarcely call them .Reformers in 
Wool .Duties — unless, to be sure, 

“The way to reform it 

Is to tax that spot as high ns the rest." 

Iron in many forms is reduced, and 
steel rails have come down a little from 
their “bad eminence.” Here at last is a 
step in the right direction and we mean 
to give even, the Hypocritical Tariff its 
due ; it was not all wrong and there may 
bo some -slight reductions in other arti- 
cles. 

Mr. Allen wisely refrains from any 
mention of tho present attitude of the 
Protectionists towards Reform. . He 
spores the “Wonderful Tariff” of last 
winter, and we, too, at this time will 
spare it aud him. 

Tiie .Republican Tariff Reformers have 
paid itheir tithes of mint, aud anise and 
•cummin;— steel rails aro only SJ7 a ton 
instead of 828, and hides and hellebore 
aro on the free list, lint what about the 
weightier matters of the law, judgment, 
and mercy, aud faith; the tools of the 
mechanic, tho sugar and salt and rice 
aud ilsli of the poor, the clothing ami 
shelter of tho laborer. These (Might ye 
to have done, and not to leave the other 
lUudone. 


Tariff Fables— No. 2. 


THE FOX WITHOUT A TAIL. 


A coueeited y^uing Fox was wout to 
liken himself to a powerful nation, and 
in especial used to cail his tail, which in 
sooth was a tine oue, tho Commercial 
Marine. Being caught in a War Trap lie 
was glad to compound for his neck by 
tho loss of bis Commercial Marine. To 
make the best of a bud matter be called 
tho rest of the foxes together and ad- 
vised them to follow his example. “When 
one comes to reason upon it,” said lie, 
“a Commercial Marine may be good 
enough in its way, but I am truly i:t a 
maze to timl so many advantages coining 
from the loss of it.” Cpouthisan old 
fellow with a great swooping tail stopped 
forward and said, "1 rather think, my 
friend, you would not advise us thus if 
you eoultl compass the recovery of your 
own Brush.” 


What wo need in this country to-day, 
and especially in Now England, are 
crude materials as cheap as our rivals 
get them and access to the foreign mar- 
kets on equal terms with those rivals. In 
many of our industries artificial stimu- 
lation lias increased capacity until there 
can bo produced in six or sovon months 
all the goods that this country demands 
in a year, and these goods aro shut out of 
foroign markets because tho high tariff 
increases the cost of production. Manu- 
facturers in almost every department of 
industry have testified that if it wero not 
for the higher cost of production caused 
by the extreme tariff they would laugh 
at foreign competition, for tho simple, 
reason that a mail is worth more in this 
country than elsewhere. 

We heard a good deal from the extreme 
protectionists about the restoration of 
our mercantile marine. Our great ship- 
ping interest, for which tho country is 
especially adapted, is prostrate because 
“protection” which covers tho land, can 
not ho extended to tiio freo “highway 
of nations.” To talk about restoring it 
to a healthy »tato without removing the 
burden of the tariff is about as sensible 
as to prescribe brandy to a strong run- 
ner whoso feot are shackled. 

The shipping interest, which under 
normal conditions would bo worth more 
to this country than nil the “protected” 
industries, has three great elements of 
value. First the building of ships would 
mean the profitable employment of a 
large amount of capital and labor. Sec- 
ondly, the carrying trade lias been highly 
profitable, and might he again if the busi- 
ness were not overdone by artificial stim- 
ulation, as by tho French bounties, for 
instance. Thirdly, and more important 
still, if we had our own steamship lines, 
running to all parts of the world, wc 
could more conveniently semi our pro- 
ducts to foreign markets where they 
would ho wanted if they could ho easily 
and profitably obtained. 

Theiofore wo aro justified in saying 
that all tho advantages of foreign com- 
merce-one of the greatest sources of 
tho wealth of nations— are sacrificed by a 
high tariff, and that no compensating 
advantages are secured which we should 
not enjoy in any event. Alpha. 


Field Day. 

Tho Newton Natural History Society 
held its second field day for tho season 
last Saturday afternoon at Echo Bridge 
and tho beautiful little region on the 
south side of tho river. The party num- 
bering about thirty left the cars at Eliot 
and walked the half mile to the ravine 
and rocks bearing tho inappropriate 
name of Devil’s Den. Here they were 
joined by others from tho Upper Falls 
and Centre. After rambling over this 
little romantic dell amid the “Forest 
Primeval” of robust, sombre shading 
hemlocks, the party gathered on a little 
knoll for a rest and the exercises of the 
day. 

Dr, J. F. Frisbie gave an address, tak- 
ing for his subject the conglomerate for- 
mation or pudding stone found so abun- 
dant in this region. The conglomerate 
is divided into pudding stone aud breccia, 
aud consists of fragments of older rocks 
cemented together by a finer material, 
lu the pudding stpne the inclosed materi- 
al is rounded, water-worn boulders or 
stoues or .even line sand. The latter is 
called sandstone and lias many shades of 
color. 

Observe along the beach patches of 
water- worn stones of different sizes and 
extent. Through subsidence, following 
a fracture in the earth crust, producing 
the earth .quake, this beach becomes the 
door of the ocean. Fine material eroded 
and worn away from the land is carried 
down by running water to the ocean, and 
deposited on these pebbles, settling 
among them, and thus preparing all for 
tire formation of a conglomerate, when 
two other forces are added. Continued 
deposit on top at times gives pressure. 
To this is added heat from the interior of 
the earth, and in time, by tiie aid of the 
pressure and the Leat this material is 
cooked and cemented into a solid rock, 
and the conglomerate rock is the result. 

Long ages pass away, the earth loses 
heat by radiation into space aud con- 
tracts, aud this ocean floor is elevated 
above the water and the conglomerate 
comes into view. 

In making a plum pudding the house- 
wife contracts a conglomerate. Let her 
place the raisins in a dish, pour over them 
the milk and eggs, set in tiie oven to 
hake, and it emerges a typical conglom- 
erate. 

In a breccia tho inclosed fragments are 
angular, not rounded, hut the process and 
the result is .the same. Likewise with 
the sandstone, the sand on the beach is 
cemented by tho line material, the only 
difference i- in the size of tho enclosed 
fragment of reck. 

Here in Nowtou slate is l'ouud in direct 
contact witli the conglomerate. This is 
oasily explainod. Tho fine silt that 
cements the rock fragments together is 
laid down abundantly above or below 
tho other material, and by heat and 
pressure this silt is baked into slate. 

Otis Pettoe, Esq., gave an interesting 
historical account of the early settle- 
ment of this part of Newton, with 
espeeial reference to the successive mill 
industries from the ea.liest date to the 
present, cotton, irou, silk and [taper. He 
then led the party through tho paper mill, 
close by the river, and explained tiie 
manner of manufacturing [taper. 

From there they went to Echo Bridge, 
and listened to the wonderful echo, then 
on top for tho view. A part descended 
through tho trap to see tho water and 
listen to the echo in the great conduit. 

From there t lie party accompanied Mr. 
Pettoe to his beautiful home and spent an 
hour ou his lawn looking at the line views 
of mouutains and valley, while listening 
to stories and legends of the past. A 
half mile walk to Eliot station and at 
5.45 tho cars were taken and the field day 
was over. 

It had been an afternoon of interest 
aud pleasure enjoyed by all. 


Foreign^ Trade ami the Shipping 
Interest. 

One of the strongest arguments made 
by our friends who believe in continuing 
tho war tariff in time of peace is that any 
material reduction of that tariff would 
throw labor out of employment in this 
couutry and cause an inundation of for- 
eign goods. This argument leaves out 
of sight the fundamental conditions of 
foreign trade. If wo buy wo must sell. 
Foreign commerce cannot he carried ou 
without these two factors. Our extreme 
protectionist friends of the modern 
sjhool — never dreamed of by Hamilton 
or (Jay— look upon all importations of 
products which could ho made here at 
any price as so much dead loss. The 
wiser theory seems to he that if two 
countries can exchange what they do not 
need or want for what they do need or 
want they both make profits. 


The Newton Cottage Hospital. 

To the l-Mitor of tho Newtou Giuniu : 

It is reported on good authority that a 
prejudice agaiust the hospitul lias arisen 
in some quarters, based upon the entire- 
ly false idea that the small charges col- 
lected at the Hospital are paid to tiie at- 
tending physicians, and thus that the 
Hospital is ail institution for enriching 
them. The truth is that not a cent col- 
lected by the hospital has ever been paid 
to a physician. The physicians do their 
noble work for tiie Hospital with no pe- 
cuniary compensation whatever. In a 
few instances — perhaps six or eight in 
all— with the consent of two members of 
the medical hoard, physicians have been 
permitted to bring their private patients 
to the hospital for convenience in specia 


treatment. From these they may or may 
not have received their ordinary fees. 
Tho hospital lias nothing to do with 
them; and cveiy dollar that the hospital 
collects goes to the ordinary expenses of 
food, cleaning, warming, nursing, and 
other necessities, without any compensa- 
tion to tho physicians. The following 
statement lias twice been published in 
tlio reports of tlio hospital, and may 
servo to correct erroneous impressions if 
the editor will kindly reprint it. 

J. Worcester, Sec. Ex. Com. 

[Extract from Hospital Report ] 

No person has over been refused ad- 
mission to the hospital on account of 
poverty ; and, once admitted to tiie gen- 
eral wards, poor and 1 h receive equal 
care and attention, according to their 
need, tho food boing regulated by tho 
physicians’ orders. No other rule seems 
practicable and liumnne. I’aticnts oc- 
cupying private rooms, at much higher 
cost, can have any extra attendance they 
may require and choose to pay for. The 
price of ten dollars a week represents, as 
nearly as can ho estimated, the cost of 
maintaining the patients in the general 
wards, and the price that it is fair for 
them to pay if they are able to do so. 
In fact, tho number of patieuts who do 
pay this is extremely small; and any 
amount that a patient is able to pay is 
accepted. For those who have a claim 
for support upon the City of Newton, and 
can pay nothing, tlio City allows seven 
dollars a week; and for such persons 
who can pay a part of the seven dollars, 
tho City makes up tho rest. If the pa- 
tient has no legal claim upon tho City, 
as for instance, foreigners who have re- 
cently arrived, the State pays three dol- 
lars a week, which is the minimum cost 
of supporting them in a wholesale insti- 
tution like Tewksbury; and for them the 
City adds two dollars, dividing with the 
hospital the difference between tho three 
dollars and the seven which the City 
pays for its own poor. It is, of course, 
desirable that in evei’y instance the pa- 
tient himself, or his friends who aro res- 
ponsible for him, should pay whatever 
part of the cost ho is able to pay; and at 
the same time if lie is unable to pay any- 
thing, we would not refuse to care for 
him. This is a more liberal course than 
is usual in hospitals; and it is urged by 
some that it encourages the habit of 
careless spending, and laying by nothing 
for rainy days; since a person will say, 
that he has no need to lay by for sick- 
ness, as lie can go to the hospital for 
nothing when sickness comes. In gen- 
eral, neople who will take this view will 
spend anyway, and cannot be much in- 
fluenced by indefinite future needs. But 
wo are not sure that something cannot 
he done usefully, by inducing poor fami- 
lies to pay small amounts regularly, as a 
sort of hospital insurance, which shall 
entitle all the members of the family to 
the hospital care that they may need at 
any time, 

The hospital cannot undertake to pro- 
vide for patients not residents of New- 
ton, at less than the actual cost. Pa- 
tients from other towns and cities, pay- 
ing the weekly charge of ten dollars, can 
he admitted if there is suitable place for 
them. Contagious and infectious di- 
seases are not admitted, as we have no 
separate and safe accommodations for 
them. 

Incurable cases also, as a rule, are net 
admitted. Yet it has many times hap- 
pened that the hospital has received 
such patients because it was the only 
way of providing suitably for their clos- 
ing hours. They may be admitted any- 
time “for reasons satisfactory to the 
Medical Board.” 

Memorial day will he observed again in 
a short time, and in his general orders 
calling the attention of the Massachu- 
setts veterans to this fact, Department 
Commander Goodale says: 

“Comrades, let us devote this one day 
of all the year to the memory of our de- 
parted comrades. As we treasure the 
recollections of the hours they were with 
us in life, and ever hold dear the mem- 
ories and ties of comradeship, so let us 
on this day pay grateful tribute at their 
last resting places to the heroes brave 
aud true who are with us no more.”

A NEWTON STREET RAILWAY. 


At last there is a prospect of a street 
railway in Newton, and tho action of the 
board of aldermen has boon received 
with satisfaction and approval by tho 
great majority of citizens. Tho people 
of Newton wanted a street railway, and 
the majority did not care whether the 
cars were propelled by overhead wires, 
by storage batteries, or by horses, so long 
as the railway* is started. Of the 200 
telephone subscribers in Newton, only 
two appeared to remonstrate, and the 
general public do not use the telephone, 
while they will use the street cars, so 
that their interests wero all on the side 
of the railroad. 

The board of aldermen certainly 
stretched courtesy to its extreme limit 
in giving the Telephone Company a 
hearing, as, according to the City Solici- 
tor, the company has no legal location in 
the streets of Newton, and as one of the 
aldermen remarked, it took a great deal 
of “cheek” for them to appear aud take 
up the time of the board with their re- 
monstrance, and then talk about “tres- 
pass.” The aldermen evidently decided 
that they did not care to have that part 
of the question brought up next Monday 
evening. 

As for tho Storage Battery company, 
it asked for something already granted 
to another company, in its petition for a 
looation. aud hence it made no difference 
whether the board granted tho right to 
use the overhead wire system before or 
after the hearing, they could not give 
away what had already been granted. 
Besides, the fact that no railroad in the 
country is using tho storage battery 
system, may have had some effect. The 
only fault that can reasonably be found 
with the action of the board is that they 
did not grant the permit a month or 
more ago. 

The full report of the speeches which 
we publish to-day, in connection with 
the full text of the order, will show that 
the subject was ably debated, and that 
the members were as well informed upon 
the wishes of the people aud the merits 
of the questiou, as if they had held a 
dozen hearings. Alderman Childs ably 
represented the Storage Battery com- 
pany, although it hardly needed his an- 
nouncement that he had invested uo 
money in the company to convince peo- 
ple that he was not financially interested. 
He has great faith in the storage battery 
system. as a system, but he is not puttiug 
any money in it, wbilo an alderman of 
Newton. 

All the other aldermen voted in favor 
of the order, and strong speeches in favor 
of it were made by Aldermen Johnson, 
Tolmau, Pettee and Chadwick. As an 
illustration of the popular seutiment,one 
of the aldermen who is personally op- 
posed to street railroads said that every 
resident hut two on his street, one of the 
finest sections of the city, had signed a 
petition to have the West Eud company 
run their cars through it, and so nothing 
was left for him hut to vote for the 
order. 

The provisions of tho order are care- 
fully drawn, aud appear to protectfully 
all the iuterests of the city, while the 
bond required is large enough to cover 
any damage that may he done. The pro- 
vision that the cars must be running 
within six months is the most popular 
feature, and the company iutend, it 
is said, to have everything iu readi- 
ness by the lirst of September. They 
have abundant capital, also, and 
ought to get everything in first-class 
shape on the circuit by that time. Presi- 
dent Parker says it is the iutentiou to 
run the cars at first every fifteen minutes 
and to keep thiB up, if the patronage 
will warrant it. The road will certainly 
prove of great advantage to Newton, and 
will probably do much towards building 
up the north side of the city, between 
the centers of population. 

The school board made quite an in- 
crease iu the school expenses Wednes- 
day evening. $2(.K) was added to .the sala 
ry of Superintendent Emerson, making 
it $3,200; $300 to tho salary of Mr. Chand- 
ler. $210 w as voted for graduation exor- 
cises of the grammtr schools, to he held 
at West Newton, provided the parents 
approve; the hoard also ask the city 
council for $1,500 to pay tho expense of 
the proposed vacation school, to he lo- 
cated at Auhurndale, aud $1,500 is asked 
for as a starter for the proposed addition 1 
to the Clalliu School building at Xew- 
tonville. it will he interesting to note ; 
what action the finance committee rec- 
ommends iu regard to these two re- ; 
quests. The City Council is rather eco- 


nomically inclined this year, and realizo 
that with the most careful management 
the tax-rate will ho sutHciontly high, to 
say tho least, and therefore they aro not 
recommending any appropriations for 
work not contemplated at the beginning 
of tho year. The school hoard can of 
course spend their own appropriation ns 
they choose, but to get any thing extra 
from the city council may prove a diftl- 
cult matter, although tho city council 
may possibly feel in a gonorous mood. 


T'iik controversy between Mr. James 
T. Allen and tho editor of our Tariff Rc- i 
form column is getting to he interesting 
ami wo are sorry that Mr. Allen did not 
have confidence enough in his controver- 
sial powers to send his lottors to the 
Graphic, as then they would bnvo 
reached the readers for whoso benefit 
wo suppose ho is writing. All discussion 
is of value if it makes people think for 
themselves, and that seems to be what , 
our Tariff Reform column is doing. The 
editor of it is certainly thoroughly posted 
on tariff history and legislation. 


Senator Edmunds is impressed with ; 
tho decay of political morals, as indicated 
by tho increasing purchase of voters aud 
in tho June Forum he estimates tho 
amount of money spent during the last 
campaign at $5,000,000, and in his criti- 
cism ho spares no section of the country 
and neither party. Among the remedies 
that ho points out aro bettor registration 
laws, restriction of immigration and of 
naturalization, and tho compulsory pub- 
lication of election expenses. 

Alderman Kennedy introduced an 
order about play grounds into the board 
of aldermen, Monday night, which ought 
to receive immediate attention. There 
is said to be a good sized field in Nonan- 
tum, which the city can hire at a merely 
nominal rent, and that would make a : 
good beginning towards public play ; 
grounds, It would prove a great con- j 
venienco to a large number, and a public j 
playground is needed in that section even i 
more than in Newton. 


The Milford Journal, whoso editor 
wants the Milford postoffice, thinks it is 
all right for President Harrison to ap- 
point his brother, or all of his relatives to i 
high salaried offices, and says that any 
other course “would show a coldness of | 
nature out of all character with the 
warmth and generosity which should ^ 
characterize a government by the peo- , 
pie.” The Milford postoffice pays a sal- 1 
ary of $2,500, we understand. 


Mayor Burr called up the question of 
a public bath house, Monday night, in a 
special message, and set forth the neces- 
sity for it in a forcible manner. The ques- 
tiou has been agitated for several years, 
and possibly something may be done 
this summer. Now that we are to have 
a street railway in six months, no one j 
can tell what other public improvements 
may come along with it. 

We were told last week by our local 
contctnparary that “the overhead elec- 
tric system appears to he losing ground 
iu popular favor,” and the same fertile 
writer had a number of anonymous com- 
munications, all to the samo effect. 
Nevertheless both Newton nnd a number 
of other cities have goue right along in 
adopting the system. 

“Taverner” in the Boston Post gives 
this as his understanding of Boston 
etiquette among people living next door 
to each other: “It is the duty of every 
citizen to bow to his neighbor so long as 
the latter remains unconvicted of a felo- 
ny or of cruelty to auitnals.” 

One cannot help feeling sorry for the [ 
Telephone experts and ' attorneys, who 
labored so hard with the board of aider- 
men, as they seem to have only wasted 
their own time, as wpll as that of the 
board of aldermen.

It is a 
curious illustration of the improvement 
which has come over the town that Julian 
Hawthorne says in the life of his father 
that a most dismal and unlovely little 
suburb than West Newton was in the win- 
ter of 1851 could not exist outside of New 
England. It was a place, he adds, where 
the omnipresent ugliness compelled a man 
to write In self-defence. 

—The annuul May party of the Sunday 
school of the First Unitarian church was 
held in City Ilall, Saturday afternoon. 
The exercises consisted of a May pole and 
tambourine dance and a grand march, in 
which all tiie children participated. Music 
was furnished by Cole's orchestra, and re- 
freshments were served.

—Rev. W. T. Burns, who was called to 
the Baptist church here, died in Texas, 
May 18. He was a graduate of Denison 
University and of Rochester Theological 
Seminary in the class of 1874. Three 
months before graduation he received and 
accepted a call to the Warburton avenue 
Baptist church of Yonkers, N. Y. Finding 
that his health was failing under the heavy 
work at Yonkers, he removed at tlie end of 
two years to Haverhill, Mass., where lie 
served the Portland street church. Still 
later he was pastor of the First Church in 
Lynn and of the First church in Camden, 

N. J. The malarial climate of Camden, 
however, soon drove him to Lockport, N. 
Y. Disease followed him. Last winter lie 
came to tiie Boston City Hospital for treat- 
ment. and made such a speedy recovery 
that in a month after leaving the hospital 
he was invited to tlie pastorate of the 
church at West Newton. This, however, 
lie was compelled to abandon and go to 
Texas for rest at tlie home of his brother, 
only, however, to die. He leaves a widow, 
the daughter of Prof. O. J. Marsh of Le- 
land University, New Orleans, and four 
children. 

—l)r. Geo. F. Adams, a highly respected 
and skilful physician of this place more 
than twenty two years ago, died at Med 
field, the 10th Inst, on the spot where he 
was born. After leaving Mcdlicld when a 
young man he went to Waltham, entering 
a manufactory there as an operative, and 
being steadily advanced until he held the 
position of overseer. He then went to tin* 
puterual farm in Medtield and afterwards 
removed to Boston, where ho studied medi- 
cine and practiced with the late Dr. Ed- 
ward Kittredge, corner of Franklin street 
and Theatre alloy, now Devonshire street.

SECOND CONG. SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


1TB SEVENTIETH ANNI VRItSARY Oil- 
SEKVEI) WITH INTERESTING KXKREI8KS. 


Tlio seventieth anniversary of the Sun- 
day school of the Second Congregational 
church, West Newton, was observed Sun- 
day evoning and the exercises wore of an 
interesting character. Thero was a largo 
attendance, the children of the school 
occupying seats in front. Tho pulpit 
platform was prettily decorated, being 
laden with beautiful plants aud a choice 
variety of cut flowers tastefully arranged. 
Tho printed program was unique in it- 
self, as it presented a souvonir of the 
past in an engraving of tlio former meet- 
ing house, while on the last pago the cut 
of the new church building and its en- 
virons was shown. 

Tlie exorcises woro initiated with an 
organ voluntary by Mr. J. Eliot Trow- 
bridge, the musical diiector, after which 
the Sunday school chorus rendered the 
chant, “I will Extol Thee, My God, O 
King.” Tho Lord’s prayer was then re- 
peated in unison, followed by a respon- 
sive reading of the Scriptures by the 
superintendent of tbe Sunday school and 
tho school. After singing tho hymn, 
“Head of the Church Triumphant,” tho 
annual reports were read by the secre- 
tary and treasurer, Mr. J. Franklin Ful- 
ler, Jr. He says: 

At tlie close of another year, the 70th 
of our existeuco ns a Sunday school, it is 
fitting that we pause for a moment to 
brietly review its work. Your secretary 
therefore, presents this report, hoping 
that each may find in it something of in- 
terest and of encouragement for the 
work of the coming year. 

Our school lias to-day a membership of 
302 with au average attendance exclusive 
of tho Home department of 224 against 
230 last year. The lower average this 
year is due chiefly to the largo number 
of stormy Sundays last fall. Since the 
first of January the attendance has been 
good, on tlio first Sunday in February 
reaching 295, the largest ever reported. 
The school is divided into four depart- 
ments as in the years previous. 

The Primary department under the 
care of Miss S. Maria Clarke has a mem- 
bership of 57, an increase of 5 over that 
of last year. Fourteen have been pro- 
moted to tlie main school during the 
year. No one who lias visited this class 
and observed the interest which the 
children take in the exercises and in the 
words of their teacher can fail to bo con- 
vinced that good work is being done in 
this department. 

The main school numbers 30 teachers 
and 205 scholars divided among 30 classes. 
It has been under the direct supervision 
of Supt. Mr. Edw. A. Marsh, ably assist- 
ed by Mr. Wm. G. Bell. As a rule, the 
work of the teachers has been faithful, 
and tbe interest among tbe scholars 
good. The school regrets the continued 
absence of its superintendent, and hopes 
he may soon be permitted to once more 
resume the duties of the office which he 
lias so.acceptably filled. 

The Bible class, in chaige of Deacon 
Putnam, numbers 75. aud continues to 
grow in interest and attendance. All 
members of the congregation not other- 
wise connected with tlie school may here 
spend a profitable hour, and will be cor- 
dially welcomed. 

The Home Department, under the care 
of Miss Clark, numbers 18. The interest 
manifested by the members of this de- 
partment, who, unable to attend the ses- 
sion of the school, study the lessons in 
tlieir own homes, is very creditable. 

The Library, numbering 500 volumes, 
is well cared for by Mr. Warren E. Leach 
and his assistants. It gieatly needs re- 
numbering and a new catalogue. We 
are triad to report that this is to be at- 
tended to during the coming summer, 
and that new books will soon be added. 

The music of the seliool is still in 
charge of Mr. J. E.iot Trowbridge. 
Under his care, the Sunday school chorus 
has increased iu uumbers and has im- 
proved in singing. Its music adds great- 
ly to the interests of our Sunday school 
concerts. New singing-books have been 
purchased through tlie efforts of a com- 
mittee and the generosity of the friends 
of the school. We hope for an improve- 
ment in the singing of tho school when 
we shall have become more familiar with 
the music and hymns. 

In conclusion, he alludes to the various 
auxiliary societies of the Sunday school 
and tlieir work, commending tlie efforts 
of the Nowell Society of Christian En- 
deavor and other organizations that ren- 
der aid in tho general work. The ben- 
evolence of tho school has been larger 
during the presont year than usual.

After the reading of tho reports, the 
exercises of the primary department and 
the boys of the Pino Farm school took 
place. Rev. Harrison A. Shorey of 
Neligli, Neb., delivered an address to the 
children, and the original hymn written 
by the late Rev. Dr. 1. N. Tarbox upon 
the occasion of the fiftieth anniversary 
was sung. The benedictiou was pro- 
nounced by Rev. Mr. Shorey. 

rev. MR. Patrick’s sermon. 

At the morning service the pastor, Rev. 
H. J. Patrick, preached a commemorative 
sermon from the appropriate text in 
Jeremiah 29:10, “After seventy years be 
accomplished I will visit you and per- 
form my good word toward you.” After 
referring to the origin of Sabbath Schools 
in N. E., bespoke of this school as hav- 
ing its birth in the appropriate spring 
time, 70 years ago. It was held in a little 
builuiug on Waltham street at a point 
nearly opposite tho Davis school 
house, it met iu the morning before the 
service aud at the close of the session a 
procession was formed two hy two of 
tho scholars, and preceded by tho teach- 
ers they inarched to tho church, a good 
object lesson for tho community. The 
first superintendent was Mr. Joseph 
Jackson, a teacher, who was an intimate 
friend of Father < .reoiiough’s, and a 
man of ability and most exemplary 
character. The exercises were mostly 
the recitation of Scriptures and Hymns. 
Alter Mr. Jackson, cuinu Deacon Joel Ful- 
ler, who had charge of the school for 20 
years, aud to whom it owed more iu 
those days than to all others. 

The school was held at first ouly in tlie 
summer but tho tiaditiou of Deacon Fuller 
is reported, that bringing in a bundle of 


tire wood under oach arm be said, “What 
was good for summer wan also good for 
winter, ’’and so tho school from that time 
was held through the year. 

Library, benevolence and ooncert fol- 
lowed In tlieir time, though in the ab- 
sence of all records tho date of intro- 
duction cannot bo ascertained. Tho first 
public anniversary was observed in 1802. 

A comparison of the school at certain 
points will show its growth. Tbe first 
report wo find is 35 years ago, when there 
were 13 classes, 90 scholars, and $20 
quarterly contribution; at tho semi cen- 
tennial celebration 20 years ago, then 31 
classes, 285 scholars and a quarterly re- 
port of $57 benovolence. To-day there 
aro 38 classes, 392 scholars, an annual re- 
port for the last year of $433.35 for be- 
ncvolenco. This growth is natural from 
the increase of population, though tlie 
number of other churches lias increased 
in even greater proportion. When this 
school was organized Newton had a 
population of 1800, 20 yeuiB ago it had 

11.000. To-day. according to tlio lately 
issued hand book it is estimated to have 

23.000. But from four churches 70 years 
ago there aro now 31 churches reported 
in our directory this yoar. 

Tho school has had 14 superintendents 
— Messrs. Jackson, Fuller, Stone, Jun- 
son, Danforth, Bosworth, Rich, Day, 
Wbittemore, Newell, Whitmore, Davis, 
Marsh. The longest terms of service 
were tlioso of Dea. Fuller, 20 years; Mr 
Newell, 11 years, and Mr. Wbittemore, 8 
years. 

Special reference was in ado to Mr. 
Nowell and Don. Whitmore, who had 
died ; as remembered by most of those 
present for their earnest, and hearty de- 
votion to the school. It has boon the 
good fortune of tho school to have had 
for an exceptionally long term of service, 
serving more than a quarter of a century, 
iho same superintendent of tho primary 
department, Miss Mali a L. Clark. 

A fresh impulse has been given to tho 
school during tho last three years, from 
the increased accommodations in the 
new chapel and parlors. The contrast 
between the old and the new is seen on 
the program of anniversary exercises to 
day. 

The benevolence of the school has 
been steadily increasing from the first 
report which was made 35 years ago — 
tlie aggregate amount being about $7000 
—most of which went to the Freedom 
and Home missions and special objects. 

In recounting tho spiritual history of 
tho school, mention was made of special 
seasons of religious interest which have 
been enjoyed more frequently during the 
last 20 years than formerly, and of the 
large proportion of those uniting with 
the church as coming from the Sabbath 
school so that it justified its name as tlie 
nursery of the church.

California Correspondence. 

Oakland, Cnl., May, I860. 

Tho eastern cxcurslonlsta, who have 
found winter quarters in California are 
now fast leaving for homo on tho othor 
sldo of tho continent. This week tho 
Raymond Jt Whitcomb excursionists, to 
tho numbor of 150 persons, took tho 
overland train for tho cast, while other 
parties havo loft before, and more to fol- 
low tho coming wcok. 

Oakland pooplo havo endeavored to 
givo a hearty welcome to these visitors, 
and it is hoped that many of them carry 
homo sunny memories of thoir sojourn 
upon tho Pacific coast. Hoping to induce 
somo of these visitors to return and tako 
up a residence in this beautiful city, 
parties of excursionists havo been in- 
vited to Oakland upon certain days, 
whore they have dined at tho hotels, 
gratis, and then havo taken a freo ride 
around tho city. The best teams and 
most stylish carriages have been fur- 
nished for thiB purpose, by wealthy and 
liberal citizens, mid tho excursionists 
have usually seemed very thankful for 
the generous attention. 

But not long since a party of eastern 
visitors labored under the mistaken idea 
that the Oakland “sight seeing,” pro- 
vided by citizens, was but a portion of 
tho program called for by their Raymond 
& Whitcomb tickets, and which they had 
a right to have fulfilled. 

This mistake led to rather good jokes 
on some of the prominent men, who had 
donned their best garments in honor of 
the guests, and had condescended to 
handle tho reins of their stylish hacks 
and other vehicles, in order to point out 
the beauties of the city from its front 
door, opening upon the waters of the 
bay, to the back door or hill tops of the 
suburbs. 

Tho drivers, supposed to be hack 
drivers by tho party, roceivod rather 
scornful treatment, which was not 
relished by the gentlemen. After lunch 
at the hotel, several members of the 
party were politely informed by one of 
the ontertainers that his carriage was at 
the door ready to carry thorn wherever 
they desired to go. Tho haughty and in- 
solent reply, “Go where you are ordered !” 
was so unexpected that tho liberal gen- 
tlemau is said to have turned and walked 
away, remarking in disgust, “no man 
orders me.” 

In another case a capitalist, who is the 
owner of much real estate in tho city, 
and who had offered to drive his own 
stylisli carriage, found soon after start- 
ing that he was considered only a coach- 
man. He let the mistake pass for the 
time being, but before returning to tin- 
hotel lie made it convenient to drive 
through Ninth streot, and when opposite 
his own block, with a wave of his hand 
toward a grand building, and in a tone 
of assumed indifference said, “That’s 
my block.” The guests did not reply, 
but if they comprehended his meaning, 
it is thought that they probably went 
home to tell tho pleasant story that hack 
drivers own brick business' blocks in 
Oakland. Moral, never judge a Cali- 
fornian’s social position by the labor lie 
performs, neither expect his coat to be 
labeled with the amount of gold he pos- 
sesses. 

The car called “California on wheels,” 
which has been slowly crossing the con- 
tinent for mouths past, and which dis- 
plays choice specimens of California 
fruit, etc., will soon exhibit in the New 
England states. It is estimated that 
nearly half a million people have al- 
ready surveyed the contents of the car. 
and many testify that the fruit is well 
worth beholding. Fresh specimens are 
sent on from tho state board of trade, as 
needed, and a few days since specimens 
of palm and pampas grass were called 
for to trim the car afresh for the eastern 
exhibit. 

The “Deaf, Dumb and Blind Institute” 
at Berkeley, near Oakland, is said to be 
the first of its kind to introduce the 
type-writer and the stenographic machine 
into its institution for the benefit of the 
blind. The latter machine has keys like 
the type writer, but instead of letters, 
dots are pricked on paper, forming a 
system of shorthand, which is read by 
the souse of touch. A blind pupil be- 
comes expert iu taking dowu a letter 
from dictation, and after translating the 
stenographic notes, writes them out by 
means of tho type-writer. Tho last 
legislature appropriated $500 to buy 
type- writers for tho blind in this institu- 
tion. A phonograph lias also been 
ordered for the blind, which may make 
tho stenographic machine unnecessary. 
It is hoped that the pupils thus taught 
may be able iu future years to secure re- 
munerative employment. 

The last showers of the season aro now 
falling, aud iivo or six mouths of dry 
weather are to bo looked for ahead. The 
gardens are full of lovely flowers, and 
Solomon in all his store of botanical and 
other knowledge was probably never per- 
mitted to see such a vast array, and 
great variety of lovely roses as Califor- 
nia exhibits to-day. Rose festivals are 
being hold in numerous places. One last 
week in this city, uuder the auspices of 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union, was an exhibition of roses which 
would havo delighted the eyes of eastern- 
ers. The rod, orange, white, lavender 
and groeu booths in tho hall covered 
with roses and containing refreshments, 
were compared to a glimpse of fairy land. 
Among tho prominent designs in floral 
pieces w’as a lighthouse ten or twelve 
feet in height, composed of a variety of 
roses which gradually changed iu hue 
from a pure white at tho top to a deep 
red at the base. Another piece repre- 
sented a boat trimmed with white, pink 
and red roses, the masts also being hung 
with roses and rose .leaves. But tho 
most striking floral piece was tho one 
seen on entering the hall. It was in the 
shape of a life sized cow, made of tho 
handsomest of choice roses. It was sup- 
plied with natural horns, pansies for 
eyes, and two white calla lilies for ears. 
A milk maid sat near by, who, for cash 
received, dealt out buttermilk, which 
was declared to be “fresh from the cow.”

THK SEW ELIOT CHURCH. 

I have an idea that tho dedicatory exer- 
cises of this magnificent church edifice will 
l>c a red letter day in the history of Newton, 
or what in the good old days was known by 
the several designations of ‘‘Bacon’s Cor- 
nor,” Angler’s Corner” and “Newton ( oi- 
lier.” Possibly, only George Hyde and 
Joseph N. Bacon can remember when it 
was Bacon’s Corner and Angler’s Corner. 
Why it \mis ever called Newton Corner, no 
one* can tell. It certainly was a corner of 
the town then and there were but very few 
houses on the Immediate premises. But 
later on, when this obscure portion of New- 
ton had grown into significance and a large 
population was being gathered about this 
prominent nucleus of the Boston & Worces- 
ter railroad, a distinguished gentleman, 
Edward Holman, thought that the designa- 
tion of “Corner” was not exactly applicable 
to the most flourishing part of a town with 
seven villages. Newton Centre had made 
no great advance since tho days of the old 
Worcester turnpike and the Baptist semi- 
nary. Newton Upper Falls had remained 
in stutuquo. Newton Lower Falls had not 
increased and was only noted from the fact 
tlmt the Rice family and Steve Cate lived 
there. Auburndale was a wilderness till 
the large settlement of that wilderness by 
retired clergymen gave it the name of 
“Saints’ Rest,” which was emphasized b; 
the erection of a palatial residence by J. 
Willard Rice. 

West Newton was then known by the 
euphonious name of “Squash End," and 
was particularly noted for the brick tavern, 
one time known as “Peck’s ta»vern,” where 
the assembled wisdom of the town, in the 
shape of the town fathers, congregated in 
order to obtain more inspiration than could 
be found in the statute books. Newtonville 
was known as Hall’s Crossing. 

But to return to our muttons. The gath- 
ering of the Eliot church and society in 
1S44 was the starting point for building up 
that portion of the town of Newton now 
known distinctively as Newton. It was

They also testified to seeing one 
of the Colemans go to a pond onjliis land, 
raise a case out of the water, take beer 
from it and carry it to the men in the 
house; also to seeing drunken incu about 
the place on Sundays. 

A raid was made by Officers Ryan, 
Quilty, J. W. Conroy, Fuller and Clay, 
finding a great number of empty beer 
bottles and a demijohn, containing a 
small amount of whiskey.

TIIE NEW ELIOT CHURCH. 


nescuiPTioN of the interior and EX- 
TERIOR— THE DEDICATION SERVICES. 


The now Eliot church is completed and 
it is certainly one of the most beautiful 
ecclesiastic edifices in the state, both in 
point of architecture and in its decora- 
tive features. The interior is finished in 
accordance with the general architecture, 
the decorators, Messrs. L. Ilaberstroh A 
Son, having brought out some very rich 
and beautiful effects. The demands of 
of the order ofjtlte architecture, which is 
after the Byzantine and Romanesque 
styles, lias been observed and ornaments 
and colors have been introduced in har- 
mony with them. The arches at tho en- 
trance have been faced inside and out 
with an open, gold relief mosaic, and this 
special ornament lias been carried into 
the borders of the ceiling and follows the 
truss work in many places. The process 
and material are shown to good advan- 
tage, and while the effect in its color 
sense is rich, it also forms a complete 
solid ornament, assisting in the unity of 
every part. 

This same blending of architectural 
form with color is seen in the window, 
and other openings, where the treatment 
is composed of bands of rich gold, not 
garish, but subdued and effective. 

Other designs, resembling embroidered 
and hand-tintea leather, are to be found 
here and there, while the central frieze, 
which circles the entire interior, aud 
marks the gradations of golden yellow 
to light terra cotta, that warm the walls, 
is of a foliated scroll design in gentle re- 
lief. Above the truss work, on line with 
the terminating beam projections, a dark 
shade of terra cotta is used, and numer- 
ous semi band like lines are drawn with 
gold edges, leaving no barren places in 
ihe upper decoration. 

The cbancel is enriched with a strap 
work relief design, and the same pattern 
is effectively used around the coiling 
ventilators; these interlacings are broken 
by bosses, and being of an old copper 
color, they readily blend with the sur- 
roundings. 

Other metallic effects are noticeable, 
in some of which an agreeable effect is 
produced by introducing various colors, 
not too pronounced, but sufficient to 
save the monotony so likely to occur 
where there are broad masses of color. 

The general treatment is quiet and un- 
obtrusive and tho eye easily passes from 
one point to another, catching the effect 
of tlic agreeable combination of color 
and form. The treatment of tho chapel 
is very simple. The dado is in golden 
yellow tints, while russet browns and 
terra cotta form the upper scheme of 
I coloring. There arc several detailed 
j sections of tile band work, also gold 
stripes and tablet borders all iu relief and 
j distinguished both in color and design. 
The relief work is very interesting 
throughout, being the result of patient 
hand work, and bringing out the best 
effects of artistic decoration. 

The woodwork of the interior is fin- 
ished in cherry. Tho main walls are 2,’ 
feet 0 inches in height, and the distance 
from the floor to the roof is about 70 
feet. The roof is supported by heavy 
trusses, starting from carved stone cor- 
bels, and tho diagonal trusses rest upon 
polished granite columns with richly 
carved olive stone capitals and bases. 
The window over the main entrance in 
the gable is arched, ami the two rose 
windows in the trausept are 17 feet iu 
diameter. The arcli of the main window 
is supported upon clusters of columns, 
surmounted with carved capitals. All of 
the windows are filled with leaded glass, 
and the large memorial windows are of 
elegant design and finish. 

The exterior presents a grand and mas- 
sive appearance. 

The building occupies the same loca- 
tion as the wooden structure destroyed 
by lire the 10th day of January,18S7. ‘its 
walls are constructed of a slightly pink 
tinted granite from the Braggville quar- 
ries, located near Milford, Mass., and 
rich Kibbee brown sandstone trimmings 
from Longmeadow, near Springfield, 
Mass. 

The general design of tho building em- 
bodies characteristic features of tho 
Romanesque stylo of architecture, while 
the carved enrichments used to emphasize 
important features both externally and 
internally, are after the much admired 
forms of Byzantine art, of which St.Sophia, 
of Constantinople, is a prominent example. 
The outline of tho plan of the audience 
room is cruciform ; tho extreme dimen- 
sions being 11(1 feet through the nave and 
1)1 feet across the transepts. The width 
of the nave and transepts being 04 feet 
each. The greater part of the audience 
is massed in the centre of the room and 
within a comparatively small radius from 
tho speaker. To improve the view and 
facilitate hearing tho voice of the speaker 
iu this largo audionce room, capable of 
seating 1,100 persons, tho tloor is inclined 
towards the pulpit 42 inches, and the 
pews are arranged after the manner of 
an amphitheatre— an ancient as well as 
valuable invention. The largo auditori- 
um is free from obstructive columns. 
This has been accomplished by tho use 
of the hammer-beam construction, varied 
to embody salient features of the archi- 
tectural stylo chosen, and to produce an 
elegant and varied interior effect. Rich 
Etowah marble coupled columns support 
the double diagonal trusses, and eoutrib- 
! uto to the completeness and richness of 
the design. The audience room is finished 
iu cherry and an effort lias been made in 
tliu decoration, by the use of the most 
recent plastic devices, so well adapted to 
tiie illustration of the Byzantine Roman 
esquo style, to produce such a tono.dcpth 
and richness of form coloring as would 
make the size of the audience room less 
perceptible without diminishing tho feel- 
ing of repose so appropriate to the pur- 
poses to which it is dedicated. 

The dimensions of the chapel, located 
directly in tiie rear of the audience room, 
are 40 feet by fill feet, tiie roar end on tile 
axis of the building being segmental. 
The height of this room is 40 feet, and 
this permits two stories, those on the 
North containing a primary school room 
16 by 82, and u kitchen on tho first floor, 
and four class rooms 15 by 14; those oil 
tiie South comprise a ladies’ room 16 by 
82 and dressing room, over which are 
three large class rooms. In tho chapel 
decorations a variety of colors arc used, 
although warm ami harmonious, a satis 
factory result being obtained by subdued 
contrasts rather than by similar tones as 
in tlic audience room. 

The principal features of tho exterior 
on tho front of tiie huildiug, next Centre 
street, are a round tower 65 feet high 
with round pilasters crowned with

winged and angel heads, and an open 
tiled porch 14 feet by 28 feet, between 
two vestibules. On the corner of Centre 
and Church streets is a porte-cochere, and 
at the intersection of tiie church and 
chapel is the principal tower, 127 feet 
liign, containing four illuminated dials, 
an open bell chamber with balconied 
windows, in which is a bell weighing 8.524 
lbs., most of which is the metal from the 
old bell. The inscription is the same, viz: 
— “Blessed is the people that know the 
joyful sound.” 

Much credit is due to tho representa- 
tives of the different brandies of art and 
the building trades who have so satis- 
factorily assisted in the completion of 
this edifice under the direction of the 
architect, George F. Meacliam of Newton, 
and to whom the committee desire 
publicly to express their thanks. 


THE CHURCH DEDICATION. 

INTERESTING EXERCISES AT THE CHURCH j 
THURSDAY EVENING. 


The dedicatory exercises at tiie new 
Eliot church took place Thursday even- 
ing, before a very large audience, among 
whom were many from other churches. 
Tho service began with the rendering of 
“A Mighty Fortress is our God,” by the 
choir, followed by tiie liymn, “Lord of 
all being, throned afar” by tiie choir and 
congregation, which was to be given out 
by Rev J. F. McCullough of the Baptist : 
church, but he was unable to be pres- ; 
ent. The prayer of Invocation was 1 
made by Rev. Andrew McKeown of the 
Methodist church. The choir sang j 
Gounod’s anthem, “Redemption.” 

MR. BILLINGS ADDRESS. 

Mr. Chas. E. Billings, chairman of : 
the building committee, read tho follow- j 
ing address. 

Sunday morning, Jan. 10th, 18S7, the 
Eliot church edifice was consumed by 
fire. 

At a parish meeting held Jan. 24th. I 
1S87, a committee was elected with full 
power to raise funds and to rebuild. Tiie | 
following gentlemen served on tiie com- 
mittee. 

N. P. Coburn, E. W.. Converse, John C. 
Chaffin, II. E. Cobb, J. W. Davis. Wm. 
P. Ellison, W. E. Field, A. S. March, F. 
Murdoek, John C. Potter, C. E. Billings. 

Deacon Joseph N Bacon, one of the 
original members and founders of Eliot 
church, was elected au honorary member 
of this committee 

The committee organized Jan. 25tli,*87, 
by electing C. E. Billings, chairman. 
Joshua W. Davis, secretary, and John C. 
Chaffin, treasurer. 

We were very fortunate in being able 
to secure, at the outset, the services of 


Mr. Geo. F. Meacham, an architect of 
long and varied experience, and in every 
respect qualified for the difficult work 
before him. 

We have no words witli which to ex- 
press our gratitude for the undeviating 
patience, the unwearied faithfulness, tiie 
unremitting watchfulness of our archi- 
tect, for the twenty-eight months while 
this woik lias beeu in progress. So far 
as his ability and taste as an architect 
are concerned, judge ye. 

It is in the temples erected for the 
worship of God. that architecture lays 
claim to special dignity, and the ideal of 
beauty and grace, sought for and realized 
in this magnificent building, will be a 
perpetual monument to Mr. Meacliam's 
artistic skill and genius. 

For the building of tiie first tabernacle 
for the worship of God, we read that, 

“Every one whose heart stirred him 
up, and every one whom his spirit made 
willing, brought the Lord’s offering to 
tiie work of the tabernacle. . . . they 
came, both men and women, as many as 
were willing-hearted, and brought brace- 
lets and earrings, and rings, and tablets— 
all jewels of gold.” 

And I bear testimony, that the men. 
women and children of this parish, in 
the day of trial were “willing hearted,” 
and that you also “brought a willing off- 
ering unto the Lord,” and that your gen- 
erous contributions, amounting to tiie 
sum of 81)4,762.00, enabled tlie^ommittee 
to build for the use of this community 
forever, this sanctuary, and to present it 
tli is evening, for dedication to the wor- 
ship of God. free of debt. 

Ground for tiie new edifice was broken 
August 11 tb. 1SS7, and the first season 
the foundation walls and floor timbers 
were laid. 

On Fast Day. April 5th, 1866. the cor- 
ner-stone was laid with appropriate ser- 
vices. 

in a cavity of tiie corner-stone is a cop- 
per box, containing tiie contents of tiie 
two boxes found in tiie corner-stone of 
the building burned. Also a history of 
the church to the date of the laying of 
the now corner-stone, a list of all the 
contributors to the building fund, and 
documents of interest to posterity. 

Inasmuch as the accounts of the com- 
mittee are not fully settled. 1 cannot 
state the total cost of tiie buildings at 
this time, and shall omit a report of the 
work in detail, until I can report to the 
parish at a meeting, which will be called 
for that purpose. 

There are some statements of general 
interest, which you will notice upon the 
fifth page of the order of services. 

The society is under great obligation 
to the friends who have made special 
gilts, aud ail official acknowledgement 
will be received by the donors, from the 
clerk of tiie parish. 

The corner-stone is the gift of Mrs. 
Henry E. Cobb, and is of Georgia marble, 
enclosed in brown stone, richly carved, 
and bearing the inscription, "Jesus 
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Christ himself being the chief corner- 
stone.” 

The clock, with illuminated dials, is 
tiie gift of Mr. Francis A. Brooks, who 
by this act of generosity and public 
spirit, is entitled to the thanks of the 
entire commun.ty. 

The pulpit bible is the gift of Mr. Geo. 
H. Quincy. The pulpit hymn books are 
the gift of Miss Annie E. Tavlor; the 
communion table is tiie gift of Mr. Gor- 
ham D. and ilrs. Adelaide S. Gilman, 
with this inscription: “In remembrance 
of Him and in His name with thanksgiv- 
ing aud gratitude.” 

The memorial windows are all gifts of 
friends, and suggest tender memories of 
those whom we knew and loved. 

A memorial window has been placed 
in the chapel by the choir, in loving re- 
membrance of Joseph P. Cobb, who was 
their faithful friend, and the honored 
leader of the service of praise iu Eliot 
church for fifteen years. 

The wiudow in the nave, on the south, 
was given by Mrs. Eleanor H. Coburn, 
and is dedicated to the memory of fa- 
ther. husband and son. 

The patriarch’s experience of God’s 
loving care for those who trust in Him. 
prompts him to say to all who shall look 
upon this window in years to come. "I 
have been young and now am old: yet 
have 1 not seen the righteous forsaken, 
nor his seed begging bread." 

The rose window in the south transept 
was given by Mrs. Emily F. Potter, Mrs. 
Annie L. Goodrich. Mrs. Mary E. Gross 
and Mrs. Alice M. Wright, in memory of 
their father, Ebenezer Woodward. He 
served the church fur thirty-two years 
as deacon, was clerk and treasurer for 
nineteen years, and a member of the 
choir for thirty years. He was a friend 
to God’s poor: be visited “the fatherless 
aud widows in their affliction” ; he kept 
“himself unspotted from the world.” 
j “Blessed are they that do His command- 
ments, that they may have right to the 
! tree of life.” 

The window in tiie southwest transept 
is dedicated by Edmund W. Converse to 
the memory of bis wife. Charlotte A. 
Converse, a woman revered aud loved as 
a wife, mother and friend. Not only her 
. children, but all who knew her "arise up 
and call lier blessed,’’ 

The window in the southeast transept 
; is given by Mrs. Lucy B. 8. Srowbnidge, 
in loving remembrance of her baebaiui. 
William Otis Trowbridge, who was 
deacon of this church for five years, its 
clerk for many years, aud many years 
a member of * the choir. “Christ* the 
light of the world.” This faithful dis- 
ciple was a bright and shiuing lights 
faithful in bearing burdens, useful in 
every possible way to the church, aud to 
the community in' which lie lived. 

The rose window in the transept on 
the north is the gift oi Miss Elisabeth C. 
Jewitt, in memory of her bru.\ , “"; Ibavid 
Brainerd Jewitt.* All who kmiw in’.'' 1 * s ~' 
teemed and loved him. as a man, a neig.N 
bor, and a friend. Had he been with the 
disciples that evening, he surely would 
nave joined in the invitation to the Mas- 
ter: "Abide with us: for it is toward 
evening, and the day is far spent.” 

The window in the northeast trausept 
is given by Mrs. George H. Jones and 
Miss Mary P. Junes in loving memory of 
husband and father, George H. Jones. 

• A sower went out to sow lu> seed.” 
He was a sower of good seed iu this com- 
munity. He did not live in vain. He 
was always a true, faithful and reliable 
friend of Eliot church. 

The window in the northwest transept 
is dedicated by Mrs. Mary H. Potter aud 
J >turgis Potter to the tiicnio: v of hus- 
band and father, John C. Potter. *’A 
faithful steward.” The siltnt lapse of’ 
twenty-nine years has not clouded with 
foigetfuhiess, nor lessened our gratitude 
as a church, to him for the conspicuous 
part he took and the burdens tie assumed 
during the building of our former meet- 
ing-house. His work was not entirely 
destroyed by the lire, for we have se- 
lected portions of the old granite founda- 
tions, and have incorporated them into 
the elevation of tower, and belt courses 
of trail septs and nave. 

Hie window in the nave on the north, 
is in memory of one of the sw eet singers 
in Israel. For many years a member of 
the choir, twelve years the superintend- 
ent of the Sunday school: the treasurer 
and one of the building committee of the 
edifice which was burned. 

George W. Bacon, you are a worthy 
representative of what the family of Bu- 
cous have been to Eliot church, from the 
time when your father stood by the side 
of William Jackson, and laid its founda- 
tions with prayer and faith, to the day 
when your brother lifted up his hands, 
aud. in tho name of the Father, Son aud 
Holy Ghost, laid the corner stoue of this 
building. 

The window iu the nave on the west 
is dedicated to the memory of one of the 
original members and founders of this 
church, Andrew B. Dobb. 

The fathers’ tinned this church in 
memory of oue who was justly culled 
“ I'he morning star of luissiouai v enter- 
prize in America.’’ 

Henry K. (’obb, by the gift of the John 
Eliot memorial window, becomes the 
link which will forever connect the tiist 
missionary enterprise iu America, with

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

THE HEARING ON THE STORAGE BATTERY 
SYSTEM. 


Roth branches of the City Council 
mot Monday evening in special sossion. 
Alderman Pettee and Counoilmen Halo. 
Luke And Wiswall woro absent. In the 
board of aldermen Mayor Burr prosided; 
the minutes of tho last mooting woro 
read and approved. 

Tho hour for opening tho hearing on 
tho Storage Battery Company's applica- 
tion for a location arrived, but no one 
was present and tho hearing was post 
poned until the arrival of tho next train. 

Mr. Henry E. Cobb was appointed an 
auctioneer, and tho appointment was 
confirmed. 

Chas. J. Bailey asked to have side- 
walks graded and concreted in front of 
his premises on Washington street, Ward 
7; referred. 

Mr. Horatio Carter sont in a communi- 
cation in regard to Alston street, which 
has been in dispute between him and 
tho city government for some time, and 
asked to have a committee appointed to 
meet him and look over tho ground, 
claiming that tho street had been left in 
a worse condition than before it had 
been touched by the city; referred to the 
highway committoe. 

M. S. Hodgdon asked for license to 
move building through Washington 
street; referred. 

Geo. Frost and others asked for street 
lamp on Washington street. 

Dr. R. A. Reed and about 40 others 
asked to have Hyde avonue, Ward 7, im- 
proved, the street brought up to grade, 
made safe for passing, and a sidewalk 
constructed on one side; referred. 

Alderman Chadwick presented an or- 
der, which was referred to the highway 
committee, for a sidewalk on Edinboro 
street, in front of the premises of Wm. 
Vose. 

Alderman Harbach reported from the 
highway committee in favor of granting 
a petition for sidewalks on Sumner and 
Lowell streets and Hillside avenue, and 
an order was passed for their construc- 
tion. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
water board to expend $3,000 for coal at 
the pumping station. 

On application of Major Geo. H. Ben- 
yon, the use of City Hall was granted to 
the High school battalion for drill on 
Memorial Day. 

The following jurors were drawn for 
the June term of the Middlesex county 
superior court: Arthur R. Coe, West 
Newton; Chas. E. Lord, Newton; James 
Nickelson, Oak street, Ward 5; Sidney 
Harwood, Ivanhoe street. Ward 7. As 
Mr. Harwood had sailed for Europe last 
Saturday to be gone three months, then 
was some discussion over drawing an- 
other name, but his name was finally al- 
lowed to stand. 

The Jury list for 1889-90 prepared by 
the city clerk was approved. 

A NEW ALMSHOUSE. 

An order was passed by a unanimous 
vote, authorizing the city treasurer to 
borrow $5,500 on a note of the city foi 
five years, at not more than 4 per cent, 
the amount to be used by the committer 
on public property in buying six acres ol 
land with buildings thereon, on Cheri) 
street, Ward 3, to bo used for almshouse 
purposes. 

THE STREET RAILWAY HEARING. 

The petitioners for the location for tilt 
Storage Battery Street Railway company 
having arrived, tho hearing was proceed- 
ed with. Hon. Linus M. Child had 
charge aud said that his company only 
asked for a location on such streets as 
had not been grautod to the other coin- 
pany. The Storage Battery company 
were willing to resort to a practical test, 
and to show their confidence in the sys 
tern by building a railroad and running 
cars upon it. They had confidence thai 
they could do the work and only asked 
for an opportunity to show what the} 
could do. 

Ex-Mayor Kimball was the first wit 
ness and told of the general desire in 
Newton for a street radway, and of the 
objections made to horses, or to any 
system of poles and overhead wires, 
whereby public safety was endangered. 
Tho storage battery system was a success, 
it had worked, and it will work, and 
would be the motive power of the future. 
He said lie should be pleased to iuvite 
the mayor aud the board to inspect the 
cars which would he put on the Beverly 
and Danvers road July 1st. The financial 
standing of the company was as strong 
as that of the Thoinsou-Housiou com* 
pany. whose published statements showed 
no surplu*, although they claimed to 
have one. 

Mr. Child again called attention to 
the fact that his company were ready to 
build a road aud operate it, and depre- 
cated the haste of the last meeting when 
a location was granted to the West End 
company, and said they now only asked 
for location on those streets where a 
location had not been granted to the 
West End company. He spoke advised- 
ly, he said, in calling it tho West End 
company. 

Col. E. II. He wins was then called up- 
on aud explained at some length his new 
system of storage battery, which, lie 
said, was not yet in use on any road. He 
had tilted up a West End car. and it had 
been run successfully for ?l year, as Su- 
perintendent Bancroft aud other West 
End officials admitted. But the West 
End company iiad refused to allow him 
to exhibit tho car, or to use it, and he 
had only just succeeded in getting his 
machinery out of it. A car fitted with 
hissy.-tum weighed 0 tons, while an or- 
dinary horse car weighed about two. 
Tho batteries would run a car 40 miles, 
while tho Julian battery used m New 
York would run a car 24 miles. His ear 
cost about 5 cents a mile, a horse car 
about 3 cents. With a large number of 
cars the eost of using his battery would 
be) less than 3 cents. 

Mr. Chandler, a youthful reporter of 
the Boston Globo, who hud been an as- 
sistant to Col. Bancroft on the Cambridge 
read, testified to the success of Col. 
Ucwins’ car, the general satisfaction it 
had given, aud also to the fact that Presi- 
dent Whitney ol the West End company 
had refused to let the Globe >ruu the car 
for advertising the paper, over the West 
Kud road. 

Col. Hewins also testified that Mr. 
Whitney had expressed his perfect satis- 
faction with the ear, and that lie bad 
asked him to make a bid for furnishing 
10 cars. The very next day a cyclone or 
something had struck him, and he (Mr. 


Whitiiey)had withdrawn his proposition. 
The reason might have been that appli- 
cation for the overheard wire system was 
then pending before the Boston Alder- 
men, and he did not wish to let the peo- 
ple see time a storage battery car could 
l»e run. Ordinary tracks were too light 
for electric cars. 

Mr. J. L. Alley, an export electrlcan, 
repeated the testimony he gave at a pre- 
vious hearing, and said that a storage 
battery car could go up all grades. 

Mr. Child then made his closing argu- 
ment, arguing that the system was a per- 
fect success, and that the overhead wires 
were dangerous, expensive, and disfigur- 
ing. Ho supposed that the Wost End 
company had got all it wanted in New- 
ton, but as there were somo streets on 
the location they asked for, which the 
board lm<l not given tho West End com- 
pany, he asked that those streets be 
granted to them. 

Alderman Chadwick asked why it was 
so hard to convince people, if the Storage 
Battery company had something so much 
better and cheaper. 

Mr. Child said it was not, Tho Provi- 
dence road had voted to order storage 
battery cars, and they wero icceiving ap- 
plication for cars every day. Their’s was 
a new invention. They had ordered four 
or five cars to be built, and would order 
more as soon as possible. 

President Parker of tho Newton Street 
Railway sa:d that he would like to cor- 
rect one mistako of Mr. Child. Tho 
aldermen had not voted away any loca- 
tion at their last meeting; tho location 
had been granted to his company two 
years ago, beforo Mr. Child’s company 
was even heard of. 

Alderman Childs said that Mr. Parker 
had not shown any disposition to use it, 
until this company had forced him to do 
something. 

President Parker replied that his ap- 
plication for right ti use the overhead 
system was made to the hoard, Feb. 18th. 
before the company was in existence, or 
any steps had been taken to form it, and 
it was only after his application had boon 
made that Col. Hewins had appeared 
with his petition. 

Mr. Cfiild said he understood that 
there were several miles of streets not 
granted to the Newton Company. 

Alderman Johnson said he would state 
for the information of Mr. Child, that 
they were only short streets, and the peo- 
ple* would protest against blocking up 
every outlet from the main thoroughfares 
of the city with railroad tracks. 

The hearing was then closed. 

OTHER BUSINESS. 

Seventy-six dollars was appropriated 
to pay Dr. F. L. Thayer for attendance 
upon James Sanders, a member of the 
fire department. 

An order appropriating $1400 was re- 
ferred to the finance committee, for a 
public bath house on Bullough’s pond, 
and an attendant. 

Sixty dollars was appropriated for ex- 
penses of city government on Memorial 
day. 

Permission was granted to F. S. Sher- 
man to run wire from Watertown to 
Crafts street, for private telephone. 

License was granted to Charles H. 
Taiu ter to put up awning in front of his 
store in Newtonville square. 

The board tbeu adjourned. 


OUR BOSTON LETTER. 


From our Special Correspondent. 

FAREWELL POINT SHIRLEY— FAREWELL 
TAFT! 

Some forty odd years ago, or to make 
it more explicit, say in the year 1848, 
B. A. Taft, then not unknown to fame, 
in connection with‘*Taft’s Cornhill Coffee 
House,” after wards* •Young’s, ’’conceived 
the idea that a first-class seaside resort, 
at which parties could come from tho 
city to enjoy a genuine fish and game 
dinner, would be in order and he estab- 
lished the present Point Shirley hotel. 

At that time there were no popular 
seaside or beach resorts iu the United 
States. Those which had approached 
the idea were merely accidental. Taft 
came from a family, back generations, 
who had made famous the stage houses 
and the road houses on the leading turn- 
pike routes out of Boston, particulaily 
on the Southern route to Now York. 
Hotel keeping was with him congenital, 
and no man has so well improved the 
race from which lie spraqg. 

“Point Shirley, ”in the opinion of Taft, 
was a necessity forty years ago. He 
read at once what the desires of tho peo- 
ple were. Tne Cunnrd steamers had 
made Bostou their first terminal point 
on this side the Atlantic. The Tremont 
House was then the greatest aud best 
appointed hotel iu the United States. 
Then thero was old Whit’s, tho Fresli 
Pond hotel, the Spy Pond hotel, the 
Spring hotel at Watertown, the old 
stone hotel at West Roxbury, the Phoenix 
at Dedham, Cattle Fair at Brighton and 
Porter’s at North Cambridge, to say 
nothing of Taft’s in Cornhill court, the 
Stackpole and other metropolitan resorts. 
But there was nothing that seemed to 
supply in an Englishman's* mind his 
favorite ‘‘Brighton” of the old country 
! and the white bait dinners. 

Taft supplied the want when ho se- 
lected “Point Shirley,” forty years ago — 
not the Point Shirley of to-day by any 
means. For then Point Shirley was far 
lrom the madding crowd of cities and 
j could only be approached by a lengthy 
drive starting from East Boston or by 
private yachts by water, which only 
made the resort moro select and more 
1 desirable. 

It is hardly necessary to recount to the 
people of Newton what tho average of 
that resort has been during the past two 
! decades. 1 think the people ol no city 
outside Boston, possibly excepting Prov- 
idence, R. 1., have more generously sup- 
ported the pluce than those of the city of 
Newton. 1 might give names, but that 
would be invidious. 

When it was published iu the Boston 
papers last week, as a supposed fact, 
that Taft would not re-open his resort 
this season, every one was up in arms. 
“What, Taft close ! impossible!” “Wo,” 
said iiis best of friends, “have something 
to say about this. Close without our 
knowing it! No, lie can’t do this. Ho 
owes it to us and we owe it to him that 
a proper celebration of such an uudesirud 
event should take place.” 

And so from the north and^ the south, 
the east and the west, came a petition 
signed by not all (that would have been 
impossible) of his friends to allow them 
the privilege aud pleasure of making 
some return for the hours of happiness 
they hud enjoyed iu that quiet jumping 
off place and this petition took the form 
<»f asking him to give them one more 
season. This was too much for the 
genial Taft, and though ho felt that he 
had, iu a measure, filled out the term of 
his usefulness, he could not resist this 


Inst appeal of genuine friendship, and 
though hi would not have yielded tofiny 
call from mere personal considerations, 
ho could not resist this. Hu has cbn 
sented to givo his farowell season, and, if 
1 am not much mistaken, there will ho 
such a gathering of the tribes from at 
home and abroad during the next fonr 
months, that will convince Taft that ho. 
like the father of his country, still holds 
the first place in tho hearts of his frionds. 

When Point Shirley is closed, one of, if 
not tho chiefest attraction which Bos 
tomans could offer to tlioir guests, will 
bo wiped out. Let them givo him a 
rousor. 

THE NEW ELEVATED RAILROAD DILL. 

I am at a loss to know what the friends 
or the defeated elevated railroad hill can 
mean by introducing a new bill in the 
House, which is not materially different 
from the old hill, and which they must 
know will l»e defeated In the senato by a 
still larger vote than beforo. 

The position, according to my Idea, Is 
just this. The West End company asks for 
a reasonable time to develop their rapid 
transit problem, and this they ought to 
have. They have been at a great expense 
and are going to a still greater one to fur- 
nish the peoplo of Boston proper and the 
suburbs with rapid transit. 1 Ills is what 
the people want. It is not a question with 
them whether the rapid transit is an ele- 
vated railroad or by the electric motor, so 
be It that they have the rapid transit. 

I notice that some of the papers say that 
this development on the part of the West 
End company should he made apparent 
within nine months or before the next 
legislature meet. Now, this Is not fair. If 
the West End company can accomplish 
this result in two years it is all that can be 
expected from them. In the meantime let 
the elevated .speculation rest, the people 
can afford to wait. If at the end of that 
time it is made elear that the West End 
company cannot do what the people de- 
mand. then let the legislature do the next 
best thing aud give the people the elevated. 

THE NEW LICENSE. 

There seems to be a variety of opinions 
as to the success of the nigh license. 
Several bar rooms have been reported as 
making returns that their business has 
been doubled, and more since the high 
license or the restrictive license went into 
operation. On the other hand the proprie- 
tor of one of the largest and most respect- 
able establishments in Boston told me the 
other day that high license was a humbug, 
as it would create thousands of kitchen 
bar rooms throughout the city, and in this 
l agree with him. The progress of tem-

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors 
shall, in the month of May or Juno in 
each year, visit each dwelling-house or 
building and make true lists of all women 
twenty years of age and upwards, who 
shall in writing over their own signa- 
tures, request tho Assessors to assess them 
for a “poll tax” nnd it shall he the duty of 
the Assessors to inquire at each such dwel- 
ling-house or building for such written re- 
quests for assessment, which must give the 
name in full— age, occupation and residence 
May 1st 1888. All women desiring to be as- 
sessed for a poll tax should have their writ- 
ten request for such assessment in the 
form required by the Act of 1889, ready for 
delivery to the Assessors when they shall 
visit the house where they dwell. Each re- 
quest should bo upon a separate sheet 
signed by the applicant with her name in 
full. No application for the assessment of 
a woman for a poll tax will be received by 
mail or in any other than in the manner 
provided by said Chapter 19C>, except by 
filing in the office of tho Assessors the list 
provided by Section 12, of Chapter 298, of 
Acts of 1884, as amended by Chapter 200 
of Acts of 1888. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether 
for minors or otherwise, are particularly 
requested to furnish the Assessors with 
statements in relation to such estates. 

When estates of versons deceased hnvo been 
divided during the past year, or have 
changedhands from other causes, the Ex- 
ecutors, Administrators, Trustees, or oth- 
er persons interested, are required and 
warned to give notice of such change ; and 
in default of such notice will be held to 
pay tlie tax assessed, although such estate 
has been wholly distributed and paid over. 
Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable or 
Scientific Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of 
Chapter 217, Acts of 1882,— All persons 
and corporations are hereby required to 
bring in to the Assessors or Newton on 
any day from May first to the fifteenth day 
of June next, true lists of all real and per- 
sonal estate held by such persons and cor- 
porations respectively for literary, benevo- 
lent, charitable or scientific purposes on tlie 
first day of May, 1889, together with state- 
ments of the amount of all receipts and 
expenditures by such person or corporation 
for said purpose during the year next pre- 
ceding snid first day of May; such lists and 
statements to be in such detail as may be 
required by the tax commissioner.

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of Real Es- 
tate may bring in to tlie Assessors of tlie 
town or city where such Real Estate lies, 
at the time specified for bringing in tho 
list as provided in Section thirty-eight of 
Chapter eleven of the Public Statutes, a 
statement, underjoath, of the amount due on 
eacli separate lot or parcel of such Real 
Estate, aud the name and residence of ev- 
ery holder of an interest therein as a mort- 
gagee or mortgagor. When such property 
Is situated in two or more places, or when 
a recorded mortgage includes for one sum 
two or more estates or parts of an estate, 
an estimate of tlie amount of the mortga- 
gee’s interest iu each estute or part of an 
estate shall be given in such statement. 
The Assessors shall, from such statements 
or otherwise, ascertain tlie proportionate 
parts of such estates that are the interests 
of mortgagees and mortgagors, respective- 
ly, and slmll.assess the same. Whenever, 
iu any case of mortgaged Real Estate, a 
statement is not brought in as herein pro- 
vided, no tax for the then current year on 
such Real Estate shall be invalidated for 
tlie reason that a mortgagee’s interest 
therein has not been assessed to him. 


SHIPPING 

Shipping and business income are not 
taxable to a firm, but each resident part- 
ner must include these Items in his indi- 
vidual return. Owners and agents of ships 
and vessels engaged iu the foreign carrying 
trade, are referred to Sections 8 and 9, of 
Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes, for the 
form of return required to obtain exemp- 
tion from taxation upon tlie valuation of 
such property. Said returns to bo made to 
the Assessors on or before June first. 

Any person bringing in a list of all his 
taxable property will he assessed upon tlie 
valuation thereof, aud any person neglect- 
ing to furnish tlie Assessors with such list 
within tlie time above specified,. will bo 
doomed at a legal meeting of the Board 
of Assessors agreeably to tlie laws of tills 
Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that state- 
ments of personal property must l>e in 
writing unu subscribed under ontli beforo 
one of tlie Assessors, on or before tho 
fifteenth day of June, and that tlie Personal 
Property of all taxable persons must bo 
estimated by tlie Board, notwithstanding 
any! verbal statement or informal written 
communication to any one or more of tho 
Assessors. -Pub. Stat. Chap. 11, Sec. :«) and 
41. When a person lias failed to bring in 
a list or schedule of all hh taxable property, 
in conformity to this notice, no abatement 
I of a tax assessed on Personal Estate to such 
i person cun be granted, "unless such tax 
I exceeds by more than fifty per cent, tho 
amount which would have been assessed to 
that person on Personal Estate if lie had 
seasonably brought in said list; nml if said 
tax exceeds by more than fifty per cent, 
the suid amount, tlie abatement shall ho 
only of tlie excess above tlie said fifty per 
cent.”— Pub. Statutes, Chap. 11, See. 73. 

The Assessors will he in session at their 
office, in tlie City Hall, in tlie City of New- 
ton, on till) 1st, Mill, 15th, 22nd and 2l)th 
days of May, and the 5th and 15tli days 
of June next, from two to live o’clock, 
1‘.

Many a good speech last Fall was sim- 
ply an explanation of ‘‘How I became a 
Free Trader.” Tho samo theme will 
doubtless bo used again, and wo venture 
to predict that more than ouo Free Trade 
orator will refer to tho “Economist” ns 
his saving star. Yes, we moan the“ Ameri- 
can Economist,” devoted to tho Protec- 
tion of American Labor and Industries, 
and published by the American Protec- 
tive Tariff League, with a vico president 
niul a secretary in every state in tho 
Union. Wo thoroughly ugree with the 
wish of a Michigan correspondent of 
this high tariff organ, that “it could be 
placed in tho hands of every American 
citize < and wo endorso with enthusi- 
asm the statement of a Pennsylvanian, 
who says, “The Economist is and con- 
tinues to bo a perpetual surprise.” Let 
us look over together some of the sur- 
prises of the last two months. 

Crops. According to the Minneapolis 
Tribune the outlook is very bright in the 
northwest, for a big crop of wheat, corn, 
oats and barley ;and this benighted news- 
paper rejoices thereat. Such short- 
sighted and sentimental nonsense dis- 
gusts the Economist. A big crop means 
low prices, a short crop means high prices; 
liow tho farmers can rejuico in anything 
but scarcity is a puzzle to the Editor. If 
the success of Free Trade ever should 
drivo the Economist into agriculture, it 
will doubtless pray for famine in India or 
war in Europe; and a visitation of locusts 
or a destructive cyclone (on another 
man’s farm,) would be a benediction in- 
deed.

PLANS THAT ARE ARTISTIC, CON- 
VENIENT AND ECONOMICAL. 


Here Arc I)r«leiiit for n Flcturosquo Little 
Cottage That, It Is Claimed, Can lie Put 
ITp for HBOO — A Finn Looking House for 
• 1,800. 

There has never liecn a time In the history 
of ninn’s civilization when the building of 
houses for homes received so much attention 
now. It Is becoming tho ambition of 
every man, no matter what his financial 
level, to own his own homo, ami tho various 
forms of co-operative real estate buying and 
building— tho loan association and the like— 
havo rendered it far more feasible than In 
tho past for every man to realize this most 
laudable desire. The results are marvelous. 
Neat, tasteful and artistic houses nro spring- 
ing up everywhere. Tho landlord’s occupa- 
tion In many cases Is gone. The wage earner, 
tho small business man and the professional 
man are now their own landlords to an ex- 
tent that would have been deemed impossible 
thirty, twenty, nay, five years ago. And 
not tho least gratifying feature of this state 
of affairs is the fact that it causes every man 
to give attention to tho affairs of his own 
community Ho is a tax payer— why should 
ho not concern himself with the administro^ 
tion of tho government of his town, his vil- 
lage, lib city? 

Lot the good work go on. Let tho people 
of this country become a people of homo own- 
ers, independent and self reflecting. Nothing 
can more certainly conduce to tho greatness 
of tho country as a whole; nothing will more 
certainly tend to render solid the foundatiom 
of peace, public prosperity and the institu- 
tions of the genoral government. 

Tho publishers of thb paper, recognizing all 
this, have decided to furnish its readers with 
a scries of designs and plans for houses of va- 
rying cost, from tho cottage of a few hundred 
dollars’ expense to tho elcgnnt villa. It b ex- 
pected that the plans will combine economy, 
convenience and lioauty. They have been se- 
lected from a number of standard sources 
and an cstimnto of cost will lie given in each

It has 
been argued that suffrage for women 
will render our wives and daughters less 
worthy of reverence and respoct, but 
such an argument is absurd. Women 
who have been brought in contact with 
men in the counting room, in the tele- 
graph office, and in other commercial and 
businoss relations have elevated tho 
the moral tone of their surroundings, for 
where is the man who would dare in- 
dulge in the utteranco of a ribald jest in 


to carry th s aesthetic taste further than their presence? It would be precisely the 


the market will bear. If tho market de- 
• mauds adulterated goods, fabrics weak- 
ened bv shoddy, cottons glazed with siz- 
ing, silks whose weight consists of four- 
fifths of tlu metals used in dyeing them, 
the manufacturers must give it what it 
demands at their peril for declining to do 
so.” The Economist is in no danger of 
carrying aesthetic taste further than the 
market will bear. We can pardon a mis- 
taken policy that “protects” mills, which 
take “pride in producing tho very finest 
goods in the world,” but we draw tho 
line at “adulterated goods, fabrics weak- 
ened by shoddy, and cottons glazed with 
sizing.” Let the Economist turn from 
its study of markets to a consideration 
of maxims; and we know of nothing 
better to begin with than “Honesty is 
tho best Policy.” To bo sure, this is not 
tho highest morality, but the virtue in it 
is as concentrated as we dare prescribe 
for tho patient. 

Prices and Profits. Tho action of the 
tariff on prices is a very complex matter— 
we know that it makes wool high aswell as 
everything elso tho farmer wishes to sell, 
and at the same time it makes everything 
he ncedH to buy low. woolens iiieluded.Tlio 
first result of a tariff is to increase prices, 
its second result is to decrease them. It 
compels you to pay more for every thing, 
and vet you get everything cheaper. 
This is all very puzzling, and we thank 
tho Economist for its frank statement of 
April ID, on the matter. It appears. that 
in tho Journal of Economies, Prof. Taus- 
sig made some slight concession to Pro- 
tection, and tlie Economist, in a noble 
spirit of compromise, conies over at once 
into the camp of the enemy. “The 
fallacy,” says the Economist, “underly- 
ing tliis whole line of argument, | Prof. 
Taussig’s) is its assumption that Protec- 
tion to Homo Industries has only 
one reason, or motive, namely: To 
reduce tho price of the article. So 
FAR FROM BEING THE HOLE REASON, IT 
CONSTITUTES HARDLY ANY DART OF THE 
reason.” We thank thee,. low, for teach- 
ing us that word. “Mr. Taussig’s para- 
dise,” continues tho Economist, “is tho 
period of low prices, with a relatively 
high purchasing power in money over 
commodities. But the workingman’s 
paradise [Homer nods — he means manu- 
facturer’s paradise] is at a different and 
earlier period, long before the domestic 
article undersoils tho foreign. The chief 
object of tho tariff is not low prices” but 
true profits. “True profits” is not “more 
interest on capital” nor “rent on plant.” 
but “cnmticiiHRtinn for nntnrnriso ” 


compensation for enterprise. 
“Compensation for enterprise” means in 
tho Qiiueu’s English the money stolen 
from tho people by tho aid of tlio tariff. 
Understanding what “true profits” are, 
we are why “ paradise ” is the period before 
the donwvtlc article underaella the foreiyn. 

Wo had understood previously that such 
periods were more like purgatory, en- 
dured for tho sake of bliss to succeed 
thorn ;liut that was a Free Trade blunder. 

State Tariffs. A western corre- 
spondent suggests that the Lowell farm- 
ers and tho Pennsylvania iron masters 
would bo butter oil could they protect 
themselves — from the pauper labor of 
Europe?— not at all, but from the farms 
of tho West and the furnaces of the 
South. Mark the Economist’s reply. 

“There is undoubted force in our corre- 
spondent's suggestion from a purely 
economic point of view. It is undoubt- 
edly true that many kinds of manufac- 
tures iu tho two sections (tho Northwest 
uud tlio Pacific Coast,) are prevented 
from coming into existence through 
Eastern competition and low freight 
rates; and that in many respects the two 
sections would prosper hotter if tho 
manufacturers iu question could bo 
brought into existence by Protective 
duties against Eastern goods, or by high- 
er railway freight rates, or by State and 
Local action.” Uufortuuately there is 
no “political body capable of enacting 
tho Protection through Tariffs.” “There 
can he no harm iu admitting Unit the in- 
ability to bring these manufactures .... .. ....

Mrs. J. H. Sawyer, president of tho 
Social Science club, spoke brielly. ' She 
said that women were especially needed 
in politics now, when one was confronted 
with the spectacle of politicians repre- 
senting tho two great parties, actuated 
by principles of policy alone, looking 
only for votes, and truckling to tho for- 
eign element for sake of continuing in 
office. She said that tho press was sub- 
servient, and dared not treat 
questions afl'e ting the welfare of tho 
country in a spirit of fairness. Women 
wou’ 1 be more conscientious and would 
vote largely in favor of all reforms.

the present and future missionary enter- 
prises of this church. May this window 
be a faithful index to posterity of what 
we expect of them from generation to 
generation. Let the young men of Eliot 
church of today, and of geuerations yet 
unborn, find in this window an inspira- 
tion to obey the call, “Go into all the 
world and preach tbo gospel to every 
creature.” 

Sib: January 24, 1887, the Eliot Reli- 
gious Society elected a committee to 
build and furnish for their use, a church 
edifice and chapel. 

The tweutv-eight months of careful, 
thoughtful deliberations of architect 
aud committee are at an end. From the 
beginning of our work, we have had but 
one dominant desire, aud that was to fol- 
low the guidance of the divine will, and 
to serve this church and society to the 
very best of our ability. 

In behalf of this committee, I now de- 
liver to you, as the representatives of the 
Eliot Religious Society, the keys of this 
edifice, built in the namo of the Lord, 
and this evening to be dedicated to His 
service and praise. 

Mr. Billings in closing delivered the 
keys of the church to Mr. Levi B. Gay, 
chairman of the prudential committee, 
who accented them in behalf of the 
church in a short address, in which he 
fittingly acknowledged the faithful work 
done by Mr. Billings and the other mem- 
bers of the building committee. 

Rev. Geo. W. Shinn then led in respon- 
sive reading of the scripture selected for 
the occasion. 

The choir then sang a solo and chorus 
from Burnby, Mr. Dunham and Mr. 
Thayer singing the solos. 

THE *KRMON. 

The sermon was preached by Rev. 
Wolcott Calkins, pastor of the church, 
his text being taken from Matthew, 12th 
chapter, Oth verse: “In this place is one 
greater than the temple.” The church 
has built for itself a grand temple; has 
adorned it and beautified d, but the hu- 
man soul is greater than any temple and 
is more worthy of honor and reverence. 
The humblest man or woman should be 
made to feel that they are welcome here, 
and that here they can find a home and 
friends. The question had been asked 
why not take the money spent for this 
church and build two churches, but lie 
would answer it by asking why a man 
did not build two houses for his family, 
and put his wife and the boys in one and 
lie and the girls reniaiu in the other? 
The Eliot church people are so knit to- 
gether by the bonds of nifeotiuu and 
brotherly love, that if two churches had 
been built, all would have remained in 
the one. They had built a church large 
enough for all and large enough to incite 
all the members to work to fill it, to fill 
the vacant seats with sti augers aud make 
them feel at home. The money expend- 
ed was worthily spent, as it was the du- 
ty of a people to make its religious home 
attractive, to give freely of the means 
they had been blessed with. But such a 
beautiful church In me brought increased 
obligations and lusponsibillties in the 
way of better living, more zealous reli- 
gious work, the giving of a heartier wel- 
come to the poor and the stranger, so 
that it might be shown that in the house 
of God all were on a common footing. 
The average attendance at the church 
had been about 000, hut the new church 
would seat several hundred more and he 
hoped to see it filled with earnest hear- | 
ers. The sermon, of which this is ouly 
a brief outline, was a very stirring one | 
aud was listened to with deep attention. 


The prayer of dedication was made by 
Rev. J. W. Wellman, minister from 1856 
to 1873, after which “Rock of Ages” was 
sung by the choir, with boIo by Mr. Dun- 
ham of Worcester. 

The hymn “O Thou, whose own vast 
temple stands,” was then given out by 
Rev. F. B. Hornbrooke, and sung by the 
choir and congregation. 

OTIIER ADDRESSES. 

Rev. Wm. S. Leavitt, the first minister 
of Eliot Church, who served from 1845 to 
1853, gave a short address from the text, 
“Other men have labored and ye have 
entered into the fruits of their labors.” 
He came to the church when a young 
man of 23, when he thought he was fit to 
teach theology to others. He knew now 
a great deal less than he did then, but he 
rejoiced at the prosperity of tlio church, 
at the magnificent building they had 
erected. He was with the church in its 
early days of trial and of struggle, and 
he knew something of the labors of the 
fathers of the church. You have entered 
into the fruits of their labors, and he 
rejoiced that the fruits were so generous- 
ly bestowed. He hoped Eliot Church 
wculd ever stand foremost in the cause 
of liborty. In his day it was dangerous 
to use that word, but happily slavery had 
passed away, and whatever the next 
struggle might be he hoped the church 
would stand up for liberty of thought, 
for liberty of the soul, for free speech, a 
free Bible and freedom of worship. 

Rev. S. M. Freeland, minister of the 
church from 1875 to 1878, made the clos- 
ing address. Ho said that one thought 
was forcibly suggested to him, which 
was, “Can you afford to live here?” When 
a man builds a fine house, this question 
is asked, and it should he of a church. 
The new edifice had cost about three 
times ns much as the former one. He 
expected to see their beuevolent offerings 
three times as great, and their Christian 
work largely increased. The church was 
built on ground that had been consecrat- 
ed by the struggles, the sorrows and the 
joys, of tbo fathers of the church, but 
the building would not he c msec rated 
until it had been made sacred by similar 
struggles, by wrestlings like that of Ja- 
cob with the angel for the blessing. He 
alluded, also, in a very feeling manner to 
some who bad passed away and whose 
names had become identified with the 
history of the church. 

The exercises closed with the Hallelu- 
iah chorus from the “Messiah,” aud the 
benediction by Rev. W. A. Lamb. 

The pulpit platform was handsomely 
decorated with bouquets of flowers, aud 
the attendance was so large that chairs 
hail to be brought in, and evtu then many 
stood during the service; and many who 
came later went away, being unable to 
find seats. It was certainly the largest 
congregation ever assembled in Newton, 
and the new* church was uoue too large 
for the opening service.

Mr. Cutler’s Preparatory School. 

With the present month tho second 
year of Mr. Edward H. Cutler’s Prepara- 
tory School for Boys is completed. Al- 
though Mr. Cutler did not decide until 
late in July, 1887, to open a school in 
Newton, he sent at the close of the first 
year two scholars to Harvard and one to 
the Institute of Technology. At the be- 
ginning of the present year Mr. Cutler 
found it necessary to secure a larger 
room and an assistant and of his scholars 
seven will be sent to college and several 
presented for. preliminary examinations. 
The school presents an unusually favora- 
opportunity to those who desire to cover 
the ground either more quickly or thor- 
oughly than is possible in the public 
schools, while to those who are willing 
to give the usual time and to do the nec- 
essary studying, the school presents 
special advantages. 

At the beginning of the third year, in 
accordance with many suggestions. Mr. 
Cutler will, if there is sufficient encour- 
agement, establish a department for girls 
who will meet the boys in such recita- 
tions only ns they may have in common. 
As the establishment of such a depart- 
ment would necessitate tho making of 
more extended arrangements than at pre- 
sent those interested iu the matter should 
communicate with Mr. Cutler at the 
earliest possible time.

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THE STREET RAILWAY HEARING. 


The street railway hearing on Monday 
evening was a rather tamo affair, and 
Mr. Hyde was needed to enliven it with 
his remarks and give a sort of a back- 
ground to the very rose-colored testimo- 
ny of the experts. 

Hon. Linns M. Child was the attorney 
for the Storago Battery company, and 
strangely enough he had not taken the 
pains to inform himself of the merits of 
the case. He assumed that a location 
had been granted to the Newton Street 
Railway company the week before, when 
the location was granted nearly two 
years ago and it was only the right to 
use the overhead wire system that was 
granted at the provious meeting. Mr. 
Child said that his company only asked 
for a location on those streets named in 
their petition, on which a location had 
not been granted to the other company. 
These streets are chiefly short and unim" 
portant ones, and should the hoard do as 
Mr. Child asked, they would have a loca- 
tion on a half dozen streets in different 
parts of the city, miles distant from each 
other, and tho grant would be of very 
little practical uso to them. Until this 
attorney has some more practical plan to 
propose, tho hoard can hardly be blamed 
if they do nothing in tho matter. The 
board could of course rescind tho loca- 
tion granted some years ago, or they can 
wait until it expires, next October, but it 
would hardly be wise to grant two differ- 
ent roads a location on tho same street. 

Tho gentlemen who testified seemed 
very enthusiastic upon tho subject of 
storago batteries, and especially in re- 
gard to tho inventions of Col. Uowins, 
which have had a practical test on one 
car of the West end road. All will hope 
that the system can be proved a success, 
as that is the ideal system, and with the 
merits claimed, it would bo adopted by 
every street railroad in the country. 

There is to bo a practical test on the 
Beverly and Danvers road in July, on 
which four of Col. How ins’ cars are to 
be placed, as soon as they are finished, 
and they have been ordered to bo com- 
pleted as soon as possible. Tho test will 
bo watched with a good deal of iuterost, 
both by citizens and by street railway 
men. 

The company will find tho Newton 
board of aldermen willing to treat them 
fairly, whether tho Newton Street Rail- 
way company is tho West End company 
or not. Tho West End company may 
have a great deal of money, but neither 
they nor any other corporation has mon- 
ey enough to buy up a majority of the 
Newton aldermen. Foi tuuately for New- 
ton, its board of aldermen is beyond the 
reach of any kind of a bribe, and so far 
they seem to have acted fairly and justly 
to both the company that is in tho field 
and to the one that wants to be. 


BETTER EDUCATION NEEDED. 


Seuator Edmonds takes a hopeful view 
of the political situation, although he is 
of tho opinion that corrupt political 
methods in the selection of lawmakers 
aud of the executors of tho law has at 
least kept pace with material advance- 
ment iu this country, as elsewhere. 
Ageuts of both the political parties in ro- 
ceut years, he holieves, have yielded to 
temptation to purchase votes in close 
States aud to tamper with registration 
and election returns. Tho chief causes, 
ho says, are, first, tho intensity of party 
feeling, which warps the judgment and 
stifles tho conscience of even well-mean- 
ing citizens who have no personal, selfish 
ends iu view; and, socoudly, tho greed 
of a small class of citizens who are in 
politics for what they can make out of it. 
Both political parties, the Seuator thinks, 
liavo fallen shamefully short of their bril- 
liant promises of civil service reform in 
their actual performances. Neverthe- 
less, he tliiuks that real progress has 
been made, and that there is fair ground 
for hope that before many years the of- 
fices will cease to be regarded as spoils. 
In this he is probably oorrect, because 
the people are being educated on this 
questiou aud roused to the necessity for 
the reform, which so fur the politicians 
have scoffed at, either oponly or secretly. 
When publie sentiment becomes such 
that uo mau who yields to the spoils sys- 
tem can hope to be elected to oflice, 
then we may expect to see a change of 
heart, aud the Goves, tho Quays, tho 
Hills and the Gormans, will profess re- 
form principles as ardeutly as they i.ow 
flout them. Reform may be defeated 
this year or next year, but all who be- 
lieve iu the future of our government see 


that it muBt como sooner or later. Men 
who aro in politics for the sake of person- 
al profit cannot bo expected to prove re- 
formers, to bo very nice about methods. 
Sonator Edmunds Bets forth several rem- 
edies for tho present condition of things, 
tho most important of which he consid- 
ers to bo tho better education of the vot- 
ers and their children,— “an education 
including tho essential truth that every 
citizon of tho republic in town, district, 
city, Stale or nation is personally a real 
factor for good or ill in the great sum of 
tho genoral welfaro; that his own opin- 
ion — tho best effort of his mind and 
heart— is the sole true guide for him, and 
that, in spito of corrupt temptations, or 
tho blare of trumpets, or tho flames of 
torches, or tho excitements of contest or 
victory of one party or another, his mis- 
sion for himself and his children is to fol- 
low tho light that his knowledge and his 
conscience perceive, and not that of any 
other man.” 


THE NEW ELIOT CHURCH. 


Tho dedication of the new Eliot Church 
building has been an event of great inter- 
est to many in Newton, and tho church 
is to bo congratulated on its handsome 
and commodious edifice, the largest aud 
most costly church building in Newton. 
As the church is the largestand wealthi- 
est religious body in the city, it is fitting 
that this should be tho case, and the 
money has been well expended. The 
building is an ornament to the city and 
will remain for generations as a testimo- 
nial to the religious faith and liberality 
of the builders. They built not only for 
themselves but for future generations, 
who will enjoy the beautiful structure 
many years after tho present generation 
have passed away. Iu this issue we give 
a picture of the new building and also 
one of the old one, with a full descrip- 
tion of tho work of building, and of the 
completed structure. Mr. Billing’s re- 
port gives an account of the very satis- 
factory way in which the building com- 
mittee have performed their labors, and 
we are glad to be ablo to give the report 
in full. Tho fine organ was fully de- 
scribed in last week’s issue, and seems 
to bo all that was expected from the 
high reputation of its makers. The re- 
port of the dedicatory exercises is neces- 
sarily somowhat brief, on account of the 
lack of time for a fuller report, it being 
found impossible to procure the address- 
es in advance; nevertheless, a full summa- 
ry is given, with all important facts. The 
presence of tho other ministers of this 
section of Newton shows the friendly re- 
lations that exist between the different 
denominations, and that the new church 
is looked upon as belonging not only to 
Eliot Church but to the whole city, to 
which it is such an ornament. 


Tiib action of the City Council in buy- 
ing land for almshouse purposes will be 
welcome news to the village of Waban, 
to which tho present almshouse has been 
a decided disadvantage. It ought to give 
a great impulse to building there, ns a 
large number of propeity owners have 
said that they wero only waiting for the 
romoval of the almshouse to be decided 
upon, beforo putting up new buildings 
and improving that section. A good 
start has already been made, a portion of 
tho land has been attractively laid out, 
and a number of handsome houses have 
been built. If proper measures are taken 
Waban will bo one of the handsomest 
sections of Newton, as it has great natu- 
ral advantages, and it will attract people 
who wish good-sized estates, with houses 
in keeping. Owing to its location at the 
middle of tho Circuit road, its residents 
can go to Boston in either direction, 
without extra expense, and within a vory 
few years it will bo connected by street 
railways with the other villages. One 
of the most important things to be dono 
there is to widen all the main streets, 
which can be easily dono now, while 
land is cheap, and few buildings have 
been erected. A portion of the city’s 
land will probably bo saved for an engine 
house and school buildings, while the 
remainder will bring much more thau 
enough to pay for the change. The site 
for tho now almshouse, at nearly tho eud 
of Cherry street, is probably as unobjec- 
tionable a sito as could be choson, aud 
thero will bo land enough for all neces- 
sary purposes. 


An effort is being mado to simplify the 
tangled laws and decisions now fol- 
lowed iu administering the tariff, and it 
is said that tho chances aro good for the 
passage of such a bill by the next Con- 
gress. The necessity of such a reform 
has been long felt, and a bill would liavo 
been passed before, had it not been for 
the extremists of both parties, who 
would let nothing be done if their own 
tariff bills could not bo carried out. 
Secretary Manning called the attention 
of Congress to tho necessity of some re- 
form in tho administrative features of 
tho tariff, and Secretary Wiiulom is 
known to hold the same views. A com- 
mittee, consisting of Deputy Collector 
Eisko aud Appraiser Stearns of the Bos- 
ton Custom House, aud Mr. J. R. Loeson 
of this city, representing the Home Mar- 
ket Club and Merchants’ Association, is 
holding a series of conferences, to discuss 
the reforms that aro uoedod, iu accord- 
ance with the request of the Senate sub- 
committee, aud tho results of their labors 
will be sent to Secretary Wiiulom before 
Cougress meets. Tho vexod questiou of 
tariff-reform will not bo entered upon, 
but only to simplify the preseut compli- 
cated methods, so that such a bill ought 
to have u good chanco of passing. The 
fact that Boston men have been chosen 
for this work, shows that their ability 
and intelligence is appreciated by the 
couutiy aud the preseut administration. 


The order appropriating $1400 for n 
public bath house and the salary of au 
attendant, the house to be located on 
Bullough’s pond, certainly ought to pass. 


There is now no convenient bathing 
placo within tho limits of tho city, and 
Nowton ought certainly to do something 
to show it is in favor of cleanliness. 
Some years ago there used to be numer- 
ous bathing places, but with the growth 
of the city those have had to'be given up, 
until now there aro none save on the 
forth or limits of the city, at too great a 
distance from tho ccuters of population 
to be available. Tho largo number of 
boys who have to remain in the city all 
tho summer should be provided with 
some of the luxuries which every large 
city offers, and for this reason a public 
bath house should be provided. 


In tho report of the school board last 
week, a mistake was mado in crediting 
$JW) to each grammar school for the 
union exercises at West Newton, instead 
of $30 for tho whole, which makes quite 
a difference. The $200 added to Superin- 
tendent Emerson’s salary makes it $3,300, 
which includes his salary as clerk of the 
board. Out of this sum he pays his 
secretary. We are glad to make these 
corrections, as the GiiAruic, although it 
has differed with the school board in 
the past, has always endeavored to treat 
the board fairly, and not to criticize their 
acts adversely unless tho facts warranted 
it. Our school board certainly spends 
enough money, without being charged 
with expenses they have not incurred. 


Representative Slocum of this city 
mado an excellcut speech on the provin- 
cial laws matter, endorsing the work of 
Mr. Goodell, and the house voted to con- 
tinue the work by the emphatic majority 
of 111 to 40. This disposes of one of the 
most scandalous attacks upon a public 
official, in the history of tho Common- 
wealth, and it is a victory for those peo- 
plo who do not believe in sensational and 
unfounded attacks upon public men. 
Newspapers who pursue that policy may 
succeed in selling papers, but they do 
not gain reputation. 


Tiie Metropolitan sewerage bill seems 
to be working its way along, in spite of 
the habit of this legislature of referring 
all troublesome questions to the next 
general court. The subject has been so 
generally discussed, that it might as well 
be passed now as next year, for sewer- 
age is needed. 


The Suburban Press Association had a 
very pleasant visit to the Waltham 
Watch Factory, Monday afternoon, clos- 
ing with a lunch in the Treasurer’s office, 
at which speeches were made by Piesi- 
dent Fitch of the Watch company, and 
by the visitors. 


Camp 100, Sons of Veterans. 

This camp has started off in a vigorous 
manner and under the most favorable 
circumstances. The lirst regular meet- 
ing, after its formation, was held in 
Good Templars’ Hall at West Newton, 
last Monday evening. Five new mem- . 
bers were elected and many more sous of 
veteran soldiers are soon to join. 

The interest in this camp exhibited by 
the old soldiers is a sure guarantee of a 
good backing by them if needed, but 
from all present appearances these young 
men are fully competent to care for their 
ow’n welfare, aud paddle their own canoe. 

It must not be understood that these 
Sons of Veterans are mere boys. That 
is a mistaken idea some have. The sons 
must be eiehteen years old, at least, to 
become members, aud the work they 
have to do is an educator of no small 
value and importance. 

At tho meeting last Monday evening, 
tho newly elected officers were put 
squarely on their feet to initiate new 
members, when they had seen the work 
douo but once, and that the evening of 
tho formation of tho camp and their 
own installations. The work was ex- 
celleutly done and speaks well for the 
ability and painstaking efforts of the 
officers. 

Tho feature of the evening was a sur- 
prise presentation to tho camp. Past 
Commander A. T. Sylvester, Esq., of Post 
02, G. A. R., presented to the camp, in 
behalf of the Newton Ladies’ Home 
Circle, swords for tho officers. This 
doubtless shows a beginning of the deep 
and continued interest the ladies will 
take in the success of the camp. If some 
of our public spirited citizens will see 
that they have a (lag, guidons and a few 
other necessary properties, it will aid 
these young men at the beginning of 
what what will bo, we hope, one of the 
most success! ul camps in Massachusetts. 
The members of tho camp have received 
and accepted an invitation from Charles 
Ward Post, No. 02, G. A. R., to parade 
witli them aud take part in Meiuorinl 
day exercises.

there are placed 3 largo direct radiators 
in thc auditorium, while tho vestibules 
are warmed by radiators having a sepa- 
rate source of supply, thus enabling 
them to bo warmed when tho rest of tho 
apparatus is shut off. The chapel is 
warmed in the same manner, tho ladies’ 
parlor and tho primary department rooms 
by the indirect method, and tho class 
rooms by direct radiators. 

The heat is furnished by two “Mills” 
boilers, which are sectional in form 
and absolutely non-exploBive, located in 
tho basement, which are ample in size; 
either one being sufficient to heat tho en- 
tire church during ordinary winter 
weather, while both may be used when 
required. 

The system of ventilation employed is 
known as the Vacuum system; the air 
being supplied through the largo heating 
chambers, as described above; the foul 
air is exhausted from tho auditorium 
through openings at convenient points 
under the pows, these openings being 
connected by ample sized ventilat- 
ing ducts to the fan which is located in 
tLe basement and which discharges tho 
impure air through brick ducts out of 
doors above the roof. The power to run 
the fan is supplied by a water motor, and 
entire freedom from noise is secured 

The fan, running at a slow speed, is ex- 
hausting 750,000 cubic feet of air an 
hour, equivalent to changing the entire 
contents of the house onco every three 
quarters of an hour. In addition to this 
tho air which is vitiated by the gas burn- 
ing in the large chandeliers is taken away 
by a system of over head ventilation, and 
discharged out of doors above the ceiling 
of the church. 

The committee having in charge tho 
selection of the heating and ventilating 
apparatus spent a good deal of time in- 
vestigating this subject, visiting all the 
large churches in tho principal cities, 
after which they invited the several

Tho Proposition First Suggested liy .Inmos 
G. lllutne During Gnrflohl's Administra- 
tion — Tlio Representatives of tho United 
States In tho Conforenee. 

[Special Correspondence.] 

Washington, May 30.— By long odds 
the mast important convention of tho 
year is that which will meet in this city 
next October. It is called tlie American 
States conference, and is to be attended 
only by the states of tho three Americas 
— North, Central and South America. 

The plan had its origin with tho pres- 
ent secretary of state, who attempted to 
put it into execution while he was sec- 
retary under President Garfield; but it 
failed at that timo owing to tho death 
of tho president and consequent dissolu- 
tion of his cabinet, and also on account 
of tho difficulties ‘fiien existing between 
Chili and Peru and Mexico and Guate- 
mala. Now Secretary Blaine revives the 
scheme with very good prospects of suc- 
cess, Naturally, the United States takes 
the leading place in this continental con- 
ference, for it is by far the most pow- 
erful and important nation interested. 

Under the invitations the following 
work is prescribed for the conference: 

First — Measures that shall tend to pre- 
serve and promote the prosperity of the 
soveral American states. 

Second — Measures toward tho forma- 
tion of an American customs union, un- 
der which the trade of the American 
nations with each other shall, so far as 
possiblo anil profitable, be promoted. 

Third — Tho establishment of regular 
and frequent communication between 
tho ports of the several American states 
and the ports of each other. 

Fourth — The establishment of a uni- 
form system of customs regulations in 
each of tho independent American states, 
to govern tho mode of importation and 
exportation of merchandise and port 
dues and charges, a uniform method of 
determining tho classification and valua- 
tion of such merchandise in tho ports of 
each country, and a uniform system of 
invoices, and the subject of tho sanita- 
tion of ships and quarantine. 

Fifth— Tho adoption of a uniform sys- 
tem of weights and measures, and law’s 
to protect the patent rights, copyrights 
and trade marks of citizens of either 
country in the other, and for tho extra- 
dition of criminals. 

Sixth— The adoption of a common sil- 
ver coin, to bo issued by each govern- 
ment, the same to ho legal tender in all 
commercial transactions between tho cit- 
izens of all tho American states. 

Seventh — An agreement upon and rec- 
ommendation for adoption to their re- 
spective governments of a definite plan 
of arbitration of all questions, disputes 
and differences that may now or here- 
after arise between them, to tho end that 
all difficulties and disputes betw’ecn 6uch 
nations may bo peacefully settled and 
w’ars prevented. 

Eighth— And to consider such other 
subjects relating to tho welfare of the 
several states represented as may bo pre- 
sented by any of said states which are 
hereby invited to participate in said con- 
ference. 

Though tho delegates have held no 
meeting, and have received no instruc- 
tions, by common consent John B. Hen- 
derson, of Missouri, is already lookod 
upon as tho chairman of the American 
commission. Gen. Henderson is a man 
of great ability and force. A native of 
Virginia, ho was beforo the u’ar a Doug- 
las Democrat, and in tho war espoused 
the Union cause and did good servico in 
tho field. Ho was in tho United States 
senate from Missouri from 1863 to 1869, 
and it w’as there, during tho Andrew 
Johnson impeachment trial, that ho first 
demonstrated tho positivo character of 
his convictions and hi3 tenacity and 
courage of pur|>ose. So closo was the 
struggle in tho senate that it was known 
one or tw’o votes would in all probability 
turn the scale for or against tho inno- 
cenco or guilt of Johnson, and tho great- 
est pressure was brought to bear upon 
Henderson, who was supposed to be 
friendly to the president, to induce him 
to change his vote. 

He was deluged with letters and tele- 
grams from his state, public meetings 
were held to ask him by resolution to 
turn against tho unpopular Johnson, and 
he was even threatened with political 
ruin. But it was all in vain. Gen. Hen- 
derson could not bo turned from his pur- 
pose, and voted with Trumbull, Fes- 
seuden, Grimes and other Republicans, 
and thus saved tho president from tho 
disgrace of impeachment. This dis- 
play of moral courage cost Gen. Hen- 
derson his seat in tho senate, for at the 
next elect iojn he w’as displaced by Carl 
Schurz. Gen. Henderson is very wealthy, 
having for a number of years enjoyed 
tho most remunerative law practico in 
tho city of St. Louis. 

Andrew Carnegie, tho Pittsburg iron 
and steel millionaire, is one of tho best 
known members of tho commission. 

I Carnegie is a Scotchman, and has tho 
shrewd mind and well poised judgment 
characteristic of tho natives of tho Bon- 
nie land. Ho was put on the commis- 
sion because of his thorough familiarity 
with tlie commerce of the world, and 
more especially with tho iron and steel 
interests. On recommending Carnegie 
to tho president for this honor Secrotary 
Blaine remarked that tho conferonco 
was likely to resemble a game of check- 
ers, and ho knew Carnegie was a good 
checker pluyer, for he had tried him to 
his sorrow. It is a fact that Carnegie 
owes his rise in the world to a game of 
draughts. 

His father was a journeyman potter 
in Pittsburg, and being foml of check- 
ers, us most Scotchmen are, often joined 
in the games ut a well known alo house. 
There he mot David Brooks, a railway 
manuger, und happening to speak one 
day of his son Andrew, and to express 
the wish tliut ho had souio work fur 
him, Brooks told Curuegie ho would 
take the boy into ids office os a messen- 
ger. The youngster went to work tho 
next day at $3 a week, learned to manip- 


ulate tho telegraph keys, attracted tho 
attention of Tom Scott, and was soon 
put in the way of developing into a 
millionaire, an opportunity which ho 
lost no time in grasping. 

The diplomat of tho delegation, who 
nmy be relied upon to look out for tho 
interests of this country in all matters 
of International law, is William Henry 
Trescott, of North Carolina. Secretary 
Blaine has sni«l of Mr. Trescott that ho is 
the most accomplished diplomat in this 
country, which is praise indeed. Tres- 
cott is one of tho very few Americans 
who have made diplomacy their trade, 
and who have mastered it in all its de- 
tails. His record is oue of which any 
man might bo proud. His first diplo- 
matic Bcrvico was as secretary of lega- 
tion at London. IIo then became first 
assistant secretary of stato under Lewis 
Cass in the administration of Buchnnan, 
and was the first man to fill that office, 
which was created about tho beginning 
of Buchanan's term. When the war 
broke out Trescott returned to his native 
state, intending to tako a part in the 
diplomacy of the Confederacy, but for 
somo reason, probably because he had 
been a strong Whig and an anti-Calhoun 
man, was not intrusted by President 
Davis with missions suitable to his abili- 
ties. 

After tho war ho came north again, 
and was ono of the United States coun- 
sel in tho Halifax fisheries dispute, which 
resulted in the payment of five and a 
half millions of dollars to this govern- 
ment. Later he was sent, with James F. 
Swift, now minister to Japan, and Col. 
James B. Angell, of Michigan, to nego- 
tiate a treaty with China. That was in 
tho administration of Mr. Hayes, when 
Mr. Evarts was secretary of state. In 
1881 Mr. Blaine sent him as a special 
minister to Chili and Peru, and ho was 
.subsequently designated by the govern- 
ment to join Gen. Grant in negotiating 
a commercial treaty with Mexico. Mr. 
Trescott has written a history of Ameri- 
can diplomacy up to tho end of Jeffer- 
’son’s career in tho presidency, besides a 
largo number of magazine articles. Ho 
is now a resident of Washington. 

Tho representative of New York city 
and its vast business interests is ono of 
tho best known business men of that 
city— Cornelius Bliss, of the firm of Bliss 
& Fabyan, cotton merchants. Mr. Bliss 
is a native of Massachusetts, and his 
first business employment was with 
James M. Beebe & Co., then tho princi- 
pal dry goods house of Boston. Ho be- 
came a partner in tlio firm in 1864, and 
rapidly grew rich. About 1870 lie joined 
the firm of which ho is now a member, 
and his house sells a larger quantity of 
cotton prints than any other firm in 
America. 

William Pinckney Whyte, of Maryland, 
represents on tbe delegation tho interests 
of Baltimoro and tho eastern middle sec- 
tion of tho country, particularly the mer- 
cantile and shipping lines. IIo is a man 
of wealth and high character, educated 
a lawyer, which profession ho practiced 
with eminent success, but is now engaged 
in railway enterprises as a capitalist and 
president. He is a Democrat, and though 
not actively engaged in politics repre- 
sents what is known as thc anti-Gorman 
element of Democracy in Maryland. IIo 
served ono term in tho United States 
senate. 

CTement Studebaker, of Indiana, repre- 
sents tho manufacturing interests, par- 
ticularly tho makers of wagons and farm- 
ing machinery and implements. Ho is 
ono of that family of Studebakers who 
havo built up tho greatest wagon factory 
in tho world at South Bend. Tho father 
of tlio Studebaker boys was a plodding 
wagon maker, who taught his boys his 
trade, and who was satisfied to turn out 
vehicles as fast as ho could sell them to 
the farmers of tho surrounding country. 
Ho had no dreams of an empire for a 
market. But one day tlio old gentleman 
died, and just as tho neighbors wero 
wondering how the Studebaker boys 
would get along without tho guiding 
hand of a father, tho youngsters began 
branching out in tho wagon business in 
a most astonishing manner. 

They put up now shops, hired more 
workmen, introduced machinery, and 
soon began to sell their product all over 
tho west. Now they raako a complete 
wagon every five minutes. Their vehi- 
cles aro known all over tho conti- 
nent of America, and even in ’\irope. 
Clement Studebaker is perhaps tho best 
known of tho brothers, being a man of 
great public spirit. IIo is a prominent 
Republican of Indiana, and is also con- 
spicuous in tho councils of tho Presby- 
terian church. 

Thomas Jefferson Coolidge, of Boston, 
is New England’s representative, though 
ho will be assisted In looking out for the 
interests of that section by Mr. Bliss, who 
is selling agent for many of the great 
cotton mills. Mr. Coolidgo is a capitalist 
and railway president, who was origi- 
nally a lawyer. IIo is an accomplished 
and polished gentleman, justly proud of 
his descent from tlio family which gave 
to tho world a Thomas Jefferson. Mr. 
Coolidgo not long ago presented tho 
government with tho desk on which tho 
Declaration of Independence was written. 

Morris Estee, of California, is a well 
known lawyer of tho Pacific coast, and 
was chairman of tho Republican national 
convention last year. lie is also a farmer, 
ranchman and wine grower, and is fully 
ablo to represent tho varied interests of 
tho Pacific coast. 

John R. G. Pitkin, of Louisiana, is a 
prominent citizen of that state, who held 
a Federal office, that of marshal, under 
a former administration. I ie was jdaced 
on the delegation as a representative of 
tho sugar interest of Louisiana, which 
hopes to profit much by tho conference. 
Jojip J f. Hanson, of Georgia, is tho most 
extensive cotton manufacturer of tho 
south, having large mills ut Macon. He 
is tho cotton representative in tho inter- 
national conference, aud there are hopes 
thut tho cotton trade with Central and 
South America may be greatly stimu- 
lated. 

Congress has appropriated $75,000 to 
defrav the expenses of the conference, 
and the public printer will print the pro- 
ceedings of the body in English, Spanish 
aud Portuguese. This will provide for 
everyliody except tho lluytians, whose 
lunguuge is the French.

Commander Whit- 
ney, in the name of the comrades of the 
G. A. R. thanked the city council for its 
gift of the soldiers' lot. He said that it 
was an assurance that the dead were 
held in remembrance and that the prin- 
ciples for which the soldiers and sailors 
fought on land and sea. are not forgot- 
ten. “Nothing," he added, “can please 
the veteran soldier aud sailor more than 
to know that he is loved and honored for ! 
what lie did in the War of the Rebellion." 

A guard of honor consisting of 4 U. S. 
sailors and soldiers, with the color hearers | 
of the army and navy were then stationed | 
near the stuff, and upon receiving the order j 
from the commander of tiie post transmit- ! 
ted through the Officer of the Day, tin* j 
stars and stripes were hoisted at half mast, 
while the band rendered " Tiie Star Spangled 
Banner.” 

The symbols were thou set up, an anchor 
representing the navy, and a gun. haversack 
and canteen, representing the army. Com- 
rade Pickens In the complete V. S. naval 
uniform was appointed to guard tiie symbol 
of the Navy, and Sergt. John Ryan iu the 
full dress uniform of tiie infantry, as 
worn during the civil warf was ap- 
pointed to guard tiie symbol of tiie 
army. The prayer of dedication was 
offered by Chaplain Chase, and at tin* con- 
clusion of the services the guard of honor 
and special guard were dismissed and the 
emblems of the army and navy removed 
from the consecrated ground. Mayor Burr 
made a brief address at the conclusion of 
tiie ceremonies. 

After the exercises at tiie Newton 
cemetery the lines were reformed and 
the procession moved over the following 
route: Walnut, Homer, Valentine, High- 
land. Temule, Putnam, Margin, Wash- 
ington, Waltham, Webster, West Newton 
to vacant lot corner Webster aud Elm 
streets, where the dress parade was held. 
The High School Battalion aud the 
Claflin Guard gave a very pretty exhibi- 
tion of marching aud tiie moveineuts at 
the dress parade were lim^f executed.

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MY EXPERIENCE WITH A NIGHT- 
INGALE. 


[Written for the Graphic.] 

It is not everybody tbnt is ptiviledpod 
to enjoy tbo unbroken society of n night- 
ingale ;nnd it is true that nnyone thus 
privileged enjoys what is more than ordi- 
nary pleasure. 

When 1 first brought mv nightingale 
home. 1 had no idea of his song. 1 de- 
signed him merely as company for an- 
other much smaller bird, (a non parcil 
finch) which for several weeks had been 
subject to protracted spells of melan- 
choly. This habit of mind l could at- 
tribute only to the want of company; 
though 1 have no doubt that the wintry 
aspect of the country and the severe arti- 
ficiality of a human abode, especially the 
stupifying gas from the furnace worked 
upon his mind and combined to make his 
existence a constant test of endurance. 

1 cannot reproach myself with having 
neglected the bird at any time; indeed 1 
am not sure that my attentions were not 
rather a source of annoyance than pleas- 
ure. Whether there ever occurred to the 
bird during this bleak winter a moment 
of true enjoyment I ain unable to say; 
though sometimes by a peculiar tlutter 
of the wings and twitch of the tail l.o 
showed that his confinement was not al- 
together intolerable. Of seed and water, 
apples and bananas, oranges, lettuce, 
cabbage and potatoes, he bad plenty. 
Ilis wants weve attended to in a manner 
most flattering to himself; but with 
these attentions he could not be con- 
soled, and it was evident that he longed 
for company of a more natural aud con- 
genial kind. 

This idea was impressed upon me in 
various ways, until I resolved to select 
for him a companion, and with feelings 
of considerable responsibility 1 under- 
took to perform this vicarious function. 

I went to the bird store, and as I looked 
over the various kinds of birds the act of 
deciding became more and more trouble- 
some. Many of the birds before me I knew 
nothing of; and it was quito important to 
select one that would not show incompat- 
ibility of temper. I must have one en- 
dowed naturally with amiability. A 
great Northern shrike, for instance, 
would behead the little finch and think 
nothing about it; while others would 
practice larceny or prove themselves ty- 
rants. If there had been a mate for the 
bird I should have been at ease; but 
there was not. 

The Nightingales were recommended 
to me very highly. They were hopping 
about silently in a large cage, now and 
then pausing to eye a jcustpmer or pick 
at their ragged feathers. I turned to 
the parrots and thon to the brilliant 
though tuneless little birds from South 
America, finally to the canaries, larks, 
thrushes and mocking- birds. All were 
attractive in their own peculiar way, and 
none were more so than the nightiugales. 
These— the nightiugales— assumed often 
grotesquo postures and expressions, and 
appeared much dissatisfied with the 
food aud accommodations forced upon 
them. No doubt they expected some- 
thing better from the hand of civilized 
man; a ;d sojthoroughly justifiable was 


creature with which it would be danger- 
ous to meddle. 1 gave the package a 
little turn and the sudden commotion it 
created inside assured t lie man that there 
was no humbug about it. I believe he 
was conscientious in adhering to my 
precautions, for when I returned my 
nightingale was as quiet as a can of 
oysters. 

*On hoard the train the bird poured 
forth with a loud voice. At this l was 
astonished. lie really knew he was 
going somewhere, and was delighted at 
the prospect before him. The interval 
of quiet at the railway station had given 
him opportunity to collect his thoughts 
and he was now no longer in a reflective 
mood. But to my great surprise ho did 
not appear delighted when, at home, I 
took him out of the paper. Being 
brought in contact with the visible world 
he was completely upset. Ho dashed 
and fluttered and screamed. Ho over- 
turned his dish of water, and fanned his 
seed out over the floor. No one could 
approach him without fear of his killing 
himself; in fact, it seemed to be only 
a matter of a few minutes when both the 
bird and crate would bo in ruins. I 
waited some time foi his heat and ex- 
citement to subside, but he seemed op- 
posed to my waiting. He was angry and 
impatient, and demanded a change for 
the better or worse. 1 folded the paper 
over him, took him up-stairs to the little 
finch, and letting out tho finch, I put 
him into the cage. Now it was this cage 
1 expected him to occupy, and I was in- 
terested to see how it suited him, ami 
how much room he would leave for the 
smaller bird. I did not expect him to 
show immediate contentment in a strange 
cage and amid strange surroundings, but 
L thought he would recognize my efforts 
to make his abode cheerful and comfort- 
able, aud would gradually assume a more 
quiet mind. Here he disappointed me. 
He was stubbornly set against the idea 
of being caged, and every method I prac- 
ticed to conciliate him* was without ef- 
fect. Had tho weather been warm and 
the season advanced 1 should have given 
him the wide out-doors; but the weather 
would have killed him, so caged ho must 
be. 

The little finch hopped and flew around 
the room eyeing the strangely behaved 
nightingale with wonder. He resigned 
his cage with good grace, and this is 
saying much in his favor, considering 
that he himself enjoys being in it. The 
nightingale grew more and more desper- 
ate and the necessity of getting him a 
larger cage was plain enough. 1 saw 
that 1 could. not get one too large. Back 
to the city 1 went, and this time 1 
brought home the largest and best 1 
could find. It was night when I returned, 
and well it was; for tho bird had really 
retired and was now quiet enough to be 
moved with safety. 

Since that night he has enjoyed his big 
cage, and the exercise he gets in hoppiug 
and fluttering from perch to perch is 
equivalent to a run around the yard. 

This bud is not properly a nightingale, 
but a Cardinal Grosbeak (Cardinalia Vir- 
itinianua) though often called the Virgin 
iati nightingale. Wilson Flagg, in one 
of liis charming books, assigns to this 
bird but one song comprising “two or 
throe sweet notes, like che-lioo, clie-hooi 
che-hoo, rapidly delivered.” But this is 
great injustice to the bird as a singer; 
for he lias no less than four distinctively 
original somrs, and when he mixes them 
together one would think he had a great 
many others. He often commences so 
softly one can hardly hear lnm, aud then 
gradually- sings louder and clearer until 
the whole house rings with his voice, 
lie is instantly stopped by anybody’s 
presence. While out-of-doors he is in- 
spired much by the orioles, whose voices 
somewhat resemble bis own. ’Tis thon 
that he sings with such full-heartedncss. 

I I wish my bird was more in favor of 
I taking a bath. Occasionally, he dips his 
head in his water jar, and spatters a

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their disgust aud disappointment, that I ‘ little, but it is rather an unsatisfactory 


coukl not help crediting them with 
large amount of intelligence and discrim- 
ination. I knew 1 should grow more in- 
terested in one of these birds by a closer 
acquaintance; and upon being told that 
the nightiugales were by nature friendly 
disposed toward nearly all the little 
birds, ray choice was quickly determined, 
While awaiting the proprietor’s mo- 
tions, which were uncommonly slow, ray 
attention was attracted to a bird, native 
of South America, known as the Crazy 
Grakle. He shewed himself worthy of 
the name in a very few mi nines. He

THE POST ATTENDS SERVICES IN GRACE 
CHURCH, SUNDAY EVENING, 

There was a largo gathering in 
Grnco church Sunday evening, when 
special Memorial services wore held. 
The grand army ami citizen soldiory were 
well represented, tho following organi- 
zations occupying seats in the main body 
of tho church: Charles Ward post (12, of 
this city, and Isaac B. Patton post 81, of 
Watertown, J. Wiley Edmunds camp 100, 
Sons of Veterans, and the Clnflin Guard. 
Co. C., 5th Uegt., M. V. M. Tho services 
opened with tho rendition of tho hymn, 
“God Bless our Nativo Land,” after 
which came (he sentence, exhortation 
and prayors of tho Episcopal service 
followed by the responsive rending of 
the 01st Psalm, the Scripture lessons, 
creed and prayers. An nntliem beauti- 
fully rendered by tho double quartot of 
the church preceded tho address by the 
rector. Rev. George W. Shinn, D. 1). 

“It is perfectly proper,” said Dr. 
Shinn, “for men that have been partici- 
pants in a great war to come together at 
times to tell over the stories of battle and 
to rejoico in tho successes which they 
have achieved. It is especially proper 
for them to keep in grateful memory 
thoso who have fallen in battle and those 
who liavo finally succumbed to wounds 
and disease contracted in the sorvice of 
their country. We have great pleasure 
in welcoming here to night men who arc 
the visible evidences of a conflict which 
was long and bloody, ami who by putting 
their lives in peril have sustained the 
integrity of the government and pre- 
served for posterity our own free institu- 
tions. Wo have great pleasure, too, in 
welcoming the citizen militia, organized 
for the defeuce of home and country ami 
ready, if need be, to imitate the examples 
of those who over a quarter-century ago 
sprang forward to protect our Hag and 
save the nation. We are glad to have 
this service in Grace church, for this 
congregation sent its representatives to 
the field. Gen. Underwood was long an 
active member of this parish and there 
is a memorial window in this church 
which commemorates another from 
among us who died for his eountiy. 

“To-night, I have thought, in tho few 
minutes during which 1 ask your atten 
tion,to direct your minds to this question : 

“Do we see any of the evidences of the 
coming of the time when wars shall 
cease? It has come to be regarded as 
one of the results bound up with the 
Christian religion that there shall be a 
cessation of wars. But here comes a 
strange perplexity. The Christian faith 
has existed for 18 centuries in the world 
and wars still continue. More than this, 
we find Christian nations maintaining a 
war-like attitude towards other Christian 
nations, and we seo them cultivating the 
art of war until it becomes so destructive 
of human life and of treasure tiiat it is 
perfectly appalling. I suppose that to 
every one of us there has, at some time 
or other, oecu red theperplexi. g though: 
as to how Christianity and warfare can 
be made consistent. There are those 
who emphatically deny that the gospel 
and war can ever be made consistent, the 
one with tho other. They stoutly main- 
tain that every principle of Christian re- 
ligion is violated by the upholding of 
anything that tends to prepare for or 
carry on a war. They object to military 
and naval schools, to the enrolment of 
state militia, to the support of a national 
standing army, to the building of war 
vessols and coast defences and to the use 
of public money for tho equipment of 
troops and for the building of forts and 
barracks. So far do they carry this that 
they adopt non-resistance as a principle. 
They will not take up arms even iu self- 
defence nor encourage others to do so. 

The matter becomes still more per- 
plexing when you see what a strong ar- 
gument can be maue fur the rightfulnoss 
of war. It may surprise someone to have 
it suggested that anything can be said in 
justification of war. I do not know of 
any stronger presentation of that side of 
the case than that made by John Stuart 
Blackie. Another English writer, Dr. 
Mozley, claims that it is the inherent 
right of a nation to contend for its own 
existence; that war may be a necessity 


it will start a prayer in your hearts, and 
that ptayer will be “Hasten, (> Lord, tho 
spread of thy truth, so that all men and 
all nations may ho at peace, and war 
shall bo learned no more. 

Tliero are no such firm friends of ponco 
as thoso who have seen war. There have 
been none more ready to extend the hand 
of brotherhood to their former antagon- 
ists than the soldiers of the union. They 
knew what war really meant, and know- 
ing what it meant, they are friends of 
peace. Let us hope that never again will 
the sounds of war bo heard in our land. 
May thoso who have come through tho 
perils of war find a peaceful ending of 
their lives and find their rest, at last, 
with tho merciful Christ. And may tho 
time come when the beneficent sway of 
our Rodoemor shall so prevail on tho 
earth that all men shall livo iu tho bonds 
of a blessed brotherhood.” 


A Lawyer’s Story. 

Mr. Robert T. Lincoln likes to toll tho 
story of liis first feo as an attorney. Old 
.fudge Logan, under whom he read law, 
had always told him not to bo afraid to 
charge big fees for his service, “People 
don’t respect a cheap lawyer,” said tho 
judge. 

Olio day soon nfter Mr. Lincoln had 
beon admitted to practice, he sat alono 
in liis office wlion a messenger brought a 
note from the Chicago agent of one of 
tho wealthiest insurance companies in 
America, asking to huvo the titlo to a 
certain piece of proporty looked up. Tho 
young lawyer spent about half an hour 
looking into the title, and then sent the 
report to tho insurance office. Pretty 
soon tho messenger came with another 
note. This one requested Mr. Lincoln to 
send his bill by the bearer. The young 
lawyer had no idoa what to charge. At 
first he thought it would he good policy 
not to charge’any thing, “for,” said tie to 
himself, “I should like to get that com- 
pany's work regularly.” 

But he knew Judge Logan would not 
approve that sort of thing, and lie didn’t 
want the judge to think that he was heed- 
less of his advice. So he figured it that, 
since he had worked only half an hour, 
slO would bo a good stiff price, for it 
would be at tho rate of 8200 for a day of 
10 hours. The words of Judge* Logan, 
however, rang in his ears, and with a 
stroke of audacity thatalmost frightened 
him, Mr. Lincoln finally made the bill 
for 825. lie felt that this was an out- 
rageously high fee, and was hesitating as 
to whether he would give it to tho boy 
or make out another for $10, when Judge 
Logan chanced to come in. 

“You are just the man I want to see,” 
said Mr. Lincoln, and lie told him of liis 
dilemma. 

J udge Logan took the bill atul toro it 
up. 

“I knew it was outrageously high,” 
said Mr. Lincoln, “but, judge, you al- 
ways told ine to make a big bill, aud I 
did this more to please you than myself.” 

“Nonsense,” said the judge, “give me 
a pen.” Ho sat down, wrote another bill 
and gave it to the boy.

for tho redistribution of races and tho 
territory which they occupy; that moral 
results are developed by the saciiiice of 
some for tho good of the majority. 
These appear to be strong points, but let 
us look at them a little more closely. 
First of all, most moralists treating of 
the general subject have been forced to 
make a distinction between wars of con- 
quest and wars for defence. Who is 
there to-day who will be found ready to 
give any excuse for the former? Many 
of tho earlier wars wore simply for con- 
quest. It is well nigh certaiu that the 
time has gone by for such wars; perhaps 
never again will men arise who will call 
around them great armies for the subjuga- 
tion of weaker nations. Shall we not say 
that this is one triumph of Christianity? 
Then again looking back over the history 
of war, can any defence be urged for 
many of the other struggles iu which 
nations have engaged? Has there been 
iu them any quest. on of national honor 
or any sustaining of national existence? 

Another triumph of Christianity must 
bo recorded when we consider the favor 
with which the pjan of tho international 
courts of arbitration has been received 
iu our day. Already important questions 
have been settled in that way, which, but 
for this plan, would have precipitated de- 
structive wars, and there is reason to be- 
lieve that arbitration by international 
courts must become the rule as we ad- 
vance along the lines of Christian civil- 
ization. 

Studying tho precepts of Christianity 
and studying the ideal of Cliristiuu 
society, does not every one see that war 
will become uu inconsistency. When 
men try to livo out the principles of their 
religion, what jilace can there be for war? 
Our religion aims to convert the evil pas- 
sions that lead to strife, seeks to develop 
a spirit that is not easily provoked, en- 
courages fair dealing, make appeals for 
justice, holds mighty forces in reserve 
for great emergencies, and renders it 
possible for man to attain his noblest 
possibilities without stiife. All these 
Christianity aims at and shall they not be 
attained? But it is yet a mixed world iu 
which this element is working. The 
leaven has not yet penetrated all the 
meal, and the old question comes buck 
in a now shape. Until society becomes 
more Christianized, is it possible to avoid 
war? I have not pretended to settle the 
question with which 1 started out. I 
have given you the arguments ami posi- 
tions ou both sides, ft is an interesting 
question, a problem indeed worthy of 
thought.

Speech and its Defects. 

Mrs. E. J. E. Thorpe, specialist for 
stammering, in her lecture on “Speech 
and its Defects,” recently delivered be- 
fore tho Ladies’ Physiological Institute 
in Boston, gave a sketch of what has 
been done in the past for defects of 
speech, with tho various tlioorios as to 
their cause, and tho treatmeut. Stam- 
merers more than almost any other class 
have boen wrongly treated and imposed 
upon, because this subject has been mis- 
understood.

Emotions certainly can 
not bo weighed or measured, but by 
skillful treatment tho patient can learn 
to control them. The other important 
point is that stammering is simply an 
exaggeration of conditionsjai ready exist 
ing and which existf in persons not 
credited with such defects, as in the case 
of parents of stammerers. One or both 
of the parents may have the same defect 
as tlieir child, only the defect is not 
apparent because not exaggerated as in 
tho child. Sorious speech difficulty af- 
fects the mind and is tlio result of a 
great fear,— a fear peculiar to tho in- 
dividual. Children sometimes become 
stammerers from the pressure at school. 
One question sharply put by a teacher 
has been known to cause stammering. 
The difficulty greatly needs treatment at 
tlio outset,— in the iirst stages. People 
do not realize tlio length of time required, 
after the habit is confirmed, to cure it, 
or how quickly tlio muscles become fixed 
and rigid. This point was dwelt upon at 
some length and made very emphatic. 
Pupils mast first learn how to talk, but 
this knowledge will avail nothing, with- 
out tlio long training and incessant care 
and practice of a thorough course of 
treatment.
